OTTAWA, Nov. 27 — (CP). — 
Dana Doten, Attache at the United 
States Embassy in Ottawa, has 
been recalled, Julian Harrington, 
American Minister to Canada, 
said last night. He told reporters 
Mr. Doten had been “ordered 
back,” and given a transportation 
warrant to his home in Vermont. 

It was believed Mr. Doten’s “re¬ 
call” was in connection with the 
recent controversy which followed 
the appointment of Edmond Tur- 
cotte of Montreal, as Canadian 
Consul-General in Chicago. 

Mr. Doten, who has been in 
Ottawa for more than five years, 
has been special assistant to the 
Ambassador, Hon. Ray Atherton, 
who was not available for com¬ 
ment. It was Mr. Doten who was 
in charge of the preparation of 
the “dossier’’ on Mr. Turcotte 
which led to a protest being lodg¬ 
ed here against Mr. Turcotte's ap¬ 
pointment. 

Mr. Harrington said he did not 
know whether Mr. Doten’s recall 
had anything to do with the Tur¬ 
cotte "incident.” 

“Neither the Embassy nor Mr. 
Doten knows the definite reason,” 
said Mr. Harrington. 

Taken Off List 

Mr. Doten was called to Wash¬ 
ington after the controversy over 
Mr. Turcotte's appointment died 
down. Mr. Atherton also visited 
Wathington about the same time. 

It was learned that the telegram 
ordering Mr. Do ten's return had 
been received here Nov. 21 and 
that subsequently steps were 
taken to remove his name from 
the diplomatic list

WINDSOR, Nov. 27—(CP)— 
Glen Davis, 38, of Windsor, to¬ 
day pleaded guilty to armed rob- 
d, bery of a drug store here last 
* night In which he was shot in the 
right arm during a gunfight with 
police who surprised him during 
the hold-up. Magstrate Angus W. 
MacMillan remanded him eight 
days for sentence. 

Davis had appeared earlier in 
eourt and was remanded without 
plea. Returned to his call, Davis 
called a detective and said, “I've 
changed my mind. I want to plead 
guilty." 

Maximum sentence for armed 
robbery is life sentence. 

Police were probing a possible 
lick between last night's affray 
and the hold-up of a drugstore at 
nearby Riverside Tuesday night 
when the proprietor, Arthur 
Charlton, 32, was shot in the chest 
and 040 taken from the cash reg¬ 
ister. 

In hospital Charlton's condition 
lii was said worse last night and he 
required blood transfusions. 

Police said the description of 
the bandit who wounded Charl¬ 
ton tallied with that of Davis, who 
was winged in the right arm dur¬ 
ing a fusillade of shots from po¬ 
licemen outside the drugstore in 
downtown Windsor last night af¬ 
ter the hold-up man had barri¬ 
caded himself in the store's tele¬ 
phone booth. 

Fire Xt Shota 

The suspect opened fire from 
his hidden position as police 
broke in the front door. Police 
fired between 13 and 20 shots in 
return, one of them wounding 
Davis. 

Two alarms had brought about 
10 policemen and detectives to 
the scene. The first was turned 
in by one of the store owners, A. 
F. Wilkinson, who said he had 
m just left the premises when be 
saw a man pull a white mask over 
his face and enter the store. The 
second alarm was telephoned by 
14-yiar-old William Fox, a deliv¬ 
ery boy who lives above the 
drugstore.

LONDON, Nov. 27 — (AP). — 
French sources said their For¬ 
eign Minister Georges Bldault, 


would accept at to-day's meeting 
of the Big Four the Eastern 
frontiers of Germany as outlined 
at the Potsdam Conference. 

The Potsdam decision was an 
agreement that, “pending final 
determination of Poland's West¬ 
ern frontier," large slices of Eas¬ 
tern Germany should be placed 
“under the administration of the 
Polish State,” In effect, Ger¬ 
many’s Eastern frontier was mov¬ 
ed west to the Oder and Niesse 
Rivers. Parts of East Prussia were 
placed “under the administration” 
of Russia, including the fortress- 
port of Koenlgsberg. 

Such a position by France in 
support of Russia would be in 
opposition to views of State Se¬ 
cretary Marshall and Foreign Se¬ 
cretary Bevln, who have insisted 
that the transfer of German ter¬ 
ritory to Poland should await 
discussion and “confirmation” by 
an Allied peace conference. 

French Information said Bl- 
dault’s expected acceptance of the 
Eastern frontiers was a recogni¬ 
tion of the 'changes as accom¬ 
plished facts. Millions of per¬ 
sons already have been trans¬ 
ferred from affected areas and 
Poland is administering the an¬ 
nexed territory. 

The lines were drawn sharply 
yesterday when Foregin Minister 
Molotov accused the western 
powers of trying to Impose an 
“imperialistic” peace on Germany 
and with blocking German recov¬ 
ery while trying to convert the 
country into a base for “military 
adventures” in Europe. 

Russia, on the other hand, was 
struggling for a "democratic 
peace” for Germany. 

His speech was regarded in 
American and British quarters as 
part of a propaganda battle de¬ 
signed to build Russia up in the 
minds of the German people as a 
champion of “democracy," advo¬ 
cate of speedy recovery for Ger¬ 
many and a strong opponent of 
Molotov

To $10,000 Bank Holdup 


MONTREAL, Nov. 27— (CP).—Scribbling on the fly leaves 
of a book left behind by the bandit who robbed the Jean 
Talon Street branch of the Royal Bank Injected a love note 


Into the 210,000 holdup today. 


While police sought the man 
who shortly after closing time 
yesterday made off with 010,000 
in a paper bag after pretending 
he held a gun in his coat pocket, 
Sgt. Detectives R. Dubuc end J. 
Fortin reported finding the book 
in a brief case the bandit left In 
the bank. 

One note dealt with the writer’s 
wife, Lena, and it mentioned be 
would kill her.

The second note spoke of a 
friend, a Mrs. Jackie, whom the 
writer hoped to wed after he 
divorced Lena. The third was a 
petition to the Almighty asking 
forgiveness. 

One note was signed “Anthony" 
and another “Tony.” 

The bandit entered the bank in 
north-end Montreal a few minutes 
after three o’clock and handed 
Manager C. J. Mayo a note, mean¬ 
while holding his hand in his 
pocket as though he had a weapon. 
The note said the bearer was a 
sick man, had only three or four 
years to live, was in great need 
of 05,000. 

Then the bandit handed Mayo a 
brown paper bag and ordered him 
to “fill it up.” Mayo did so from 
a cash drawer. 


OTTAWA, Nov. 27 — (OP). — 
The sweRing ranks of immigrants 
from war-tom Europe finding a 
new future in Canada will soon 
be increased by 10.000 Dutch set¬ 
tlers who will take up farming 
from coast to coast and eventually 
acquire farms of their own. 

Announcement of plans for the 
movement from The Netherlands 
aboard two ships chartered by The 
Netherlands government was 
made jointly last night % Re¬ 
sources Minister Glen and Dr. A. 
S. Truinman. agricultural attache 
to The Netherlands Embassy. The 
first group will arrive at Halifax 
next March. 

The 10,000 wiU include Dutch 
farmers Sfd their families, but 
just how many of them actually 
are farmers was not known here. 
They will be placed on farms 
across Canada with fanners whose 
applications for their services 
have been approved and who will 
provide living accommodation. 
Charter Vessels 

The families will pay their own 
passage but will be brought to the 
Dominion on two vessels charter¬ 
ed by The Netherlands govern¬ 
ment. The sjtips will make about 
11 trips carrying approximately 
770 passengers each time and the 
first arrivals will be at Halifax in 
March with the remainder arriv¬ 
ing later at St. Lawrence River 
ports. 

Movement of immigrants to 
Canada from The Netherlands 
began last March and approxi¬ 
mately 3,000 Dutch farmers al¬ 
ready have arrived and now are 
working on Canadian farms. 

The 10,000 new Immigrants will 
be in addition to the 20,000 per¬ 
sons Canada has agreed to admit 
immediately from displaced per¬ 
sons camps in Europe. About 8.000 
of these are expected to reach 
Canada before the end of the year 
and will be engaged In various 
types of work. 


TORONTO. Nov. 27 — (CP)— 
Canadian-made products would 
command a ready market in the 
Union of South Africa where an 
apparently unlimited market for 
imported goods is only on the 
threshold of its development, R. 
C. Berklnshaw of Toronto, presi¬ 
dent of the Canadian Manufac¬ 
turers Association, today told the 
Empire Club. 

He spoke on his recent trip to 
Africa and Europe as a member 
of the Canadian Trade Mission 
headed by Trade Minister Mac¬ 
Kinnon and dealt especially with 
South Africa which he termed “a 
great and prosperous land.” 

“The high level of purchasing 
power possessed by the white 
population of South Africa offers 
an attractive and stable market 
for multitudinous types of con¬ 
sumer commodities, most of 
which now must be imported,” 
Mr. Berklnshaw said. 

‘The native population repre¬ 
sents another enormous market 
for Canadian factories if only the 
Canadian manufacturer will put 
his products In experienced hands 
and take the advice of South Af¬ 
rican agencies.

British Merchant Navy 
Mobilized In Dollar Drive 


Carefree Ex-Army Pilots 
End Round-World Flight 


LONDON, Nov. 27—(Reuters). 
—Britain has mobilized her mer¬ 
chant navy in the drive for dol¬ 
lars. 

The 30.000-ton liner Caronla, 
launched by Princess Elizabeth 
from a Clydeside shipyard Oct. 20, 
Is the latest potential dollar 
earner. She will take her turn 
on the North Atlantic run, but has 
been built on lines that make her 
equally useful as a luxury cruising 
ship. 

Now that there has been ■ sea¬ 
sonal falling off in the number of 
eastbound passengers on the 
North Atlantic route, liners can 
earn more dollars by turning to 
cruising from the United States. 
Americans taken in British ships 
from the northern winter to 
southern climates will play a big 
part in earning for Britain some 


of the dollars she needFso badly 
for economic recovery. 

Tht two "Queens" of the Cun- 
ard-White Star line — the Queen 
Elizabeth and the Queen Mary — 
have been great dollar earners for 
Britain. It is estimated that 
these two ships alone carry 200,- 
000 passengers across the Atlantic 
in the course of a year, at least 
half the passengers paying the 
£200 (0800) for the return trip 
in dollars. 

The Queen Elizabeth. ( the 
world's biggest liner, is at present 
withdrawn from service for an 
extensive overhaul, but she is ex¬ 
pected to be ready for the Atlan¬ 
tic trip again Dec. 10. 

Important launchings have fol¬ 
lowed in quick succession in re¬ 
cent weeks from British shipyards 
which are building more than half 
of the tonnage under construc¬ 
tion in the world at present \

all who knew him.” 

Mr. Sinclair combined “excep¬ 
tional culture and charm with a 
strong sense of public duty," said 
Mr. St. Laurent. "He gave a life¬ 
time of service to his city, his 
province and his country. 

"His time in the House of Com¬ 
mons was all to short. Within two 
years from his election to Psrlia- m , 
ment, he was stricken by a fatal * 
Illness.

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cium, his assertion that to toll children 
that there U a 8anta Claus U to deceive 
them grossly, and that children never 
forgive the deception; as a result of It 
they are likely to become neurotics, dis¬ 
appointed because the world Is not as 
charming In adult life as It was In child¬ 
hood. 

We have been thinking about this 
notion of Or. Chisholm's during the past 
year, from time to time, and we have 
come to the conclusion that It Is a piece 
of scientific purltanism. If you think 
that purltanism Is confined to religious 
belief only, we urge you to reconsider. 
Puritanism Is to be observed In politics 
and science as well as In religion, and 
Its usual form Is an attack on Imagina¬ 
tion. Anything which suggests the life 
of the imagination Is anathema to the 
puritan; the puritans of the eighteenth 
century did not allow books of fiction 
in their houses, because such books were 
lies; they hated plays, because plays 
were lies. The scientific puritans of our 
day cannot bear Santa Claus, because he 
Is a lie. The truth which may be wrap¬ 
ped In an Imaginative creation or a work 
of art evades the puritan mind. 

Some psychiatrists suffer from this 
scientific purltanism, and we have no 
doubt that they make their patients 
suffer equally. We are sorry that Dr. 
Chisholm, who Is so brilliant In so many 
respects, should succumb to this odd 
scientific-puritan prejudice against 
Santa Claus. For Santa Is a myth, and 
as every psychologist knows, myths are 
things of great power, and deeply In¬ 
fluential In our thinking. And because 
Santa Is a benevolent myth, symbolic of 
the love which most people feel for the 
Innocence and freshness of childhood, 
we hope that the scientific puritans will 
never succeed In taking him away from

How Time Flies 


WHAT 18 MANSLAUGHTER? 

Sir: May we ask a question? What con¬ 
stitutes a charge of manslaughter? Would 
th* recent death of a local Norwood High 
School atudent, who died a few hours after 
being struck by a car while riding home from 
school on his own side of the road in clear 
broad daylight.' 

The driver of this car as we all know, waa 
aquitted not on a charge of manslaughter, but 
on a charge of dangerous driving. 

A charge of dangerous driving does not 
usually apply where a life has been taken. 

Furthermore, it is not clear to the general 
public who or what is to blame for said ac- 
'cident: was it the driver of the oar, or was it 
the condition of the highway? which seems 
to have played a major part in the evidence 
given; at which point was level with a curv¬ 
ature of only slightly more than 0 degrees. 

Would this curvature cause the driver to 
croaa directly and hit a boy on a bicycle on 
the opposite side of the road causing his 
death; if so traffic should be detoured around 
this particular spot until our Department of 
Highways have Ume to straighten or repair 
this section as this is a much travelled high¬ 
way and many children use it daily to gel to 
and from school on their bicycles; and as we 
are led to believe that the condition of the 
highway waa to blame for this accident any 
person meeting a car at this point might very 
well expect the car or any vehicle to swing 
directly across the road and hit them. 

I am sure the public appreciates learning 
that this piece of road it dangerous and we 
feel that the Department of Highways la do¬ 
ing everything in their power to make road 
conditions sale for motorists, pedestrians and 
cycle travel; and we feel assured that they 
will erect a dangerous curve sign if at fault.

For several years past, there have been 
complaints about the service—people say 
they are not getting enough hot water.

These people seem 
to have the notion that the direct cur¬ 
rent to the heaters is cut off half the 
day. Some of them who have “boosters” 
are leaving them on all the time now. 
and are boosting their hydro-electric 
bills accordingly. Others have been 
forced to In; tall auxiliary water-heating 
apparatus. 


A Magistrate's Duty 

We publish several letters today which 
comment upon the acquittal of Claude 
Martin, who was charged with dangerous 
driving following an accident on High¬ 
way 7 In which Ronald Brown, a Nor¬ 
wood High School boy, was killed. Three 
of these letters are critical of the magis¬ 
trate, Mr. W. R. Phllp, K.C., who ac¬ 
quitted Martin. 

We pretend to no deep knowledge of 
the law, but we do not see what else 
Mr. Phllp could hatfe done, In the light 
of the evidence which was brought be¬ 
fore him. Very little evidence was 
given, and It seems remarkable that 
Thomas Starke, who was with Ronald 
Brown when the accident happened, was 
not called upon to testify. Dangerous 
driving was the charge made against 
Martin, and apparently It could not be 
proven. 

We sympathise with the concern of 
the Norwood readers who have written 
to us urging that justice be done. Never¬ 
theless we must remind them that a 
magistrate's duty Is to consider what¬ 
ever evidence Is presented to him, and 
to make his decision upon that alone. If 
there is a strong feeling In Norwood that 
all the evidence was not brought out In 
the trial, they should make their com¬ 
plaint to the Crown Attorney, whose 
duty It Is to act for the public In such 
matters, or appeal to the Attorney- 
General of Ontario who will. If he thinks 
Injustice has been done, take steps to 
re-open the case. 


HUMANStlFE CHEAPENED? 

Sir: Through your paper the undersigned 
would like to express the shock we received 
when reading in your paper the decision of 
Magistrate W. R. Philp, K.C., in acquitting 
the driver of the car, who was responsible for 
the death of Ronald Brown. 

As we think of those two boys coming from 
school, well on their own side of the road in 
single file. While a car driven by Claude 
Martin croesing from his own side of the 
road just missing our own boy only because 
he saw it coming in time to get out of the 
way and hitting Ronald which resulted in his 
death. 

Had that car developed any mechanical 
trouble that would have caused it to take the 
course it did; or road conditions bad, or any 
blame could be placed on the boys, I believe 
Magistrate Philp's decision would be iccept- 
ed without question. However, to dismiae 
such a case without penalizing the driver in 
any way, in our opinion cheapens the value 
placed on human life in the eyes of the law. 

If the Crown leaves this decision go with¬ 
out appeal it will leava the law open for oth¬ 
er driven to expect the same leniency.

A contract 1» a legal document and Is 
therefore to be respected. A public body 
like the Peterborough Utilities Commls- 
elon or the Hydro-Electric Power Com¬ 
mission of Ontario would not, we are 
sure, abrogate such a contract even 
though Clause 4 of the “Conditions” Is 
eurlously phrased when considered In 
relation to Clause 8. Clause 4 reads: 

“The Commission will use reasonable 
diligence in providing a regular and unin¬ 
terrupted Flat Rate Service but doe* not 
guarantee a constant Service and will not 
be liable for damages for failure to aupply 
auch Service and the User agrees to make 
no claim In respect thereto”. 

Wb have been assured by a Peterborough 
Utilities Commission official that, al¬ 
though the service has during recent 
years been cut off "when peaks seem to 
be developing". It Is cut only tor one 
hour a day (usually from 11 to 11 a.m.) 
and not on Sundays. That is strictly 
within the Contract.

Sir: As an interested citizen of Canada, 
who like* to sec fair play and justice, I would 
like to protest the acquittal of Mr. Claude 
Martin, a United Drug salesman of Toronto, 
on a charge of reckless driving arising from 
the fatal accident on Highway No. 7 east of 
Norwood, when a boy was killed. 

Two Norwood High School boys were

Sir: 1 write to protest most strongly against 
the acquittal of Claude Martin, United Drug 
salesman, driver of the car that was in col¬ 
lision with a bicycl* on No. 7 Highway just 
east of Norwood.

We have heard a lot lately about the new 
Highway Act and its severity, and in many 
cases, much less serious than this one, pun¬ 
ishment bss been meted out. But here a man 
kills a hoy. The evidence is clear and indis¬ 
putable. The magistrate, after considering 
the case for some uays lets the driver of this 
car go completely unpunished. 

Wnat will be the result of such gross mis¬ 
carriage of justice? Every day several boys 
and girls wheel along this piece of highway 
on their way to and from Norwood High 
school. Are parents to be under the constant 
dread that careless drivers can cut across 
the road and maim or kill their children 
without any fear from the law?

Human Jet Play 
Worked . 

In Rugby Game 

By ALAN HARVEY 

NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—(CP).— 
Out of football's dusty archives 
comes a tale of one of the grid¬ 
iron's strangest plays—a kind of 
Jet-propelled blocked kick by a 
halfback who went over, not 
through, the line of scrimmage. 
It happened In 1833 and the fellow 
who did It was a 148-pound back- 
fielder named Gil Lefebvre. Play¬ 
ing for Cincinnati Rada of the Na¬ 
tional Professional League, Le¬ 
febvre had heard football begin¬ 
ners wonder why teams didn't 
try to block kicks, particularly 
on the point after touchdown, by 
having one lineman stand on the 
•boulders of another. 

Acrobatics 

An expert acrobat, the Cincin¬ 
nati half decided to try a varia¬ 
tion of that theme. He hooked up 
with Let Kaywood, a 280-pound 
guard, and worked out a routine 
whereby Kaywood would stand 
with his back to the line, hands 
cupped lust below the waist. Le¬ 
febvre ran forward as the ball 
was snapped and sprang from 
Kaywood's hands Into the air In 
an attempt to knock down the 
kick. 

Human Projectile 

Well, the ‘‘human projectile" 
play worked In practice, so the 
pair tried it In a game, and pres¬ 
to—one blocked kick. The nexl 
time the Infuriated oppoeltlon de¬ 
signated a lineman to crash into 
Kaywood, an easy target with his 
back to the play. But the two 
worked out a wrinkle to offset 
that defence. Two players were 
assigned to guard Kaywood and 
leave him free to carry out his 
duties of launching Lefebvre. 
Results 

As the story If related by Wil¬ 
bur (N.Y. Sun) Wood, the pro¬ 
jectile play, probably discarded 
because of the need for split-sec¬ 
ond timing, worked three times 
during the season, one of the euc- 
cessful blocks making the differ¬ 
ence between a victory and a tie. 
On that basis. It's difficult to fig¬ 
ure why the play was dropped. 
Maybe the other teams started 
hiring the man on the flying 
trapeze to swing from the goal¬ 
posts and bat down any punts that 
came his way.

— Any 
storekeeper who has bay rum on 
his shelves may be convicted ol 
"keeping liquor for sale.” the On¬ 
tario Appeal Court agreed yes¬ 
terday in a unanimous judgment 
by Chief Justice Robertson. Mr 
Justice Laidlaw and Mr. Justice 
Roach. The confirmed earlier de¬ 
cisions by Magistrate S. T. Bige¬ 
low, and Judge Sam Fatcor. 

There seas ne "evil intent” by 
Pee-Kay Smallwares, Ltd., job¬ 
bers fined 11,000, in having avail¬ 
able for sala to re tellers a quan¬ 
tity of bay rum toilet water ma ,- 
ufactured under the direct super¬ 
vision of federal government of¬ 
ficials, the court agreed. They 
added, however, that it was not 
necessary to show for a convic¬ 
tion the "evil intent” of keeping 
bay rum tor sale as liquor. 

The base of bay rum is pure 
grain alcohol, which is denatured 
under the Inspection of federal 
officials by the addition of eight 
ounces of quassin to one gallon of 
alcohol. Perfumed oils then are 
added. The federal Excise Act 
provides that there shall be suffi¬ 
cient medication to prevent its use 
as an alcoholic beverage. The 
basis of the action against Pee- 
Kay Smallwares was that the de¬ 
gree of medication required by 
the Ontario Liquor Control Act is 
not limited to that provided by 
the Excise Act 

The question of whether On¬ 
tario had the authority to prevent 
In the province the sale of a pro¬ 
duct permitted- under the federal 
Excise Act was raised during the 
trial and appeal. The court decid¬ 
ed the province had the authority. 
Chief Justice Robertson said there 
•was no conflict” between the two 


acts. 

J. R. Cartwright and W. Proud- 
foot argued for the company lhat 
"the sufficiency or otherwise of 
the medication of this particular 
product should not be measured 
by what would prevent the ie- 
praved and perverted person Rom 
using it as an alcoholic drink.” 

The court Indicated agreement 
with this viewpoint Mr. Justice 
Laidlaw. who wrote the judgment, 
said: "It would appear thta there 
are some persons with such a de¬ 
praved mind and taste and so ad¬ 
dicted to alcohol that they will 
consume for beverage purposes 
almost any liquid concoction con¬ 
taining alcohol no matter how 
distasteful it may be or wbat 
' physical effects It may produce.”

Candidate List 

CHARLOTTETOWN, Nov. 27— 
(CP).—The largest number of 
candidates ever to seek seets in ■ 
Prince Edward Island general 
election today was expected to 
file nomination papers for the 
Dec. 11 test at the polls. 

A total of 74 candidates have 
been nominated ah party rallies 
during the last few weeks for the 
30 seats In the Legislature. The 
Liberals -and the Progressive 
Conservatives have each placed 30 
candidates in the running in the 
19 electoral districts, while the 
CCF hss put 14 men in seven dis¬ 
tricts. 

In the Island province's unique 
electoral system, two candidates 
are placed by each party In each 
riding, one to run as assembly- 
man, one as councillor. 

To cast a ballot for a councillor 
candidate a voter must either own 
$325 worth of property in that 
riding, be a clergyman, a First 
World War veteran or a veteran 
of the Second World War who 
served outside Canada. Thus it 
is theoretically possible for a 
voter, if he has property in all 
constituencies, to vote 30 times. 


Christmas Cake 
Ingredients 
Not Too Scarce 

Canadians may be talking 
about “austerity," but the neces¬ 
sary Ingredients for a good old- 
fashioned Christmas pudding, 
mince pie, or cake should all be 
In the shops this year. 

Traditional rite of everyone 
stirring the Christmas pudding 
will probably be observed aa tha 
family gathers around the mixing 
bowl to watch the first phase of 
thia culinary delight. This la al¬ 
ways the year’s cooking high¬ 
light. 

Housewives should be able to 
find peel, cherries, currants, rai¬ 
sins (seeded or seedless), spices, 
flavoring, and nuts—if not plen¬ 
tiful, at least in adequate supply. 
Flour, butter, cream, and eggs 
should not present any problem. 

Check on some of the larger 
local grocers showed some degree 
of difference In the various stocks 
on hand, and a generally unani¬ 
mous opinion that the early

complete list of Christmas ed¬ 
ibles. 

Two grocers said they were 
short of shelled almonds, and one 
said he had little chance of re¬ 
placing his cinnamon supply if a 
rush came. 

Standbys — raisins, currants, 
peel and cherries — were des¬ 
cribed as “scarce, but there should 
be enough to go around.’’ Citron 
caps were more difficult to pro¬ 
cure. 

Generally speaking, It should 
be a good Christmas for those 
who reverse matters, and live to 
eat.'

Find Male Of Species Not Always Essential 


BERKELEY, Calif., Nov. 27 — 
(AP).—More scientific evidence 
that the male of the specie* is not 
essential tor reproduction was re¬ 
ported today by a University of 
California retea rebar. 

Dr. Matilda. Brooks, biologist, 
disclosed she had fertilized the 
eggs of starfish, set urchins and 
other marine animal* by putttag 
them Into solutions of dye and set 
water. The dyes used were in¬ 
digo, s materiel often used In col¬ 
oring fabric*, and mathylan* blue, 
a chemical used to stain cells so 
that they can be seen under a 
microscope. 

Fertilization resulted because 
the dye* had electro-chemical 


properties similar to thorn at 
sperm, or male sex cells, Dr. 
Brooks said. The electrts-chcmi- 
cal reaction In the egg was tha 
same as If U had been caused by 
the male sex cell. The scien¬ 
tists call this process oxidation- 
reduction. 

Other scientists previously havs 
reported artificial fertilization by 
various means.

Industries Face Hard Task 


MONTREAL, Nov. 27 — (CP). 
—The executive council of the 
Caned isn Manufacturers' Asso¬ 
ciation said in a statement releas¬ 
ed last night that many industries 
will (see a difficult task in find¬ 
ing new and adequate sources of 
supply quickly enough to main¬ 
tain in operation without inter¬ 
ruption owing to recent Import 
restrictions Imposed by the gov¬ 
ernment. 

The statement, released follow¬ 
ing a closed meeting of the Asso¬ 
ciation’s executive council, said 
the full effect of government 
pt ohlbltlons and quotas on manu¬ 
facturing Industry in Canada 
cannot yet be assessed in full. 

It adds in brief: 

It is too soon to assess the ef¬ 
fectiveness of the reduction in 
the United. States tariffs, which 
are presumably designed to in¬ 
crease the flow of Imports into 


that country. It still remains, to 
be seen whether the United States 
esn adapt Its thinking to the point 
of accepting a substantial amount 
of competition from foreign 
manufactured goods. 

The Association heartily sub¬ 
scribes to the government's re¬ 
quest for co-operation in a drive 
to make more goods available 
from Canadian production, but 
feels that steps should be taken 
carefully with full regard to our 
recent dependence on other na¬ 
tion* for much of the material 
and equipment which we need 
and cannot get readily from Can¬ 
adian sources. 

Temporary restrictions should 
be discarded quickly, as Cana¬ 
dian sources of supply are dis¬ 
covered and utilized. In the 
meantime they must be faced 
again.

— The Government's con¬ 
ception of the future South Africa 
is ■ united nation, not a divided 
collection of froupa with one sec¬ 
tion dominating the rest. ( 

Prime Minister Smuts believes 
that South Africa to-day haa a 
great opportunity tor industrial 
and agricultural development and 
should grasp It with both hands. 

But this development la already 
bringing with it the need for a 
new approach to the native pro¬ 
blem, and South Africana say the 
time has come to plan the estab¬ 
lishment of parallel native towns 
and villages next to centres of 
Industry. 

Discussing the United Party’s 
policy at a meeting here, Smuu 
said that South Africa can only 
achieve the Industrial develop¬ 
ment for which she hopes by 
making the fullest use of all her 
manpower. The native would 
have to be integrated Into the 
country's Industrial system as 
this was the only way to move 
forward with speed and effi¬ 
ciency. 

To-day there Is an Immense 
flocking of natives to Industrial 
centres throughout the country. 
South Africans say It la not pos¬ 
sible to settle the native question 
by having reserves and making 
natives only temporary sojourn¬ 
ers In towns. The native reserves 
are overflowing and South Afri¬ 
cans have decided It Is necessary 
to establish parallel towns and 
villages adjoining the centres of 
Industry, a policy of segregation. 
Proper Mousing. 


aiders that the time haa come 
when native policy has not only 
to provide formative reserves but 
also to see that the natives, as 
they flock to the Industries which 
need them badly, are housed un¬ 
der proper conditions and apart 
from the European population. 

The people who are calling for 
equal rights for the natives were 
“crying for the moon,’’ but South 
African public opinion was 
against It. With the exception of 
a few individuals, he believed, 
the natives did not want it either. 
The vast majority were satisfied 
that the white man should be 
leader; but they did ask for or¬ 
dinary justice and fair play. 

The people of mixed white and 
negro blood ware a different pro¬ 
blem. They were an appendage 
of the European people and a 
helping hand would have to be 
extended to them In special mea¬ 
sure. 

“They are getting a very great 
measure of education, but edu¬ 
cation Is dynamite," he said. “One 
cannot train people and then 
leave It there and let them seal- 
low in their own misery. 

“A apodal effort will have to 
be made to help colored people, 
who also do not dispute European 
leadership. They, too, ask only 
for their small fair share. They 
should be given their economic 
opportunity and all the social 
amenities that are their due. 

“The colored people do not 
want to mix with the Europeans. 
They want to live. In their own 
groupings, and they should be 
allowed to do so.”

HELSINKI, Nov. 27—(AP)— 
The Finnish government began 
new conferences with a commit¬ 
tee of civil servants today In an 
effort to break a strike for higher 
pay which had stopped trains, 
closed schools, grounded planes, 
tied up ships add severed almost 
every connection between Finland 
and outside world. 

Forty thousand civil officials In 
every branch of government ser¬ 
vice except police and defence, 
Joined the work stoppage, which 
began at midnight despite a 
stem warning broadcast by Prime 
Minister Mauno Pekkala, who said 
the strikers were risking loss of 
their jobs. 

Informed circles said today they 
expected the government to stick 
to this tough stand and many ex¬ 
pected that thousands of officials 
would be discharged as a result 
of the strike.

Peterborough’s Increase In assessment this year wai 
82,146,118 as compared with more than $6,000,000 ln Kitchener 
The assessment department made a general, moderate In¬ 
crease ln Peterborough's assessment spreading It falrlj 
equably over the entire property of the city. From all ac¬ 
counts both Kitchener ando 


London deliberately advanced 
down town assessments, ln ac¬ 
cordance with the trend of 
sale values, and made them 
stick. Here In Peterborough, and 
generally throughout the coun¬ 
try, real estate values have swol¬ 
len far out of line with their list¬ 
ing in the assessment rolls. That 
Increment applies to the whole 
community, but budges promin¬ 
ently in desirable commercial 
■real of toe cities of this coun¬ 
try. 

Kitchener gave Vie assessment 
of Us business district a thorough 
examination, jacked it up by 85,- 
000,000, and after a sheaf of pro¬ 
tests the Court of Revision were 
heard, lopped off only 8164,- 
970 despite a fairly general ap¬ 
peal by the leading business pro¬ 
perty owners.” 

Comparison of the Kitchener

LETHBRIDGE, Nov. 27.—(CP)

OTTAWA, Nov. 27 — (CP). — 
Reduction of the pension of 
Henry Page, First Great War ve¬ 
teran, who fatally shot Dr. M. R. 
Bowie, Veterans Department me¬ 
dical officer, in his office here on 
Tuesday waa made only partly 
on the basis of Dr. Bowie's ex¬ 
amination, a DVA statement said 
last night. 

Dr. Bowia, whose funersi was 
held to-day, was killed Instantly 
whan the Vancouver veteran shot 
him without warning and then 
committed suicide by turning the 
gun on himself, apparently be¬ 
cause he had been brooding over 
e reduction from 60 to 40 per cent 
In his disability pension. 

The statement. Issued by Tames 
L. Melville, chairman of the Ca¬ 
nadian Pensions Commission, re¬ 


ferred to Dr. Bowie aa "an out¬ 
standing, fine public servant" and 
stressed that Page's pension was 
reducad on the strength of exa¬ 
minations made while he was a 
patient at Shaughncsay Hospital, 
Vancouver, last summer, as well 
as on the condition shown to exist 
through X-rays made In Ottawa 
and through Dr. Bowie's examin¬ 
ation. 

It added that ra-examination 
of Flrat Ureal War pensioners In 
most cases either confirmed or 
Increased the amount of dis¬ 
ability. 

Chances In Status 

‘‘During October, 399 re-exatn- 
lnatlons of First Great War pen¬ 
sioners were made throughout the 
Dominion and reports submitted 
to the commission at Ottawa,” 
the statement said. "These result¬ 
ed in 215 awards being continued 
at the same rate; in 171 cases the 
awards were increased, and In 13 
cases the awards ware reduced by 
a slight degree, as there was an 
appreciable Improvement in the 
pensionable condition." 

In all likelihood, It added, 
Page's peslon would have remain¬ 
ed permanently at 60 per cent had 
he had not applied for treatment 
In Vancouver last summer. 

The statement reviewed the 
various reporta which had been 
made on Page's ondltion and 
added: 

"All these reports and special¬ 
ists’ opinions were reviewed by 
the medical advisory staff at the 
bead office of the commission. 
They indicated an improvement. 
The commission, on review and 
In confirmance with the provisions 
of the Pensions Act, reduced the 
award In accordance with the de¬ 
gree of disability namely, to 40 
per cent. Notification In this re¬ 
gard was sent to Mr. Page. 

"The action of the commission 
In no way was prejudicial to Mr. 
Page's rights under the Pension 
Act. if at any time he required 
treatment for his pensionable con. 
dltlon, such was available to him, 
and If at any time he suffered 
from a woreinlng of his condition, 
It was only necessary for him to

Monteith Penal Experiment 
May Produce Reforrtis

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MONTEITH, Ont., Nov. 27 — 
(CP).—A unique experiment in 
penology is taking shape at Mon¬ 
teith jail farm, Ontario’s newest 
penal institution in the heart of 
Northern Ontario's timber and 
mining country. 

Experts believe the experiment 
here may lead to the reform of 
every penal institution in Ontario. 
Based on the philosophy that no 
man is entirely bad, it is fohnded 
on the theory that with just and 
humane treatment all but the 
most hardened criminals can be 
returned to society aa useful, hon¬ 
est citizens. 

Here are some of the features 
here which make the jail unique: 

1. Guards are unarmed. In fact, 
there is not a firearm on the pre¬ 
mises. There are no billies for 
the use of guards. 

2. There is no fence around the 

Jell. 

8. Many prisoners wander about 
the grounds virtually at will. Un¬ 
escorted and free to escape any 
time he pleases, one prisoner runs 
a tractor hall-a-mile from the 
nearest guard. Jail trucks manned 
by prisoners run up and down the 
road without a guard accompany¬ 
ing them.

A Little Unusual 

“I’ll admit things seem a little 
unusual here,’’ said Superinten¬ 
dent D. R. Whyte, a former ser¬ 
geant of guards at Hurwash Re¬ 
formatory near Sudbury, who in¬ 
augurated the present system. 

“We have already established 
at least one record in Canadian 
penal history. Not one man has 
been chared or penalized for any 
reason during the period the jail 
has been operating.” 

The jail, 40 miles from Timmins, 
opened last May. 

“Repeaters in crime are often 
bred right in our jails," said Mr. 
Whyte. “When a man gets harsh 
and inhuman treatment when in 
confinement, he is prone to turn 
against the entire world. He 
winds up in trouble again in short 
order." 

Sunlight floods through big 
windows at the jail, walls are a 
cheerful light green and floors are 
highly polished. Prisoners work a 
standard eight-hour day. There 
are radio loudspeakers in each 
dormitory and these stay on until 
10 p.m. However, on hockey 
nights, the radio remains on until 
the game is over.

Trained to the finest of physi¬ 
cal condition and their minds 
conditioned to their work, ten¬ 
sion mounted as the Iruineea 
strapped on their parachutes for 
the Jumps that climaxed days of 
work from the 256-foot steel Jump 
tower and the "mock-up” tower, 
closer to the ground, but which 
they say presented the greatest 
mental hazard.

As the trainees entered the 
plane for their first actual jump 
each attempted to appear uncon¬ 
cerned, but yawns and laughs off 
pitch betrayed their nervousness.

Boil until all berries 
burst—about 10 minutes. Pour 
into sieve, and force as mush on 
the pulp through as you can. 
Add the sugar, reheat, stirring for 
about 5 minutes. Pour Into mould 
or moulds to chill. If this la 
poured Into individual moulds it 
must ha very well covered to 
prevent shrinking If it la to be 
stored for any lengtb of time. I 
mould ours In a tall straight 18- 
oz. glass I have. When I want to 
terve It I unmould It, cut this 
cylinder of Jelly In halves langth- 
wise, then I cut the helves into 
5 or 6 little halt moons.

Nothing could be done about 
the export of power to the United 
States as the power was supplied 
to Niagara Falls, N.Y.. under a 
long term contract which does not 
expire until 1950 Aid. Grant 
Donald of Niagara Falls laid that 
If it were not for the export of 
power, Niagara Falls, Ont. “would 
not have to be blacked out while 
street* In Niagara Falla, N.Y., are 
ablaze with light."' 

Meantime. Brantford asked the 
Ontario Hydro Commission - * ap¬ 
proval of a scheme to make power 
at the Brantford waterworks to 
light store windows Christmas 
week. 

Other suggestions advanced 
earlier In Brantford were that 
one-half of Brantford’s downtown 
light* be turned off and the pow¬ 
er allocated to display window 
lighting or that one-halt of nor¬ 
mal window lighting be allowed 
until 10 pm.

Uranium Policy 
Under Attack 

OTTAWA. Nov. 27 — (CP) — 
Recent reports of discoveries by 
private interests of uranium- 
bearing ore In the northweet ter¬ 
ritories have been followed. It la 
learned here, by criticism on the 
pert of certain mining interests of 
government policy In dealing with 
ui^nium. 

All the uranium now being used 
In the atomic energy production 
In Canada comes from the Great 
Bear Lake deposits of pitchblend 
owned by the government’s El¬ 
dorado company. It is controlled 
by the Atomic Energy Control 
Board which administers the cab¬ 
inet's policy that any uranium 
discovered by private interests 
must be reported to the Board 
which will decide what la to be 
done with it. 

The complaint of the mining 
interest, It is learned, is that they 
have no assurance that if they 
find substantial deposits they will 
be allowed what they consider 
adequate compensation. They as¬ 
sert they have not been able to 
learn what they might expect.

Rescue Ships 
Reach 

Small Tanker 

Towline Attached 
As Boiler Trouble 
Leaves Boat Helpless 


KINGSVILLE, Ont., Nov 28— 
(CP)—Juft on* hour before her 
" engines would have stopped 
through boiler trouble and fuel 
shortage leaving her helpless in a 
gale of wind and rough seas, the 
small Canadian tanker Bruce 
Hudson with a crew of 15 men 
was taken In tow early today east 
of Point Pelee In Lake Erie. 

Hours after her first distress 
calls crackled through the storm 
the disabled vessel was located 
by the freighter Imperial Midland 
and the American tanker Rocket, 
which had scoured the heavy seas 
with their searchlights in the 
darkness. The rescue tug Atomic 
from Amherstburg was also at 
the scene. 

It was after midnight when 
word came that the rescue vessels 
had succeeded in placing a tow- 
line aboard the stricken tanker, 
/■ then believed to be In dangerous 
Kf proximity to the shoals of the 
Canadian shoreline. 

The Hudson, which sent out re¬ 
peated messages during the eve¬ 
ning, had reported she was unable 
to make port without assistance. 
En route from Port Stanley to To¬ 
ledo she first called for aid when 
40 miles east of Detroit and sub¬ 
sequently she was driven miles 
eastward in the bllxzard. 

Heard la U S. 

Her distress signals were first 
heard by an American Coast 
Guard station near Chicago and 
subsequently other U.S. stations, 
Canadian department of transport 
receivers and amateur wireless : 
operators were tuned in on her : 
calls for aid. 

The Imperial Midland and the 
Rocket were the nearest vessels 
and they changed course to search 
for the Hudson. Which of these 
m vessels had accomplished the dif¬ 
ficult feat of attaching a towline 
—the Hudson herself had no 
towline — was not immediately 
learned. Once she had been se¬ 
cured however, it was expected 
the Hudson would be turned over 
to the tug Atomic's tow.

66 French Policemen 
Reported 'Purged', 
May Call Up Strikers 


PARIS, Nov. 28—(CP)—The 
French government today called 
an additional 80,000 conscript 
troops to the colors to help meet 
the emergency caused by a wave 
of strikers which slowly are 
strangling the country's economic 
life and informed quarters said 
the cabinet is considering mobi¬ 
lization of striking railway work¬ 
ers, dockers, miners and mill 
workers. 

The cabinet call-up decision, 
reached in a session of more than 
four hours, brought to 15 divi¬ 
sions the total of military forces 
called up within a week to deal 
with the threat of civil strife aris¬ 
ing from Communist-supported 
strikes involving 2,000,000 per¬ 
sons. 

The decision followed an an¬ 
nouncement that 96 police com¬ 
missioners, each in charge of a 
district, were dismissed by the 
government. There was no offi¬ 
cial explanation. The Communist 
newspaper. L'Humanite, called It 
a “purge.” 

Premier Robert Schuman’s new 
cabinet announced that the sec¬ 
ond half of the 1946 class of con¬ 
scripts was being called into uni¬ 
form. Half the class of 47 waa 
called up last week. 

The ministry of war refused to 
confirm a report that French 
troops on duty in occupied Ger¬ 
many were being brought baric to 
Paris to reinforce local forces. 

Mobilization of the railway 
men, dockers, miners and mill 
workers would mean the men 
thus called up for service would 
be under military law and liable 
to immediate proceedings against 
them if they refused to work. 
Special legislation would be ne¬ 
cessary for such a measure. 

Schuman is known to be afraid 
of letting the Communists gain 
control of the French police. 

Armed with a fresh vote of con¬ 
fidence, he met with his new cab¬ 
inet under the chairmanship of 
President Vince Auriol to consider 
means of fulfilling the promise he 
made to the chamber of deputies 
early this morning that "proofs of 
the government's energy’ in com¬ 
batting the ominous wave of 
strikes would be displayed before 
the day is ended. 

Narrow Victory 

His government, less than a 
week old, won a narrow victory 
in the chamber at 4.15 a.m., the 
final count showing 322 for him 
and 186 against, with 83 absten¬ 
tions. His own party, Mouvement 
Republican! Populaire, and the 
Socialists backed him, the Com¬ 
munists voted against him and 
Rightists abstained. 

Informed sources said the cab¬ 
inet would work on a plan by 
Schuman calling for some regula¬ 
tion of the right to strike, includ¬ 
ing secret votes by workers before 
issuance of a strike call.

At Kirkintilloch, Dumbar¬ 
ton (population 18.281), 4,018 ab¬ 
stainers staved off 2,106 others 
who had plumped for repeal— 
after 27 years. 

Then at Kilsyth. Stirling (popu¬ 
lation 10.364), 3,133 of them ob¬ 
tained an evan bigger majority 
over 1.833 "wets" after which they 
celebrated with tea and buns. 

Look how the battle went in 
Kirkintilloch, where 73 2 eg the 


electorate splashed to the polls in 
a driving rain; 

Eight hundred voted within the 
first hour. Leaders of the "dry” 
campaign were outside every 
booth taking names is people en¬ 
tered and dashing back and forth 
to headquarters for checking. 

The "wets" were scared at the 
early success of their opposites 
and rushed 20 automobiles on to 
the road.

Home Ablaze 
When First 
Alarm Given 

Johnston Fair, 87 
Reuben Todd 
Identified As Victims 


MILLBROOK, Nov. 28—(Spe¬ 
cial).—Johnston Fair, 87, and 
Reuben Todd, 56, died early this 
morning when fire levelled tha 
one-storey frame cottage at tha 
southern edge of Millbrook vil¬ 
lage. 

Mr. Todd, a bachelor of no fixed 
abode was spending the night 
with Mr. Fair, who waa hla asso¬ 
ciate. He had been residing at 
various places since hla mother 
died a few years ago. The bodies 
toere recovered and identified thla 
morning, and no Inquest will be 
held.

The fire was first naticed kt 
5:15 a.m. by Walter Challlce, who 
lives across the creek from the 
Fair dwelling. Ha immediately 
phoned the operator, Miaa Mary 
Baldwin, who sounded the village 
alarm, and called members of the 
Volunteer Fire Brigade. When 
the fire truck reached the scene, 
the cottage was an inferno of 
smoke and flames. 

Water was pumped from the 
creek but it was impossible to 
save any part of the old building.

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Charges Against 
5 Hunters 
Are Withdrawn | 

Robert Graham 74 Olenmorrls 
Street, Galt, wn found guilty on 
a charge under the Game and 
Fisheries Act. when he appeared 
before Maglsv-at* W, R. Phtlp. 
KC, In the police court today, and 
fined flu and S2.50 costs 

The accused was a member of 
a party of ala, all of whom were 
charged with carrying firearms 
on a Sunday in a place where' 
game were known to be. All six 
pleaded guilty: 

Evidence was given by Game 
Warden Vernon Windsor that on 
Sunday, November 18. at about 
10.30 a.m. be was driving on 
Highway 28 In the township of 
Burleigh, when a deer ran out 
from the side of the road a few 
feet in front of his car. The deer 
fell to the ground and before 
Windsor coull pull up the car 
struck the deer. Upon the deer 
getting to Its feet It was seen that 
it had been wounded and blood 
was streaming from a wound in 
the thigh. 

“The deer ran into the bushes 
and in a minute or two a dog 
came out from the bush where 
the deer had fVst come on to the 
road and followed the tracks 
made by the deer. Game Warden 
McCulloch who was with Wind¬ 
sor chased the dog away. 

He said, there was a little snow 
on the ground at the time and 
both he and McCulloch back 
tracked the deer and came to a 
field whu-e they found six men 
all carrying rifles. One of the 
men whom it was learned was 
the : ccused said that he had shot 
at a deer and thought he had 
wounded it. Witness said that he 
spoke to the six men and asked 
them if they did not know that it 
was illegal to carry firearms on a 
Sunday. The rifles were confis¬ 
cated by McCulloch and a receipt 
given for them. 

When called to the witness box 

accused said that he had not fired 
a shot that mbrning nor had any 
Of the party and denied having 
spoken to the Came Warden In 
respect of shooting at a deer. He 
said that he had heard several 
shots that morning and the deer 
could have been wounded by 
some other hunter. 

John Brethour, a member of 
the party also testified that none 
of them had fired any shots on 
Sunday morning. 

Upon the evidence of the two 
Game Overseers Magistrate W. 
R. Philp found the accused guilty 
er.d he was fined 820 and $2 50 
costs. The charges against the 
other five men were withdrawn 
The five were Bruce Ddngman, 
21 Aylmer Street, Peterborough;

Journal called up for military 
service some groups of 20-yaar- 
olda hitherto exempt. Another 
decree gave the force of law to a 
government decision to have all 
workers in private industry paid 
a 1,500-franc (312) cost-of-living 
bonus every month. Strike lead¬ 
ers already have said this does 
not meet their demands for high¬ 
er pay. 

The number of strikers was es¬ 
timated today at 2,000,000. The 
central council of the Public Ser¬ 
vice Unions appeared headed for 
a split after four Communist-con- 
trolled unions were defeated In a 
motion to call a general strike of 
government workers. They were 
voted down by six other govern¬ 
ment workers' unions. The po¬ 
licemen's union abstained on the 
ground it was forbidden to strike 
anyway. 

Schuman’s first effort to settle 
the strike crisij fell flat when 20 
striking unions affiliated with 
the Communist-dominated gen¬ 
ual confederation of labor re¬ 
jected a cost-of-living wage in¬ 
crease proposed by the govern¬ 
ment. 

Of the remaining 19 non-strlk- 
lng industry-wide union affiliat¬ 
ed with the confederation, the 
civil service workers authorized 
their leaders to call a general 
strike tomorrow. Others still were 
voting whether to accept the gov¬ 
ernment's proposals or *oln the 
strike. • 

Schuman’s cabinet had propos¬ 
ed that a cost-of-living differen¬ 
tial of 1.500 francs (about $12) a 
month be added lo every work¬ 
man'! salary and that subsidies 
for large families be increased.

J Mosley Speech 
Provokes Fight 

LONDON, Nov. 28.—(AP). — 
Three persons were summoned to 
appear in court today a* the re¬ 
sult of fighting which broke out 
In London's east end last night 
when Sir Oswald Mosley, pre-war 
Fascist leader, held a Jew-balting 
rally In the Bethnal Green dis¬ 
trict, where many Jews live. 

Police were called to disperse 
demonstrators who flocked in 
from all directions as soon as Mos¬ 
ley began to apeak. 

Firemen with hoses stood ready 
to quell a riot as the milling 
crowd engaged in fist fights over 
an area of half a dozen blocks. 

As Mosley spoke, a sound truck 
circled tbe school and a voice 
from the loudspeaker shouted “we 
don’t want Mosley in Britain." 

Mosley told his audience, many 
of them women, that Jews enjoy 
special privileges in London. He 
asserted that “gangs of Jews” 
were permitted to drive about 
London in cars with the object of 
breaking up meetings of their po¬ 
litical opponents. 

After tbe speech he sped sway 
in a car. 

The three demonstrators arrest¬ 
ed were charged with using in¬ 
sulting words and one of them 
was accused of assaulting a po¬ 
liceman.

Walter Howell 
Talks ToYs Men 

Civil, criminal and administra¬ 
tive lew were discussed Thursdsy 
night by Walter H. Howell, lo¬ 
cal barrister, in en address “Lew 
Today” at tbe Y’s Men’s weekly 
dinner-meeting in the YMCA. 

Criminal law Is made up of the 
criminal code passed by Domin¬ 
ion Parliament, be said. It de¬ 
fines and classiliea crimes, provid¬ 
ing for punishment which may 
consist ol death. Imprisonment, or 
fine. Murder, manslaughter, trea¬ 
son, rape were cited as examples 
of crimes that could only be tried 
in a provincial Supreme court. 

Civil law governs the relations 
between private Individual# with 
regard to contracts, he said. He 
mentioned specifically, wills, es¬ 
tates, conveyances of land and the 
vast amount of litigation that 
arises from claims and counter- 
claiams in this field. 

Administrative law, he said, 
was the rules and regulations 
made by administrative boards 
such as Workman's Compensation. 
W.P.T.B., and Ontario Milk Con¬ 
trol Board. 

He said that the courts were es¬ 
tablished and maintained by the 
Provincial governments but judg¬ 
es appointed and paid by Domin¬ 
ion government. Enumeration of 
the various courts, their func¬ 
tions and powers was then given. 

Highlight of the evening was 
the question period that followed; 
many members, it would appear, 
had been saving a pet legal prob¬ 
lem for some time.

Warns Spruce 
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having forests back will change 
this. 

Prevent Erosion 

"Few people too realize that 
forests prevent erosion. Forests 
are the habitat of fish and game. 
If forests are removed then we 
have spring freshets, and when 
the tree cover is gone the streams 
become much warmer and spawn¬ 
ing grounds are spoiled. 

“Today we see farmers flocking 
to the cities snd neglecting tbe 
land. 

“In the forest war to the death 
is constant. It Is a case of sur¬ 
vival of the fittest. Each tree is 
fighting for sunshine, minerals 
and moisture in the ground. 
Among the thousands of saplings 
there is a ceaseless struggle. True, 
the process is slow; nature Is 
never in a hurry. 

“In this part of Southern On¬ 
tario, you have better growing 
oonditions than in Sweden, but 
we are not producing anything 
near their output. They keep on 
planting regularly. 

Too Wasteful , 

“Some say a tree must be 
planted for every one cut. That is 
stupid. Actually one has to plant 
four or five. They must be plant¬ 
ed close together so the branches 
wlU touch, and the lowcc limbs 
will droq off, allowing those that 
survive to grow Straight and tall. 
In Ontario there are 118,000 
woodlots, 1,800,000 acres under 
woods. 

“We have been wasteful in the 
way wo have cut. We cut what wo 
wanted and burned the rest 
Moreover we have used soil that 
waa no good for agriculture. The 
Ganaraska la proof of what fool¬ 
ish and wasteful cutting has done. 

“Hemlock bark Is valuable. 
There is a ccrd of bark in every 
ten cords of hemlock cutting, but 
the hemlock forests now repre¬ 
sent a negligible stand to what 
they should be. Settlers did a lot 
of harm In wasteful cutting and 
burning. 

"Removing the forests allowed 
the soli tq be washed down our 
streams. Many don’t worry about 
muddy streams, but on the con¬ 
trary, we should declare day of 
national mourning. Muddy water 
means valuable soil is being 
washed away. It took centuries to 
produce that eight or ten Inches 
of valuable topsoil. Now all this 
good soli and humous Is disap¬ 
pearing Into the streams. We must 
do something about It Even the 
spawning beds of the lake trout 
are being silted up. One cubic foot 
of soil weighs double what it did 
years ago. 

Different Picture 
•In Crown lands there is a dif¬ 
ferent picture. A total of 110.000.- 
000 acres of good forests in this 
province. Only one half of one 
per cent of this Is being used. The 
balance of the trees are allowed 
to rot and die." 

Switching to a new theme, the

speaker said, "We need a vast 

network of good road* through 
our forests. These roads could be 
paid for from the material cut In 
the woods. 

“For far too long, the Federal 
Government have felt that the 
fr.esta belong to tbe Provinces. 
In Saskatchewan the Federal 
Government Is taking an Interest 
in restoring the trees. 

“In the Crown area we ere cut¬ 
ting too much spruce. Spruce 
will go the same way as the white 
pine has gone. 

Farm Reforestation 

"Farmers too should undertake 
a reforestation program to pro¬ 
vide woodlots, I warn you against 
a rush by the individual. It is 
not a swift process. It takes more 
than enthusiasm and trees to Q|t 
a forest. In years to coma the en¬ 
thusiasm of the private planter 
may be lost. They must be 
planted by organized agriculture. 
Conifer forests must be planted 
on the glacial areas and denuded 
areas. 

“A tree should be cut as soon 
as it reaches maturity,” he said. 

Touching On the subject of for¬ 
est pests, Major-General Ken¬ 
nedy said porcupines are doing a 
lot of damage, but cattle and hu¬ 
mans ara almost as bad. "Tbe 
balsam Is being attacked by a 
caterpillar, and tbe white pine 
weevil is also bad. Red pine 
however is attacked by fewer 
pests and is better for planting. 

“The birch borer is killing all 
birch In New Brunewlck. Tbe 
Dutch elm disease is killing the 
elms, and there la no remedy as 
yet. Soon this may reach On¬ 
tario.” 

Eyes Opened 

In concluding the speaker said 
the eyes of Canadians are being 
opened on this vital subject ana 
tne newspapers of Canada were 
doing a tine job In enlightening 
the people on the Importance ol 
the subject. 

A vote of thanks to the speaker 
was moved by Laurence Bateman 
who handed the president a gift, 
requesting that he would present 
it to Major-General Kennedy for 
his very fine address. The gift 
was a travel-Alarm clock. 

Hon. Harold Scott, Minister of 
Lands and Forests, spoke briefly 
lauding tne speaker, for hla re¬ 
port on the Royal Commission re¬ 
garding soil erosion and reforest¬ 
ation.

Say Policemen Right 
To Shoot Windsor Dog 

WINDSOR, Nov. 28.—(CP). — 
The case of Butch, the brown- 
spotted mongrel collie who was 
shot dead when he snapped at 
Police Sgt. Arthur Irwin Oct. 28. 
was officially closed today. 

The Windsor police commis¬ 
sion was unanimous in exoner¬ 
ating Sgt. Irwin In connection 
with the Incident which set off a 
storm of pro and con public opin¬ 
ion In Windsor. 

Previously, on hearing evi¬ 
dence, Mayor Arthur J. Resume 
and other members of the police 
commission had agreed there was 
no reason to shoot the dog. But 
after hearing several couple* tes¬ 
tify that the dog was a nuisance 
and that he made a habit of run¬ 
ning out at people passing In the 
street, the commission deckled 
Sgt. Irwin might have been do¬ 
ing tbe right thing.

Soviet Requests

Prevent Erosion 

“Few people too realize that 
forests prevent erosion. Forests 
are the habitat of fish and game. 
If forests are removed then we 
have spring freshets, and when 
the tree cover is gone the streams 
become much warmer and spawn- 
uing grounds are spoiled. 

“Today we see farmers flocking 
to the cities end neglecting the 
land. 

“In the forest war to the death 
is constant. It Is a case of sur¬ 
vival of the fittest. Each tree la 
fighting for sunshine, minerals 
and moisture in the ground. 
Among the thousands of saplings 
there is a ceaseless struggle. True, 
the process is slow; nature la 
never in a hurry. 

“In this part of Southern On¬ 
tario, you have better growing 
conditions than in Sweden, but 
we are not producing anything 
near their output. They keep on 
planting regularly. 

Too Wasteful . 

“Some say a tree must be 
planted for every one cut. That Is 
stupid. Actually one has to plant 
(our or live. They must be plant¬ 
ed dose together so the branches 
will touch, and the lower limbi 
will droii oil, allowing those that 
survive to grow straight and tall. 
In Ontario there are 118,000 
woodlots, 1,800,000 acres under

Labour Holds Its Own 

The Labour Government In Britain 
has won twenty-one by-electlons since 
It came to power in 1945—an astonish¬ 
ing record. The setbacks In the munici¬ 
pal elections caused some uneasiness in 
Labour circles, and keen anticipation in 
the Opposition ranks, but the recent by- 
electlon in Gravesend showed that 
Labour is still able to hold Its own. The 
Labour candidate. Sir Richard Acland. 
polled 24,892 votes, and his Conservative 
opponent, Frank Taylor, polled 23,017. 
This wgs a greatly reduced majority for 
Labour, but as' 80 per cent, of the elect¬ 
ors went to the polls and as there was no 
Liberal candidate It may be taken as a 
true indication of the wishes of the 
people of Gravesend. 

The campaign had its curious aspects. 
Acland, the Labour candidate, used to be 
a very wealthy man, and^ie is of mark¬ 
edly upper class training; Taylor, his 
opponent, Is a self-made manufacturer, 
who has risen from the ranks of labour. 
Acland, during the war, founded a 
Commonwealth party, which put for¬ 
ward some unorthodox economic opin¬ 
ions; now, it appears, he has thrown In 
his lot with Labour. 

It has been said that labour has never 
yet had to defend a difficult seat; of 
its twenty-one by-electlons all are as¬ 
serted to have taken place In safe Labour 
constituencies. We cannot verify the 
truth of this allegation and we mention 
It merely as a matter of Interest. It Is 
plain, however, that Labour majorities 
are decreasing, and If the coming winter 
Is as hard as It may well be. Labour will 
be headed for trouble. There Is a feel¬ 
ing among the more moderate Conser¬ 
vatives that a coalition will be necessary 
before long in order to hold the people 
of Sngland to the program of austerity 
which Is their bnly hope. We have not 
much faith In coalitions, and so far as 
we can See, Labour may expect to re- ' 
main In power for the remainder of Its 
term, and will very probably be return¬ 
ed with a reduced majority at the next 
General Election. 


The American Press And The 
Royal Wedding 

The attitude ot the American press 
toward the wedding of Princess Eliza¬ 
beth was, upon the whole, most friendly 
and generous. The only important pub¬ 
lication which appeared anxious to pour 
cold water on the affair was Time, and 
Time's attitude toward Britain Is cus¬ 
tomarily dyspeptic and belittling. We 
were particularly struck with the atti¬ 
tude of The Milwaukee Journal; this 
paper, having said some nice things 
about the Princess, proceeded to express 
some scepticism about the process by 
which Lieutenant Mountbatten, having 
renounced his title as a Oreek prince, 
became an English Duke and a Royal 
Highness; the Journal expressed its hope 
that such a system might always remain 
alien to the U S.A. 

But then the Journal went on to say 
that British respect tor aristocracy, 
though disagreeable to American demo¬ 
cracy In Its purest form, was by no 
means as foolish as the American cus¬ 
tom of creating national figures out of 
hat-cheok girls who had landed Holly¬ 
wood contracts, or singers of popular 
songs who happened to be somewhat un¬ 
usual. "We are suckers for Hollywood— 
and a lot of other things",,lt said. 

"Britain standi in awe of traditional aris¬ 
tocracy”, The Journal continual, “America 
of that which we create from day to day, 
often by going 'soft' over a lot of very com¬ 
mon people. The British have obtained 
stability out of their foolish habits, which 
is more than we can say for ourselves. If 
the King, and the Royal Family, and the 
pageantry of the Royal Wedding all contri¬ 
bute to the spirit of continuity so dear to 
British hearts and so Important to tha Brit¬ 
ish people, who are Americana to com¬ 
plain!" 

We think that The Milwaukee Journal 
expects a little too much if It expects all 
human enthusiasms to be explicable on 
narrowly rational grounds. We all go 
soft over something, and wc arc lucky 
It It is something which Is in any way 
worthy of our uncontrolled enthusiasm. 
But we admire the Journal for its fair¬ 
ness and tolerance. More of that spirit 
would make the world an easier place 
to live In. 

Food For Thought

nibbled on the expensive apple. Even In 
depression years people moaned about 
the costs of bread, butter and tripe. To¬ 
day, however, food costs are eating so 
seriously Into the ordinary family budget 
that moans have a new and sharper 
tone, and comparisons with other times 
are justly Invidious.

We noted when looking through the 
old advertisements that standard tea 
remained fairly stable at about 50 cents 
a pound, and coffee at about 40 cents. 
One grocer advertised a special sale- 
price on a well-known brand of lard In 
November) 1939—10 cents a one-pound 
carton, and butter at 2 pounds for 57 
cents. Some ot the 1933 prices were 
startling: 10 pounds of onions for 19 
cents; peameal back bacon 19 cents a 
pound; bologna at 2 pounds for 25 cents; 
four small tins of salmon for 25 cents; 
“fresh premium hams” In 5-7 pound 
pieces at 10 cents a pound. One Item 
we viewed Incredulously: “Very special— 
5 lbs. Lean Beef Cuttings, minced If de¬ 
sired, 25 cents". What does hamburg 
"steak" cost now? In 1933 real T-bone 
steak was selling as low at 15 cents a 
pound. 

Other prices of 14 years ago made us 
feel uncomfortable. A slx-plece break¬ 
fast-room "suite" (Including 4 chairs) 
could be bought on the Instalment plan 
for $39.95; an 11-plece bedroom suite, 
including a spring mattress, for $78.95. 
In 1939 a new Dodge could be bought for 
$895 and a new Studebaker for $919. 

Before we commit mayhem we stop to 
consider that some pay envelopes are 
now very much larger and more regular 
than in pre-war days and that people 
are buying food and Indulging In plea¬ 
sures that used to be considered extra¬ 
vagances or luxuries.

Genocide In Lithuania 


(NEW YORK TIMES) 


rpHE first post-Nazi appeal against the 
*■ crime of genocide, or the extermination of 
entire groups of human beings, has been sub¬ 
mitted to the United Nations by the Lithu¬ 
anian Legation in Waihlngton, representing 
one of the three Baltic nations overrun and 
annexed by Russia but still recognized as in¬ 
dependent by tha United States. The Lega¬ 
tion's appeal charges that the Russian auth¬ 
orities are proceeding with the extermination 
of the Lithuanian nation through wholesale 
arrests and murders, and especially through 
the deportation of large segments of the 
population to the slave labour camps of Si¬ 
beria. The Lithuanian representatives ap¬ 
peal to the United Nations to take measures 
for safeguarding the Lithuanian people 
against enslavement and extermination, in 
keeping with the fundamental rights guar¬ 
anteed by the United Nations Charter. 

These charges have been raised before in 
neutral reports and find support In the flight 
of many Lithuanians from their country or 
into the underground resistance forces. De¬ 
portation and dispersal of whole populations 
and their extermination in slave labour 
camps have become common practice in Eas¬ 
tern Europe, and the Russians in particular 
are sensitive about "unfriendly” populations 
in strategic border areas. They liquidated as 
hostile the Checheno-Ingush Republic and 
the Crimean Republic and deported their 
populations into the Interior. The inhabi¬ 


tants of the three Baltic states, who are like¬ 
wise fighting Russian rule, eppear to have 
been doomed to the same fate to make room 
for a solidly Russian frontier population. 

This confronts the United Nations with a 
problem. A resolution unanimously adopt¬ 
ed by the General Assembly lyst December 
declared genocide to be an international 
crime for which principals and accomplices, 
whether private Individuals, public officials 
or statesmen, are punishable. A specific 
convention for international co-operation In 
stamping out this crime is now being prepar¬ 
ed by the Assembly's committees, but this 
cannot absolve the Assembly itself from the 
duty of acting on its own resolution. At the 
very least, it would seem to be under tha 
obligation to Investigate the charges. For 
even if Russia refuses to permit an investi¬ 
gation on the spot, there are ample prece¬ 
dents in the Spanish and Greek situations to 
hold an investigation on the basis of what¬ 
ever evidence is available. What the As¬ 
sembly cannot afford to do is to turn its back 
and look the other way when the spokesmen 
of small nations appeal tor a hearing on llfe- 
or-death charges of this kind. And since the 
present Assembly session la drawing to a 
close, the task of examining these charges 
would seem to devolve on the Little Assem¬ 
bly es one ot the first tests of Its efficacy In 
meeting the purposes for which It was cre- 
ated. 


In Memory Of Temple 

(By THE B16IIOP or LICHFIELD IN THE LONDON SPECTATOR) 


rpKHEE years have passed since the unex- 
pectcd death of William Temple. Others 
have assumed his duties and are filling with 
distinction the offices that he held, bul there 
has been none In the Christian world to take 
his place. No man seemed more needed in 
the years ahead; and so it is proving, for the 
range of hia Influence was exceptional. Be¬ 
fore he went to Canterbury his voice was 
carrying to the ends of the world. Christian 
leaders in all continents trusted him. So did 
the Jewish community and other persecuted 
peoples. In the field of education he was ac¬ 
knowledged as an authority with a broad 
grasp of principle. Hia teaching and. writ¬ 
ings helped to narrow the gulf that had 
grown dangerously wide between Church 
and people. By the working-man and the 
unemployed he was felt to be one who un¬ 
derstood their needs and cared for social jus¬ 
tice and betterment; while the student world 
tlaimcd him as its own. 

The quality of the man matched his gifts. 
Here was no pride uf intellect, no trace of 
condescension, no perverting love of power. 
Ha lived and moved within the orbit of 
Christ's redeeming love. His interests lay 
outside himself. Ore never overheard any 
self-reference in his talk. When someone in 
1040 said to him that if the Nazis arrived hia 
chances would be poor, hia laughing reply 
was, “It doesn't matter what happens to this 
old carcase." Ar.d he meant it While be 
was a friendly person, he was rather a shy 
man without much small talk. In the com¬ 
pany of those who did not share hia interests, 
or those who threw their money about, 1 have 
seen him almost ill at ease, for he was simple 
in. his ways. But where he felt at home, and 
always with young men and women, what 
good company he was! Hia laugh will surely 
go down to history, for there was none like it 
In England in our time. 

When a man so brilliantly equipped and 
inspiring such confidence was set in the seat 
of St. Augustine, it was a gre^r moment tor 
English Christianity — and it was grandly 


seized. His death two years later came as a 
stunning blow to our hopes; it is still diffi¬ 
cult to think of it in terms of Providence. 
The loss was so great that no one had the 
heart at first 'to think abouC a memorial; 
when one did, no completely appropriate 
meniorlal'for a man whose Influence was so 
far-ranging suggested itself. His name will 
be commemorated in York Minister and Can¬ 
terbury; the W E.A. hope to build a bead- 
quarters house in London and name it after 
him; and now the Archbishops have issued 
an appeal tor a memorial fund which will be 
used to establish the William Temple College 
which has just been opened. This is tha frui¬ 
tion of a project which had Temple's active 
support, he saw the need of a first-claaa col¬ 
lege to give well-educated women a sound 
training in Christian doctrine and in sociol¬ 
ogy as a preparation either tor service under 
Church auspices or in some branch of social, 
educational or industrial-welfare work, at 
home and overseas. Such a memorial, the 
Archbishop of Canterbury has said, unites 
the three characteristics of Temple's life and 
work: hia concern with teaching, hia concern 
with social studies and, what was nearest hia 
heart, theology. 

In appealing to “the large number of men 
and women in this and other lands who cher¬ 
ish William Temple’s memory," the Arch¬ 
bishops express the hope that £25,000 will be 
subscribed to provide bursaries for students 
- not only from this country and the Church of 
England, but also from olher countries and 
communions, and to make the nucleus of a 
building fund. Lord Halifax is the honorary 
treasurer, and donations should be tent to 
him at Church House, S.W.l. The list of 
those supporting the appeal is itself evidence 
of the breadth of Temple's influence, for it 
includes the Prime Minister, Sir Stafford 
Crlpps, Lord Salisbury, Oliver Stanley, R. A. 
Butler, the Master of Balliol, Sir Walter 
Moberiy, Albert Manabridge, R. H. Tawney, 
Mrs. Stocks. Miss Dorothy Sayers, Professor 
Baillie of Edinburgh, Dr. John R. Mott and

WASHINGTON, Nov. 28 (CP). 
—A seldom discussed but ever¬ 
present danger lurks In the back¬ 
ground of all international plan¬ 
ning for feeding the hungry — 
failure of the United States wheat 
crop. 

A United States crop failure, 
(Coincident with a Canadian fail¬ 
ure, would strike a staggering 
blow to the peoples depending so 
heavily on cereals from this con¬ 
tinent. 

A kindly Providence has given 
if • the American fanner seven years 
of abundance which have enabled 
him to feed his own and a great 
many foreign consumers through 
the war and the precarloua two 
years of peace. 

This year brought a record 
wheat crop of 1,400,000,000 bu¬ 
shels and there was a carry-over 
of 88,000,000 bushels from last 
year. 

With all that there is a defi¬ 
ciency in the amount available to 
export to countries on a near¬ 
starvation diet of cereals. 

Spurred by the necessity of 
maintaining the flow of foodstuffs 
to the armies abroad, with all the 
loss and wastage inevitable In 
wartime, the American farmer, 
like the Canadian farmer, work¬ 
ed wonders. 

By utilizing all the scientific 
and mechanical aids to efficient 
• production the farmer left as 
little as possible to chance but 
the fact remains that he was 
favored by nature. 

Couldn't Avert Failure 

All the existing scientific ad¬ 
vances cannot avert crop failure 
as was proven this year when the 
com crop dropped 884,000.000 
bushels from the 3,200.000,000- 
bushel record crop of 1948. 

It is too early to say what next 
year's crop will be but experts 
prophesy that wheat alone will 
be down below 1,000,000,000 
bushels. 

Such • crop would not allow_ 
any export and would require re-" 
ductlons on some of the normal 
allotments for domestic use. 

As a matter of fgct the carry¬ 
over last year was only 88,000,000 
bushels, and this year it is con- 
fc templated this will be doubled, 
but still far below what is con¬ 
sidered safe and normal. 

That la why the top-planners 
here are studying methods of in¬ 
creasing supply of farm produc¬ 
tion machinery for the shortage 
countries to hasten the day when 
they can be self-sufficient to a 
degree at least as great as before 
the war.

MADRID, Nov. 28—(Reuters).

The first concrete step towards 
this revision came with the offi¬ 
cial announcement that all "com¬ 
bined accounts" have been sus¬ 
pended. 

The “combined accounts” sys¬ 
tem was aimed at stimulating ex¬ 
ports by allowing exporting firms 
to retain the foreign currency 
produced by their merchandise 
shipped abroad and to bring in 


due in part to high wages and 
social reforms, there is a differ¬ 
ence of opinion between the labor 
ministry and the ministry of in¬ 
dustry and commerce as to policy 
on this question. 

Necessities Neglected 

Generally speaking, the criti¬ 
cism directed against the ministry 
of industry and commerce Is that 
it has not concentrated sufficient¬ 
ly on the main necessities and has 
allowed too much non-essential 
industrial development to take 
place in the last couple of years. 

For instance, neither of the 
nitrogen plants initiated by the 
National Institute of Industry 
some years ago and vitally needed 
for fertilizers to step up food pro¬ 
duction, has yet been completed. 

It Is only fair to Spain to say 
that in 1943 the Germans offered 
to supply complete mechanical 
equipment for these plants to 
boost Spain's production of fer¬ 
tilizers to 100,000 tons a year. In 
return the Germans asked for 100 
tons of copper. Spain declined 
the offer. 

Another chance to obtain from 
Germany large quantities of 
machinery for cellulose plants for 
modern textile production was 
missed during the war when the 
Reich offered to send this ma¬ 
chinery against peseta payments. 
But the bureaucrats of the na¬ 
tional Institute of Industry took 
18 month to decide to accept— 
and by that time the deal was no 
longer possible. Much of this 
machinery is understood to be 
lying crated in German factories 
today: but there appears to be 
liitle chance of Spain obtaining it.

during 1947 in connection with 
these "combined accounts" totall¬ 
ed twice the quantity of a normal 
annual almond crop In Spain and 
prompt action was taken to sus¬ 
pend this system. 

In the case of almonds the re¬ 
sult of this move by exporters to 
get foreign currency had led to 
a sharp rise in prices in Spain 
and at the same time almond 
prices had been forced down 
abroad by excessive offers in the 
main markets for these nuts. 

Another unsatisfactory feature 
of the export field is textiles, 
which—although exports are en¬ 
ormously above pre-war figures— 
have not made the advanses 
which could have been made If 
production costs had been kept 
down.

of the American Baseball League 
for 1947. 

In the closest race In the history 
of the award, DIMaggio compiled 
a total of 202 points In the vote 
of the 24-man committee of the 
Baseball Writers Association of 
America to nose out Ted Williams 
of the Red Sox by one point. 

Williams, who led the league 
In batting (.343) runs batted In 
(114) and home runs (32) as well 
as In runs scored, total bases and 
bases on balls, polled 201 votes 
to gain the runner-up spot. It 
marked the second time he fin¬ 
ished second to DIMaggio and the 
third time he was runner up to a 
Yankee player. 

The Red Sox' slugging out¬ 
fielder, who won the award 
hands down last year with 224 
votes, finished second to DIMag 
in 1941 and to Joe Gordon in 
1942. DIMag also won in 1939. 
Foxx gained the honor in 1932 
and '33 with the Athletics and In 
1938 with the Sox. 

One-Point Decision 

The balloting for third place 
also was decided by one point 
with Lou Boudreau, shortstop- 
manager of Cleveland Indians, 
beating out Joe Page, the Yankees 
great left-handed relief pitcher, 
168 votes to 167.

OTTAWA, Nov. 28 — (CP) — 
Gen. Dwight D. Elsenhower, su¬ 
preme commander of the allied 
forces during the war, was pic¬ 
tured yesterday by MaJ -Gen. J. 
F. M. Whiteley, commandant of 
the National Defence College at 
Kingston, as a man of sincerity, 
courage and singleness of purpose 
who came practically unknown to 
London in 1942 and three years 
later was made a freeman of the 
city. 

Speaking to the Ottawa chapter 
of the Engineering Institute of 
Canada, Gen. Whiteley, who was 
deputy chief of staff to Gen. 
Eisenhower in North Africa and 
a member of the General’s staff 
until the end of the war, said the 
success of the Supreme Comman¬ 
der was because he got "the com¬ 
plete confidence of all those with 
whom he came In contact." 

"He shook us a bit though and 
when he referred to our greet 
Queen Bess as 'that cute gal’,” the 
General admitted.

LONDON, Nov. 28— (CP) — 
More than 17,000 houses were 
completed In Britain during Sep¬ 
tember, which constitutes the 
highest total since the war. The 
previous peak was in July when 
12,426 permanent homes were 
built. 

Of the September total, 14,203 
were permanent dwellings, while 
new homes were found for more 
than 21,000 families altogether 
by means of new building, re¬ 
pairs and conversion. 

The number of houses provided 
in Britain since postwar build¬ 
ing started now has reached 278,- 
000. Nearly 130,000 of these are 
permanent dwellings.

73rd Annual Report 
to Shareholders 

1947 Year of Accomplishment, Great Activity 

and Crisis. 

Government Program Requires Co-operation 
of Industry and Consumer. 


of Industry and Consumer. 

Pretldent and General Manager Address Meeting 


MR. R* 8. WALDO. Prsaidtnt, Mid in part: 

The year 1947 baa been for Canadian business a year 
of accomplishment, crest activity, and crisis. Adjust¬ 
ment from war work to peacetime occupations has 
been completed though the heritage of the war will 
affect us for years. 

Busineaa has been phenomenally active. Our grow 
national production ia now at a record rate of around 
$12 billion. Industrial production ia more than 10 per 
cent above the high level of last year. Employment 
has never been higher nor unemployment lower. To 
quote more figure* would aervt only to confirm and 
sharpen one's daily observation. 

One ia apt to forget how strikingly the Canadian 
economy has been transformed since 1939. The 
number of men engaged in agriculture is over 20 per 
cent less thaa in 1939. The present high level of farm 
production ia the more striking in the light of these 
figures. It is evidence of the hard work of the present 
farm population, and of the great extent of the mecha¬ 
nisation which has been accomplished. In contrast 
to this change, the number of persons engaged in 
manufacturing has practically doubled since 19*9 and 
now exceeds the number in fanning. An increase of 
about one-third in the numbers in construction is lew 
striking, but there have been also sharp increases in 
employment in trade, transportation and communica¬ 
tion and services. The changes which these facts 
indicate have not been fully accomplished. They are 
still taking place. Our country is in process of becoming 
highly industrialized. If the present trend continues, 
we aha!! soon have two persons engaged in manufactur¬ 
ing for every one in agriculture in Ontario and Quebec 
and a ratio of three to one in British Columbia. 

We are, as we have always been, highly dependent 
on exports, and our exports are at record peace-time 
levels. They are more tnan double in value our exports 
of 1929. Our exports to the United States nave, 
however, increased leas than those to other markets. 
In the first eight months of this year exports to all 
countries increased by 20 per cent, but the greater 
part of the increase was in price, not volume. At 
these high levels our exports are held in check, first, 
by our inability to produce more, snd, second, by the 
heavy demand for home use. Also they are becoming 
restricted, by the inability of some of our customers 
to find the necessary means of payment. 


to find the necessary means of payment. 

Wartime experience emphasized the influence which 
government spending might have on the level of 
national income. In his budget speech, the Minister 
of Finance forecast a drop of some $500 millions in 
federal jpvernrnent ( expenditures snd a decline of an 
unspecified amount in loans, advances and investments. 
Actual expenditures appear to be running at an even 
lower rate. Provincial and municipal expenditures 
have increased substantially, but not enough to offset 
the federal decrease. Despite tax reductions, revenues 
of all governments are very buoyant. In the first seven 
months of the fiscal year the federal government had a 
surplus of revenue over off cash requirements of about 
$300 millions. This is likely to accumulate at a slower 
rate in the later months of the year, but it ia probable 
that there will be a substantial surplus of revenue 
over all spending and advances. 

The most buoyant influence in the Canadian 
economy today is the extraordinarily high rate of 
private investment in residential, industrial and 
commercial buildings, machinery snd equipment in 
stock in trade. Estimated at the beginning of the 
year as likely to be $1,700 millions, it is improbable, on 
present indications, that it will fall far below that 
figure. The volume will be lower but costs higher. 
The continuing shortage in building space of all kinds 
and the costly delays in completion hive, to a degree, 
distracted attention from the great volume of con¬ 
struction and installation of equipment actually being 
accomplished. The important fact is that what is 
being attempted, in addition to all the other drafts 
on our productive resources, is beyond the immediate 
capacity of the country. 

Consumer buying, as measured by the vslue of 
retail sales, has been running at higher levels this yeat 
than in 1946. When, however, allowance is made for 
the strong rise in retail prices, the volume el retail 
sales has apparently been declining over recent months. 
Despite rising incomes the consumer is showing 
resistance to higher prices. Increased dollar sales of 
food and durable goods are heing made at the expense 
of othc* tinea. 

The strong expansionary influences in the economy 
today are private capital investment and buoyant 
exports, the latter financed in part by government 
export credits extended to the United Kingdom and 
other countries. These have been sufficient to generate 
unprecedentedly high employment and income and 
also to create serious problems in tha Canadian econ¬ 
omy. Of these , the problem of rising prices end 
wages and that of our balance of payments are 
obviously of great and critical importance, 
PRICES AND COSTS 

Since the middle of 1946, wholesale prices la the 
United States have nifvod up by more than one-third. 
Having been less than 50 per cent above pre-war 
levels, they are now more than double. In the last 
half of 1946, Canada escaped most of this increase by 
reason partly of the maintenance of price control and 
partly by the appreciation of the dollar to parity. 
From the beginning of 194/, however, with the progres¬ 
sive removal of price controls and of subsidies and 
the acceleration of demand, Canadian jprices have 
risen more rapidly than prices in the United States. 
Since the summer the insistent need of Europe for food 
and the disappointing creps in North America, have 
given fresh impetus to prices. 

In the summer and fall of 1946 the upward movement 
a of wages was resumed and by August of this year 
there nad been in manufacturing an increase of about 
12 per cent in weekly earnings. 

To the spiral race between prices and wages 
there is no end but disaster. It is elementary but 
Important that what is happening in Canada, as 
in other countries, is that we are trying to crowd 
too much investment, too much consumption 
and too much export into the present. 

We are trying to rebuild inventories, repair war 
damage, and execute all the projects deferred in the 
war years. If we continue to attempt it we are bound 
to fail, and we may create serious damage. Unless 
there are unexpectedly great increases in output per 
man hour, we cannot produce all that we are asking 
to consume, and build all the houses and factories 
and do all the re-equipping of them which we have 
planned, and at the same time export enough to pay 
lor our imports and implement our undertakings to the 
United Kingdom and other allied countries. At present, 
the most active pressure is coming from private 
business and the consumer and not, as during the 
previous seven years, from the government. 


The difficulty of accomplishing our programs has 
been increased by the inadequate output per worker. 
TMi has bean conspicuously true in the construction 
industry. Any change which increases avenge output 
will nriuoe the difficulty. Increase in the number of 
workers by immigration would also relieve the pressure, 
particularly in industries in which the labour shortage 
is acute. But relief must come also by postponement 
of part of our programs. If there is unwillingness to 
postpone, it will be enforced by rising prices and coats. 
Producer* will price themselves out of the consumers' 
market. Exporters will be unable to compete in 
foreign markets. The coats of construction will force 
the revision of plans for business and industrial ex¬ 
pansion. Both the economy and the individual will 
benefit if thorn in a position to do so postpone their 
projects and their buying to a more convenient season. 

It ia worth emphasizing that, while some important 
circumstances differ, the present high tempo of business 
ha* many similarities to the conditions of 1919-20. 
High consumer income backed by wartime savings, the 
attempts of consumers, dealers and producers to 
replenish their run-down stocks and build them up to 
new levels, the efforts to get on with long-range projects 
of expansion and modernization, while, at the same 
time, countries devastated by war must devote part 
of their manpower to the repair of war damage— 
these are common a hires of both periods. The 
sharp crisis of 1920 was specially marked by a swift 
decline of prices and by severe losses on high-priced 
inventories. While the situations are not identical, the 
prudent busiru>" mem in 1947 should survey his 
inventory position carefully and make conserva¬ 
tive decisions. 

THE FOREIGN EXCHANGE 
PROBLEM 

Sine* the late summer of 1946, this country has been 
faced with a critical foreign exchange problem. Our 
exports have been at high levels and have continued 
to increase month by month. Only in the export of 
gold have the figures been at less than peak levels. 
Our tourist earnings have been gratifying. But, on., 
the other side, our imports have increased by leaps 
and bounds. Taking all countries into account, we 
still have a surplus, though a rapidly diminishing 
surplus of exports. But for an important portion of 
our exports we are being paid in Canadian dollars lent 
to the United Kingdom and other Allied Governments 
by the Canadian Government and not in currencies 
which we can use as payment for our imports. We did 
achieve a surplus, but not of anything like the amount 
required to pay for our imports and make good our 
credits. To achieve our export programs we have 
shortened the supply of goods at home. United States 
goods have flowed in to fill the vacuum. 

Our balance of payments with the United States 
characteristically ia adverse. The adverse balance 
with the United States has always been heavy at the 
peak of a boom and at such times we have had an 
over all adverse balance. But in booms in the past, 
Canada has been an Importer of capital. In the present 
situation we have, for good and urgent reasons, endea¬ 
voured to combine boom conditions with a program 
for a very large capital export. We have made good 
our loans to tne United Kingdom and Allied Govern¬ 
ments but at the expense of our foreign exchange 
reserves. 

While virtually all our imports from the United 
States have increased greatly, the most striking 
increases have been in high-standard consumption 
goods, such as consumers' durables, in goods to replace 
unobtainable overseas imports, such as cotton goods, 
and in industrial equipment and "investment” goods, 
of which machinery is typical. 

THE GOVERNMENT PROGRAM „ 

To meet the foreign exchange crisis which has been 
rolling up for the past fifteen months, the Government 
has recently announced its program. Though most 
of the details had been forecast and discussed, the 
drastic reality has come as a shock to many. 

One part of the program is aimed at the reduction 
and postponement of imports from dollar countries 
and at reducing expenditures on pleasure travel 
abroad. Wartime prohibitions and quotas on the 
importation of consumers' goods are re-imposed but on 
a considerably wider basis. Fruits and vegetables, 
imported without restriction during the war, are now 
subject to limitation. Heavy excise taxes on consumers’ 
durable goods are re-imposed with the intention of 
postponing purchases and reducing the importation of 
parts. The importation of industrial equipment is to 
be subject to license, and the Minister of Reconstruction 
has been given the duty of bringing about, after 
consultation with industries, a postponement of a 
substantial part of the capital expansion program. 

Another part, whose details are as yet not clear, 
Is designed to promote more reciprocity than has 
heretofore existed in the trade in industrial materials 
and parts. This must be a long term, not a short term 
development. 

A third part is to be a recommendation to Parliament 
that a production subsidy be paid to gold producers. 

To take care of contingencies and give assurance 
that ample resources are available to meet requirements, 
a credit la being negotiated with the Export-imp>rt 
Bank on which tne Government of Canada may draw 
as occasion may demand. , 

I do not propose to comment in detail on this 
program. But I feel impelled to make one or two 
general comments and to draw attention to tome 
implications for Canadian industry. 

The Government has chosen a course of action 
designed to limit imports, dampen down and postpone 
capital and consumer buying while at the same lime 
offering encouragement to gold producers and obtaining 
a credit for emergency use. Many would prefer alter¬ 
native courses nl action or less distasteful methods 
than the re-imposition of wartime controls. Let us 
be clear, however, that some action could not be 
avoided. It had already been postponed * dangerously 
long time. We must be clear also that any effective 
action must curtail imports and lead to a postponement 
of some of our purchiwing and capital projects. The 
situation whkh had developed ia not to be treated 
by painless methods. 

Changes will no doubt be proposed and modifications 
made in the announced program, but we shall resolve 
this crisis more safely and emerge from it more quickly 
if there is understanding and willing co-opcration on 
the part of the consumer and industry in carrying 
out the program. 

MINING 

The Government proposals indude ^wdal encour¬ 
agement to the gold mining industry. There has 
beeft keen disappointment among many that the 
bonus of $7 an ounce ia not to apply to all production. 


Aa the details are not available and are etSl subject to 
discussion, I do not propose to comment on this. 
The important thing is that encouragement is to be 
given to mioaa with a low profit margin to return to 
capacity production and to new mines to begin pro* 
Auction at the earliest possible date. 

But whatever its form, an incentive bonus will not 
In itself produce the desired increase in gold output. 
Labour shortages are still a serious impediment. To 
make aid to the gold miors effective, then must ba 
also sn anrsasiva campaign (or obtaining miners 
wherever they can be obtained. Hard-roc* miners 
among European displaced persons should ba brought 
to Canada with dispatch and in number*. 

Quite apart from the value that gold has In obtaining 
foreign exchange it has been of considerable importance 
in supporting proaptrity in Canadian mining arena. 
It is ctimmtrd that for eoch minor employed, 
another fourteen pereotu are required in other 
occupation,. This is an additional reason for Govern*

FORESTRY 

In the present situation, the forest Industries hava a 
vital role to play. As the world’s largest newsprint 
producer, Canada’s output is greater than the 
aggregate produced by five of her principal com¬ 
petitors. The output of newsprint will probably reach 
a high point of 4.4 million tons in 1947. The United 
States is the predominant outlet asking about 82 per 
cent. This industry is our most important source of 
much needed U.S. funds. 

In recent years the increase in the demand for forest 
product* has highlighted their importance to the 
Canadian economy and it has been given fresh emphasis. 
Under great pressure to produce to the utmost, the 
Canadian forest industries are forced to note that 
their sources of raw material are exhaustible unless 
drastic measures are taken to conserve them. Last 
year a Royal Commission In British Columbia made 
several recommendations with a view to sounder 
exploitation of that province's forest resources. 
Recently the Kennedy Royal Commission presented 
an exhaustive report on forestry to the Ontario Govern¬ 
ment. Government action in the lone-neglected forestry 
industry is to be commended. Unfortunately steps 
toward better forestry are handicapped by lack of 
manpower especially highly skilled personnel such as 
forestry engineers. 

• AGRICULTURE 

The plight of Europe and our own need for maximum 
exports again places special responsibilities on Cana¬ 
dian agriculture. 

Unfavourable weather during the growing season 
resulted in lower farm production than tn 1946. Heavy 
sales during the first half of the year raised the farmer's 
cash income about 16.5 per cent higher than it was 
in the first half ol 1946. 

Owing to the reduction In the wheat crop, little 
more than 200 million bushels will be available for 
export and of this, 160 million bushels are earmarked 
for the United Kingdom. Poor crops and transporta¬ 
tion difficulties make it unlikely that enough coarse 
grain will be moved from the Prairies to Eastern 
Canada to meet the requirements of farmers specializ¬ 
ing in livestock. This is giving renewed force to the 
rise in food prices. 

Despite higher farm income the drift of workers 
out of agricultural into other industries continues, and 
notwithstanding increased mechanization there atill 
exists a definite shortage of farming personnel. This 
will place a limit on what Canadian agriculture is able 
to contribute to our own and the world’s food require¬ 
ments. 

IMMIGRATION 

As I have already mentioned, labour shortages are 
hampering production on our farms and in our mines 
and forests. Immigrants are badly needed to operate 
the extensive Canadian economy to its best advantage. 
If we are to minimize the restrictive side of the Govern¬ 
ment’s program, additional workers must be obtained, 
particularly for our export industries. 

Canada must act soon if we art to obtain the more 
desirable of the people seeking fresh opportunities 
outside their native lands. The setting up of a separate 
department in the Dominion Government would teem 
to be a prerequisite to any comprehensive immigration 
program. 

Any discussion of immigration must however 
take account of the outflow of many talented 
Canadian citizens every year particularly to tha 
United States. Employers, whether governmental 
or private, must accept the responsibility of 
broadening the opportunities open to Canadians. 

THE FUTURE OF CANADIAN TRADE 

The difficulties of the world in getting beck to full 
peacetime production have forced us temporarily to 
restrict our trade; Fortunately however the longer-run 
prospects for Canadian trade arc at the same time being 
Improved. At present in Havana a conference is 
assembled to approve the establishment of an Inter- 
national Trade Organization under whose charter a 
pattern for expanding trade and a reliable framework 
of world trade regulations is being set up among the 
principal trading countries of the world. The Govern¬ 
ment has recently announced, another pert of the 
same plan, viz.: the trade agreements negotiated at 
Geneva, which it proposes to recommend to Parliament. 
Never before has such a widespread negotiation 
taken price. Our principal, though not our sole interest, 
is in the substantial reduction in United Stole* duties 
on Canadian products and in the reductions which 
we on our part have offered to make in our own duties. 
The long-run effect on our trading with other countries 
will alscrbe important. The United Kingdom, France, 
the Netherlands, Belgium and Luxemburg are the 
trading part of Europe with which we had closest 
relations and they too have entered the agreements. 

Some of you will recall the consternation with which 
Canadians learned of the United States emergency 
tariff of 1921. From that date on to 1930 United States 
tariffs underwent successive increases. The present 
agreement, broadly, goes back to the level of the 
Underwood tariff of 1913, the most liberal tariff 
which the United States has had in our generation. 

The trade agreements which must satisfy others as 
well as ourselves do not contain everything that we 
might desire, but they do indicate that the United 
States contemplates taking n different direction in its 
tariff policy than it took after the first World War. 

The possibility of expanding trade offers to Canadian 
industi^ an opportunity to use ita wartime experience 
in efficient production and to teat its greater competence 
in the markets of the world. Let us seize vigorously 
the opportunities which are offered. 


MR. W. G. MORE. General Manager, mid in part: 

The Seventy- Ibird Annual Statement now before 
you indicates another year of steady progre s s, total 
assets again reaching an all-time high at $415,081,510 
compared with $403,550,418 a year ago.

INVESTMENTS 


Our portfolio of investments now stands at $163,845, 
099 which ia less than a year ago by $51,767,854. This 
decrease is entirely in Dominion Government securities 
maturing within two year*. During the year tha 
Government redeemed $48,000,000 of Deposit Certifi¬ 
cate* held by us at this time last year. There are now 
no Dominion Government Deposit Certificates out¬ 
standing.

Further changes in our portfolio of investment* are 
an incream of $21,000,000 m Other Dominion Govern¬ 
ment Securities, a decrease of $500,000 in Canadian 
Municipal Securities, and an incream of $3,000,000 
in Other Boods and Debentures. Of our total invest¬ 
ments of $ 163 , 843 , 099 , $79,617,518 mature within 
5 years. 

As will ba noted later Loans have increased sub¬ 
stantially so that a decrease in Investments inffi natural 
concomitant of an incream in Loans. 

LOANS 

Loans total $171,300,000 which ia an incream of 
857,000,000 over a year ago. Of them loans Call and 
short Loans show a decrease of $800 000. ( urrent 
Loans an increase of $54,000,000, Irwns to Provincial 
Governments an increase of 2,300,000 and Loans to 
Municipalities an increase of $1,100,000. 

The increase of $54,000,000 in Current Loans Is 
•penally gratifying and worthy of comment, indicating 
as it does that the Bank Is faithfully meeting the 
legitimate busineaa needs of the communities which 
It serves, and that with the increase ia the tempo of 
burines* which has obtained in practically every line of 
endeavour our customers have been enabled to make 
greater use of the linos of credit which we have made 
available to them. All our loans are carefully investi¬ 
gated before they are made, are well diversified and 
amply secured, and any contingency of lorn fully 
provided fur. Practically every Canadian industry is 
represented. For example a survey of our Current 
Loans undertaken aa of 30<h September, 1947, but not 
deluding Call Loans and Loans to Governments and 
Municipalities whkh are shown separately in our 
Statements, disclosed three loans were distributed as 
follows:—Agriculture, including fanners, cattle dealers, 
fruit raisers and grain dealers $19,000,000; Financial 
819,000,000; Merchandising, wi-okaole and retail, 
$34,000,000; Manufacturer* of and Dealers ia Forest 
Products $15,000,000; Other Manufacturing of all 
descriptions including agricultural implement*, builders 
supplies; food products, tui nit ure and fixtures, iron 
and steel, rubber, textiles, and petroleum $35,000,000;

BANK PREMISES 

Bank Premises Account which includes furnishings 
and equipment now stands at $6,053,000, an increase 
of $400,000 after applying the depreciation of $225,000 
permitted by law. New purchases include properties 
at Victoria, Vancouver, Odagary and Montreal and 
equipment in the form of seres and safety deposit 
boxes which have not been readily available for some 
years and were urgently required. New buildings or 
extensions to existing build"*** were either completed 
or are in course of completion at Edmonton south, 
Essex, Kapuileasing, Port Cnffiorue. Simcoe, and at 
Avenue Rond and Fairlawn, end Eghnton Avenue and 
Oakwood in Toronto. We still have a further moderate 
building programme in contemplation but it is not 
intended to undertake m ire th n is considered abso¬ 
lutely essential until cordition* in the construction 
industry are more normal. 

SHAREHOLDERS. BRANCHES AND STAFF 

Shareholder* now m>iub«*r 2,919, .*ui increase of 51. 
Of the total 255 are residents of the United States, 
a decrease of 18. 

During the year 8 new Branches and 2 Sub-Branches 
•rere opened making the number of Branches and 
Sub-Branches in operation I$3 in *11 Of these 4 are 
in tha Ptovinoa of Quebec, 115 in Ontario, 7 in Mani- 
toba, 23 in Saskatchewan. 23 in Allien*, 15 in British 
Columbia, and 1 in the North West Territories. 

Our staff increased during tha year by 221 to 2.225. 
of whom 44% are young women compared with 48% 
a year ago.

GENERAL BUSINESS CONDITIONS 

Business eonditons throughout the Bank year can 
be said to hava been good and. in a sense, prosperous, 
but the basic situation ft somewhat unsound and 
unreal Trade with Britain and certain other countries 
has been maintained in part by the aid of loans granted 
by our Government and our trading position with the 
United State* ia seriously out of balance. 

No country can as pect to emerge from the ravages 
of a Major war such aa the world has recently experi¬ 
enced unscathed and priora and wages cannot continue 
to rise indefinitely without serious roossnuences. The 
measures just announced by th* Prime Minister and 
the Minister of Finance on behalf of tha Government 
to meet the situation which confronts us are designed 
ultimately to restore trade generally to a more normal 
basis and •bond be given a thorough trial. 

Any sacrifices wa may ba called upon to make are 
well within our power and well worthwhile. We can 
best help ourselves end Uto peoples of the world who so 
urgently need our helo by coop*ratio* loyally with 
the Government and by working harder, producing 
more, and redodns costs, to enable us to compete 
effectively and hold our place in tha markets of the 
world that are opon to us. A nation with our record of 
accomplish meats in the late war cannot fail to overcome 
the difficulties that lie ahead if we apply ourselves 
diligently to the task. I have sufficient faith in the 
virility, resource, and common sense of our citizens 
to believe they will not be found wanting. The Banks 
of Canada wh2h have stood the teat of time were 
never in stronger position thaa they are today and 
stand ready to do Chair part.

Slaughter cattle prices gained 25- 
50 cents a hundredweight, while 
calves, hoks, sheep and lambs re¬ 
mained unchanged In the Live¬ 
stock Market here this week. 

A fresh cattle run of some 6,300 
head was added to 1,000 carried 
over from last week's close. In¬ 
cluded in the supply were 3.000 
stackers. As runs eased of( after 
a heavy month, prices on steers 
and heifers ganed 50 cents cwt., 
with cows and bulls also 25 cents 
higher. 

Weighty steeri sold for $12.50- 
$15. Butcher steers brought $10- 
$13.50 cwt., with a few choice at 
$14. Butcher heifers were $10- 
$13, with some going for $13.25. 
Fed yearlings brought from $7.50- 
$10.50, with canners selling for 
$5-$8. Bulls went at $7.50-$10.50. 
A good number of boning steers 
and heifers sold for $7-$9 cwt. 

Stockers were steady at $8.50- 
$12 for ordinary kinds with good 
feeders and stock calves up to 
$13. Plain to medium quality 
milkers and springers sold for 
$85-$140 each. The cattle run 
was cleared by the market close 
with the exception of a few plain 
killers and Stockers. 

A total of some 2,500 calves 
sold steady at $16-$17 for choice 
with plain to medium grades at 
$10-gl5. Grassers for slaughter 
brought $7-$9.50. 

A run of some 3.100 head of 
hogs sold steady at $23 for Grade 


A and $22.60 for Bl. Sows sold 
for $15 dressed. 

Sheep and lamb receipts total¬ 
led 5,600 head. Lambs were 
steady at $15 for good awes and 
wethers, $14 for bucks and $10- 
$12 for culls. 

Sheep told firm at $3.50-$7.5Q 
cwt., with food light ewes up to 
$ 8 . 00 .

Canada's Christmas dinner 
tables will groan this year under 
their p-eatest weight of tooth¬ 
some holiday foods in six years 
and the kiddies will have plenty 
of candy. But there’s one draw¬ 
back to this picture of a country 
fully recovered from war shor¬ 
tages—the family breadwinner 
will have to dig deep to pay for 
It. 

Store shelves are a mouth¬ 
watering delight with Imports 
from all parts of the world as well 
as Canadian delicacies. 

With the government's new 
policy of restriction of Imports to 
help the national economy, this 
may be the last year for some 
time for such an arrky. The pre¬ 
sent supplies were In Canadian 
warehouses before the restric¬ 
tions were announced. 

Prices re lowest In the Marl- 
times, where they remain at much 
the same level as last year, and 
are highest in British Columbia, 
a Canadian Press survey showed 
today. 

Ontario and Quebec, with 
prices somewhat higher than last 
year and the most varied supply 
of goodies, will probably sit down 
to the most lavish dinners. 

No Austerity 

This year there is no need for 
the austerity wartime Christmas 
recipes which required little but¬ 
ter and sugar substituted Cana¬ 
dian-grown currants for exotic 
fruits, peel, raisins and dates. 

This Cl-ristmas, cooks can use 
all the butter and sugar they 
want—If they have the price. 

There ia a rich supply of pud¬ 
dings and cakes and adequate 
quantities of their ingredients for 
those who prefer to make their 


own. But with fewer housewives 1 
prepared to assume the work on I 
making a complicated Christmas I 
pudding—and with auet on the j 
had-to-get list—moat families 
will be eating the prepared pud¬ 
dings which have used up most 
of the candled peel, raisins and 
preserved fruit the recipes re¬ 
quire. 

Shops selling candy and choco-j 

lates report adequate stocks in all | 
sections, but prices have risen | 
double over last year in some 
cases. Nut supplies, on the other 
hand, are both ample and almost 
unchanged in price. 

Cranberries are In good supply 
in the West and are coming onto 
the market in other sections. 
Turkeys have not yet appeared 
in quantity, but wholesalers say 
there will be no ahortage. 

Japanese oranges, which the 
wir removed from Canadian 
tables, are feapper.ing In British 
Columbia and Alberta. Mince¬ 
meat is In good supply, 

A family could sit down, if 
they wished, to a lavish meal of 
American fruit cup, French 
shrimps, French green turtle 
soup, Canadian turkey with 
American oyster dressing, Cana¬ 
dian cranberry sauce, vegetables 
salad and relishes, English plun- 
puddlng with French brandy 
sauce, and top It off with Arabian 
coffee, American and French 
bonbons, English fruit cake 
raisins and dates from the Near 
East and grapea from California. 
And It would probably cost them 
as much as $7 each if they had 
good appetites.

that were bred from It largely for 
the purpose of reducing its ma¬ 
turing period, and generally to 
avoid frost and rust. 

“The Red Fife memorial Idea 
is of long standing,” said Raeve 
Mather. “So far nothing has 
happened with this project, but 
1 feel that something can happen. 
Your committee Is suggesting that 
the Dominion government be ask¬ 
ed for financial assistance. There 
Is no reason why the government 
should not step In and assume 
more than that, even the entire 
project Other Canadians have 
been honored in their memory for 
no greater contribution to Canada 
than that made by David Fife. 

Senator Duff us was active In 
this matter some years ago. and 
he Is still whole heartedly behind 
it He'll tell you so. Possibly 
some financial grants might be 
made by the farm Implements 
manufacturers. 


The David Fife memorial pro¬ 
ject was revived in a recommend¬ 
ing report of the agricultural 
committee presented by Reeve P. 
J. Mather of Otonabee at this 
morning’s meeting of the county 
council, beginning the final ses¬ 
sions of the year. 

The seven-clause report,- one of 
the most thoughtful and construc¬ 
tive that has come before the 
council In a long time, was un¬ 
animously adopted. Its accept¬ 
ance was moved by Reeve Math¬ 
er and seconded by Reeve Gilbert 
Mcllmoyl of Smith. 

David Fife, pioneer farmer of 
Otonabee township, lived on the 
sixth concession, and by Intelli¬ 
gence and fortunlty became the 
originator of Red Fife spring 
wheat It area O tons bee’s Rift to 
the greatness of Canada before 
the national granary of the wes¬ 
tern provinces was developed. As 
settlers moved into the west, they

Belmont-Met huen, 
that tha Increase In tbb wolf 
bounty Include both timber snd 
brush wolves. 

The brush wolf, Mr. Purdy said, 
is more destructive than the tim¬ 
ber wolf to farmers., 

"It's not much bigger than a fox, 
but It la a killer, and Is not in¬ 
cluded In the provincial bounty,” 
Reeve Purdy said. 

Reeve James Humphries. As¬ 
phodel. said the wolf bounty was 
now $15 by the county snd $10 
by the province. Hs proposed that 
the increase to $40 should be on 
the basts of $30 by the province 
and $10 by the county, because the 
government had the benefit of 
certain licenses and fees. 

The terms of the bounty clause 
wore not altered, except to In¬ 
clude brush wolves. 

The county now gives a $10 
prize to the county student head¬ 
ing the entrance examinations, 
and that prizs is simply a bank 
cheque sent by mall. 

Mrs. J. A. Spurway said that in 
one Instance there was no recog¬ 
nition for a student whose marks 
were only two or three behind 
the winner’s. The intention of the 
council is that the first and sec¬ 
ond students should appear before 
the council, accompanied by their 
parents, to receive the new county 
prizes. 

In regard to compulsory con¬ 
trol of the warble fly, Reeve 
Mather said this pest was un¬ 
doubtedly costing farmers a lot of 
money. "If Peterborough took on 
a campaign but its neighboring 
counties did nothing about it, the 
advantage of our efforts snd ex¬ 
pense would be lost to a consid¬ 
erable extent. We have had a man 
who wanted us to buy a spraying 
machine. It would cost around $2,- 
000, but if adjoining areas were 
not controlled what happens?” 

Mr. Mather said three sprayings 
In the period from February until 
the cattle went on the grass was 
recommended. Farmers would pay 
so much I head of cattle for its 
use. 

Reeve Mcllmoyl said that some 
Smith farmers had thought of 
spraying, but "they felt there was 
not much use in that if their 
neighbors neglected the warble 
fly."

County Bridges Rebuilt 
Road Costs $77,830.88 


To Ibe end of October Peterbor¬ 
ough county’! expenditure on ltt 
road system, upon which It will 
receive ■ tubtidy from the Da 
partment of Hifhwaya, waa 477,- 
>30.88, of which >32.820 waa 
paid for a new cruaher and 
above!. The old cruaher and drag¬ 
line were told for >4,000. 

Thia summary waa included in 
the report of J. A. Fletcher, coun¬ 
ty engineer, through the county 
road committee with Reeve 
Jamea Humphrlca chairman, at 
the Thuraday afternoon aeaaion of 
the counties council. 

The expenditure on bridges to 
the end of October on which sub¬ 
sidy will be paid waa >12,427.09. 
Sheehan's bridge in Galway was 
replaced by a 3-foot culvert and 
fill. The Stinking creek bridge 
in Methuen waa replaced with a 
multiplate arch culvert and fill. 

The North River bridge on thia 
same road north-west of the Twin 
lakes in Methuen townahip waa 
replaced by a 10-foot timber 
bridge and fill. It Is expected 
that these bridges will now re¬ 
vert to the respective townships. 

The Squaw River bridge in 
Harvey was rebuilt, a new truas 
and timbers being supplied. Oth¬ 
er bridges had timber and plank¬ 
ing replaced, including Kraeger's 
in Harvey, Paudaah in Chandos, 
the Nassau, Bensfort and Che- 
mong bridges. A bridge waa also 
put across the creek to give ac¬ 
cess to Coifgblin’s pit on the Riv¬ 
er Road in Douro. 

On May 1 the Suburban Area 
Commission returned the West- 
wood road to the county, so that 
the Suburban road mileage is 
row 69 85, and county road mile¬ 
age 136.48

This year the' new crusher 
turned out approximately 37.700 
yards of gravel of which 20.300 
were used on county roads, 7,700 
cu. yds. on suburban roads and 
9,700 cu. yds. were sold to the 
municipalities or to individuals. 

From present Indications it is 
expected that the operating costs 
of the crusher will be about 11 
cents per cu. yd., and It costs 4 
cents to load the gravel into the 
crusher. This makes no allow¬ 
ance for interest or depreciation. 
An expected cost of delivery of 
30c a cubic yard was exceeded 
slightly in the case of the town¬ 
ships and was slightly less for 
county and suburban work. 
Gravel 48 Miles 

Approximately 40 miles of 
county roads were given a good 
coat of gravel and some stocks 
were left for future maintenance. 
On the road south of Westwood 
1.8 miles was cdnstructed, the 
road widened and ditched. 

East of Villlers 17 miles was 
constructed, gravel was secured 
to resurface the roads between 
Keene and Hastings from the 
Woods pit on the east side of the 
Duck pond, and at the same time 
an outlet was secured to drain the 
Duck pond. 

Ih concession 3 Dummer 2.3 
miles between Bethel and Hall’s 
Glen were constructed. Pit run 
gravel to the extent of 2,200 yards 
was placed on the lower stretches 
of the road between Highway 28, 
north of Lakefleld and Hall’s 
Glen. This whole road was then 
resurfaced with crushed gravel. 
The construction of l.S miles of 
the road east of Douro which was 
begun in 1946 was completed this 
years. Two miles of Sherbrooke 
street west and one mile between 
Indian River and Highway No. 7 
were also Improved. The usual 
maintenance was also carried on 
during the year. 

To Buy Truck Plan 

The road committee have or¬ 
dered a Sicord truck to be equip¬ 
ped with dump body, snow plow 
”ud wing for a price of >i6,336 
for delivery in the last half of 
December, half the payment to 
be made in January 1948, and the 
balance in August 1948, without 
Interest. 

The committee also recom¬ 
mended the purchase of an Adams 
512 grader at a cost of >13,323. 
delivery to be made late in 1948 

The roads and bridges report 
was accepted after the last clause 
recommending a truck purchase 
waa deleted. The council then 
adopted that recommendation. 
The equipment includes defrost¬ 
er, heater and other accessories. 
This motion by Reeve Gilbert 
Mcllmoyl was seconded by Dep¬ 
uty-Reeve Harry Reid. 

Mr. Reid said he was impressed 
by the performance of the Adams 
grader. This was another in¬ 
stance, be said, in which the two 
Otonabee representatives were of 
opposite opinion. Reeve Mather 
said he could not support the 
motion. 

This machine is not intended 
for snow plowing, Reeve Gifford 
said. The committee was of the 
opinion that county now has suf¬ 
ficient mechanical facilities for 
keeping the roads clear In winter. 

Reeve Rork Ferguson reminded 
the council that several years ago 
a policy of Improving county 
roads to become feeders to high¬ 
ways had been agreed upon, but 
little had been accomplished in 
that direction. It was evident, he 
said, that generally the roads 
were being left parallel to high¬ 
ways as they had been for the last 
29 years instead of being more or 
less at right angles, or at least 
leading toward the highways. Mr. 
Ferguson said that suggestion had 
been made by Mr. Mather origi¬ 
nally.

Unable 

To Attain Peace

CALGARY. Nov. 28— (CP)— 
The Social Credit movement ia 
the sole repository of many free¬ 
doms and truths inherited from 
generations gone by, Solon Low, 
national leader of the Social 
Credit party, told the 13th an¬ 
nual convention of the Aberta 
Social Credit League here last 
night 

“Our biggest need is for men 
and women who are as big and 
great as our philosophy . We are 
a lost generation.. It is only 
through possession of truth that 
we can make ourselves and our 
fellow Canadians free. 

International Communism has 
become a world movement to en¬ 
slave the population of the world 
and side by side with it ia in¬ 
ternational finance, he aaid. 

“I would rather die than sub¬ 
mit to a totalitarian government 
as the price of world peace. No 
attempt to solve the problems of 
the world will be successful until 
men depend on Divine guidance.”

If forward look¬ 
ing people of the world banded 
together and said ‘we will abide 
by the rule of the majority and 
strengthen the Assembly/ then 
we could have peace. We ought 
to stiffen up. We should say to 
Russia 'stop’.”

Whitby Warden 
May Quit Post. 

WHITBY, Nov. 28. — Incensed 
by criticism of the County Road 
Board, Warden Thomas H. Hard¬ 
ing of Reach Township threaten¬ 
ed to resign the Ontario County 
Wardenship. 

Mr. Harding made his threat to 
County Council after Ewart 
Marsden, provincial district high¬ 
way engineer, had charged that 
the County Road Board had ex¬ 
ceeded its 1947 budget by $45,000. 

“I have warned against over- 
expenditure all year,” the War¬ 
den declared.

000 had to be paid for and no 
work had been done on the gar¬ 
age. A by-law providing an ad¬ 
ditional $25,000 for the fund is 
now in preparation. 

Later, while Warden Harding 
was out of the Council Chamber, 
Council passed a motion of con¬ 
fidence In the Warden and the 
Road Board, absolving them of 
all blame regarding the road 
fund.

He said the morning, afternoon 
and evening sittings likely would 
be inaugurated Dec 9 and con¬ 
tinued until Dec 19, tentativ* 
date set far the Christmas ad¬ 
journment. 

In that time parliament will be 
asked to extend the expiry date of 
the Emregency Powers Bill tram 
Dec. 31 to ftfarch 31. Th« bill was 
so framed that if parliament met 
in 1947 the authority under which 
the government controls domestic 
rents, prices and other thing, 
would expire Dec. 31 If parlia¬ 
ment did not meet this year the 
authority continued until March 

Vhe legislators also will have to 
ratify the Geneva trada agree- 
mats and tariff concessions which 
come into force Jam 1. They will 
also have to deal with legislation 
arising out of tha government im¬ 
port restriction program. 

The opening Friday of the sua¬ 
sion is expected to be restricted 
to formalities and tbe following 
Monday will be continued to 
speeches by the mover and sec¬ 
onder of the address in reply to 
the Throne speech.

Through arrangements made by 
the W.V.S.. shawl shipments are 
admitted duty-free when address¬ 
ed to W.V.S. headquarters, 41 
Tothill Street, London, S. W t, 
England. 

The Church World Service 
Centre, Loqg Island, N.Y. has 
volunteered to ship the shawls to 
England without charge for indi¬ 
viduals or groups unable to afford 
the overseas shipping oost.

NEW YORK, Not. 2»—<AP).-Major development* In 
the Palestine problem through the years: 

1917—Balfour declaration for a Jewish national home 
In Palestine. 

1923—League of Nations Council approved mandate 
placing Holy Land under British administration. 

1923—Mandate entered into force. 

1936— Three years of Arab-Inspired disturbances began. 

1937— Partition of Palestine recommended for first 
time by the Royal (Peel) Commission. 

1938— Partition was rejected by the Woodhead Com¬ 
mission. 

1939— British Government Issued "white paper” re¬ 
stricting Jewish Immigration. 

1&43—Arab League organfted. One of the prime ob¬ 
jectives of the League has been to seek establishment of 
Palestine as an Independent country with the present 
2-to-l Arab population ratio. 

1945— Jewish underground resistance to Immigration 
restrictions reached peak. 

1948—Anglo-American committee of Inquiry recom¬ 
mended partition of Palestine and immediate admission 
of 100,000 Jewish Immigrants. 

1946— Britain rejected committee's recommendations 
and countered with the Morrison plan for provincial 
autonomy. 

1947 (Feb. 7)—Britain offered Bevln plan for cantonl- 
satlon of Palestine. This wad rejected by both Jews and 
Arabs. 

(April 13)—Britain referred Palestine problem to the 
United Nations Assembly. 

(April 28)—Assembly convened In extraordinary ses¬ 
sion to consider Palestine problem. 

(May 15)—Assembly voted to establish an 11-member 
special committee on Palestine (UNSCOP). 

(Sept. 8)—UNSCOP majority recommended partition 
of th$ Holy Land. 

(Nov. 28)—Assembly met to take final vote on par¬ 
tition.

LONDON; Nor. 18. (AP)—Rua- 
| iia and tha wcatern powara in- 
W directly acknowledged today tho 
poaalblllty ot a collapae In the 
Big Four foreign minister*' quest 
for a peace treaty which would 
keep Germany harmless, but still 
helpful to Europe’s recovery. 

Aa the ministers convened to¬ 
day they still were without agree¬ 
ment on a single major point after 
four days of discussion. 

Yesterday they talked about 
what might happen If this con¬ 
ference bogs down, aa the Moscow 
meeting did last spring, in dis¬ 
agreement. 

Tha Soviet Union bumped Into 
unbudglng refusal by Britain — 
apparently with American and 
French concurrence — to relin¬ 
quish In advance the right of set¬ 
ting up a provisional government 
a in western Germany, should such 
" a stalemate occur. 

Foreign Minister Molotov In¬ 
sisted upon raising the Issue, de¬ 
manding a definite answer on 
whether the western powers had 
such a plan and adding that If they 
had "the governments involved do 
not wish to reach an agreement 
here.” 

No Direct Anav er 

Molotov didn’t get a direct an¬ 
swer. However, Foreign secretary 
Bevin denied that Britain had 
such a plan and refused to com¬ 
mit his government or that of the 
British people ‘ ‘saio what might 
have to be done In the event of a 
Big Four failure to agree.” 

IHf In the end peace Is denied." 
Bevin added, “then surely you 
cannot at this stage ask us to 
stand still with Europe In chaos 
sand not do anything at all.” 

’ Foreign Minister Bldault refus¬ 
ed to say what the French stand 
would be. Caustically he’observed 
that Molotov had side-stepped 
sommittal on the British-backed 
proposal for an economic merger 
of the Saar into the French econo¬ 
my and said he would avail him¬ 
self of the same privilege of sil¬ 
ence. 

State Secretary Marshall re¬ 
mained silent on the point, except 
to remind Molotov that the Unit¬ 
ed States more than a year ago 
had invited the governments par¬ 
ticipating In Germany's occupa¬ 
tion to Join Its economic Integra¬ 
tion.

Drastic Law 
Asked 
For Strikers 

Urge French Assembly 
Grant Six Month 
Crack-Down Powers 


PARIS, Nov. 29.—(AP).—Pre¬ 
mier Robert Schuman asked the 
National Assembly today for pow¬ 
er to crack down on agitators for 
strikes or sabotage "by speech¬ 
es, writing or tracts.” 

He said the wanted this right 
for six months time aa he pleaded 
for power to help him fight a 
strangling wave of Communist- 
Inspired strikes throughout 
Franc*. 

The Assembly’s committee on 
civil end criminal law immediate¬ 
ly approved the government bills, 
26 to 13, and sent them to the 
Asembly, which la expected to 
consider them later in the day. 

Approval would give the gov¬ 
ernment a weapon against news¬ 
papers encouraging the strike* 
which have made more than 2,- 
000,000 French workers idle. 

Government employees found 
guilty of "agitation" would be 
dismissed under the measure*. 
Key Industries, Including electric 
power, railroads, and wire com¬ 
munications, are nationalized and 
their employees work for the 
government. 

The powers asked by Schuman 
would run from tomorrow until 
to May 31, 1948. 

In demanding "complete re¬ 
vision” of the laws of sabotage, 
he took cognizance of yesterday’s 
reports that sabotage was on the 
increase and declared: 

“If w* have reached this point, 
the responsibility belongs to the 
Communists," 

Speaking directly to the Com¬ 
munist* In the Assembly, the Pre¬ 
mier. beginning his second week 
In office, charged: 

“I declare that your goal is to 
create excitement In the country, 
it Is against this that the gov¬ 
ernment must contend." 

Foreign Elements 

He said the trouble was being 
caused more and more by foreign 
elements. Protests roared from the 
Communist benches. 

As Schuman spoke, more than 
a third of France’s 6 , 000.000 or¬ 
ganized workers were on strike 
and government forces were 
ejecting strikers from rail centres 
and other strongholds they had 
seized. « 

Schuman also asked the assem¬ 
bly to reorganize part of the 
French aecurity forces and to pass 
a new law giving added protec¬ 
tion to non-strikers. 

The security forces whose re¬ 
organization was asked by Schu¬ 
man were the Republican Secur¬ 
ity Companies—similar to the US 
National Guard—among which 
widespread sympathy for the 
strikera has been reported. Whole 
companies already have been dis¬ 
banded on this ground.

As Disraeli remarked, the Jews have 
outlived Assyrian kings, Egyptian 
Pharaohs, Roman Caesars and Arabian 
Caliphs. They have not outlived their 
alilictions, and the rest of mankind Is 
still divided Into those who would expel 
them and those who would not receive 
them. What Is to be done for this 
ancient and famous people whose 
tragedy twenty centuries old has so 
lately had a European climax? 


In 1817 Lord Balfour promised that 
the British government would view with 
favour "the establishment In Palestine 
of a National Home for the Jewish 
people", Since that time • the Jewish 
population In Palestine has Increased 
from fewer than 80,000 to more than 
700 , 000 . The huge influx was chiefly 
caused by Nazi persecution. The Kfoslem 
population In 1922 was 400,000 — five 
times greater than the Jewish; It Is now 
about 1,200,000 and though still num¬ 
erically superior, Is less than twice as 
great as the Jewish population. Consid¬ 
ering only these statistics, It might seem 
that the Jews are getting a home and 
the Arabs are being pushed out of 
theirs.

Do the European Jews really want to 
go to Palestine, or Is that country but 
a last refuge because other nations' 
doors are almost closed to them? Is 
the concept of a National Home rather 
like a castle In Spain, a resort which Is 
always available, something to have for 
dreaming and racial satisfaction, but 
really less preferable than an office In 
the Wilhelmstrasse or a home In subur¬ 
ban New York? 

• » • 

The Jewish problem exists; Interna¬ 
tional Jewry (particularly the American 
section of It) Is determined not merely 
on a National Home in Palestine but to 
have Palestine converted Into the Home; 
the special U.N. committee by a majority 
' (but not unanimous) decision has re¬ 
commended that Palestine be partition¬ 
ed; the Assembly has been considering 
that report. 

The Canadian delegation has taken an 
active part in producing an acceptable 
partition plan. Mr. Ilsley has stated 
that the partitioning of Palestine Into 
separate Jewish and Arabic states is the 
least dangerous of the possible methods 
of resolving the troubles of that country. 
It seems to us that another suggested 
method — federation — has not been 
sufjlclently Investigated. 

Tlie consequences of partition can i 
even now be foreseen,—bloodshed In the 
Middle East and Arab reprisals against 
the; Jews. The plan Involves setting up 
twc( Independent states, each with three 
divisions and two points of intersection, 
ana to further complicate matters, 
Jerusalem Is to be an autonomous city. 
It (Involves a disregard for age-old 
Arabic property rights. That Is Indeed 
the) setting for civil and racial war.

tbr.ie difficulty has been experienced 
In fnlislering the necessary two-thirds 1 
majority for the partition proposal. It 
Is notable that In addition to the 
Arabic member-nations, India, Pakistan 
ant) numerous smaller countries are 
opposed to It—smaller countries accus¬ 
tomed to being imposed on and wary of 
th^ consequences of a Palestinian mod¬ 
ern! precedent which might later affect 
their own territorial Integrity. It Is not- 
abll. too, that two of the "Big Four", 
Britain and France, have abstained from 
voting, along with ten other nations.

A Balance In Democracy 

The clash between tne western demo¬ 
cracies and what M. Molotov lias termed 
the Soviet democracy Is not abated. 
Nevertheless In practical politics and 
economics there are signs that a modi¬ 
cum of co-operation may be achieved. 
At the opening of the London conference 
of foreign ministers the American Sec¬ 
retary of State said: “Let us get down 
to work and drop this business of alleg¬ 
ing evil motives which are figments of 
propaganda, not of mind". Agreement 
has been reached about the agenda, and 
the western powers have succeeded In 
their Intention of giving priority to the 

Austrian peace pact. 

• • • 

Business and trade between nations 
are not unlnfluentlal In shaping inter¬ 
national politics. It Is therefore signifi¬ 
cant that the trade between Soviet 
Russia and the United States Is greater 
than In any pre-war year, and this trade 
Is increasing every month. At the pre¬ 
sent Qtte It amounts to $100,000,000 a 
year. This great commerce between the 
two nations Is not one-sided; In fact 
the United States Is importing slightly 
more from the U.S.S.R. than It Is ex¬ 
porting to that country. 

When considering this business—and 
more Importantly, the European Recov¬ 
ery Program (Marshall Plan)—it should 
be more generally realized that 8ovlet 
Russia has been mining and looting gold 
Intensively and that Its present stock, 
though not yet as fabulous as America's, 
Is sufficiently large to counter American 
economic plans. So large Is Its gold 
supply and so little Is known about It, 
that It has been referred to as “Russia’s 
secret weapon”. 

• • • 

The dichotomy of this One World Is 

most distressingly apparent ih the 

Anglo-American and Russian relations. 
It Is part of a pervasive clash which is 
not new to this age but is most charac¬ 
teristic of It—-the clash of the material 
world with the world of beauty and 

emotional rest. Manifestations of this 
clash are the collisions of Individual lib¬ 
erty with collectivism, of laissez-faire 
with planning, of liberalism with social¬ 
ism, of Imagination with rationalism, of 
the metaphysical with the real. 

Will a synthesis ever emerge? With the 
growth of liberalism In 1776 and 1789 
came the reaction against It. If It was 
the ideas of Tom Paine which led to 
the building of the Statue of Liberty In 
New York harbour, It is certainly the 
Ideas of Burke which now reinforce It. 
The hey-day of capitalism meant 
economic freedom for a few at least, but 
the coming of collectivism means politi¬ 
cal freedom for no one. The socialist- 
capitalist struggle Is at its height, and 
seemingly one must choose a side. Per¬ 
haps we in this country need not, for 
the sound of the struggle Is low. We 
may still have time to search for the 
synthesis, but the knocking outside our 
gate grows ominous. 

A Regrettable Error 

Elsewhere on this page we publish a 
letter from the Crown Attorney, Mr. V. 
J. McElderry, K.C., in which he replies 
' to the criticisms which were contained In 
letters from Norwood concerning a case 
which appeared before Magistrate Philp 
In this city recently. Mr. McElderry also 
points out that The Examiner did him 
a grave Injustice by stating that an 
Important witness In the case was not 
called, whereas In fact this witness, 
Thomas Starke, was called and gave evi¬ 
dence. 

We regret exceedingly that Mr. Mc¬ 
Elderry was' wronged by us In this way; 
the error which was the ground for our 
statement was the result of the Inad¬ 
vertency of a member of our reporting 
staff, for which we must bear full re¬ 
sponsibility. It was a most unfortunate 
circumstance that this misinformation, 
coupled with comment later in the edi¬ 
torial, gave the Impression that we were 
reflecting unfavourably upon the Crown 
Attorney, when In fact our only wish was 
to defend the Magistrate against attacks 
which seemed to us to be groundless. 

Election Day 

On Monday householders and tenants 
of this city have'the privilege and re¬ 
sponsibility of voting for candidates to 
municipal office. There are no can¬ 
tankerous questions or candidates before 
the electors, nevertheless the aldermen 
who will be elected will hold office for 
two years, they will be dealing with our 
big business and will be making Impor¬ 
tant decisions on our behalf. It is up to 
every person who has a vote to use It so 
as- to select the best possible men. 

An election is always Important, If 
only to give the electors the oppor¬ 
tunity to assert their hard-won demo¬ 
cratic rights as electors. In countries 
where people have become lazy and In¬ 
different about public matters and have 
not used their votes, the franchise had 
been taken away by despots eager for 
power and callous about Individual lib¬ 
erty. A heavy vote is a sign of a lively 
community. We urge all citizens to go 
to the polls on Monday.

THE CROWN ATTORNEY REPLIES 

Sir: There are some matters on the edi¬ 
torial page of the Peterborough Examiner of 
Thursday, the 27th Inst, that call for com¬ 
ment from me. May I say In the first place 
that no one regrets mord than the writer of 
this letter the unfortunate and untimely end 
of this splendid young student. 

There are in the first place several letters. 
Th* first one signed by ‘A Daily Reader’ asks 
"What constitutes a charge of manslaughter?" 
Apparently the writer of this letter is under 
the impression that the accused, Claude Mar¬ 
tin, should have been charged with man¬ 
slaughter in connection with the death of 
Ftonald Brown. 

Up to the year 1938 it was customary to 
charge drivers of motor vehicles with man¬ 
slaughter where fatalities occurred. In that 
year there was added to the Code whet is 
called the “reckless driving" section, which 
was probably introduced because Juries, 
many of them car drivers, refused to convict 
motorists charged with manslaughter. There 
are two methods of laying this charge. One 
is as a "Summary Conviction" and the other 
as an “Indictable Offence."

It 
is, of course, well known that It is the Crown 
Attorney's duty to prepare the evidence for 
the prosecution and decide what witnesses 
should be called. 1 may say that I discussed 
this many times with Provincial Constable 
£>raylintf, who Investigated the accident, and 
after several consultations with him decided 
on what witnesses should be called. All wit¬ 
nesses who knew anything of the accident 
end could he of any help to the Court were 
called, end 1 challenge the writer of this edi¬ 
torial to name any material witness who was 
not called. When the author of this editorial 
says "It seems remarkable that Thomas 
Starke was not called upon to testify" he is 
quite mistaken as Thomas Starke was called 
for the prosecution and gave evidence in this 
case. . 

This editorial would seem to indicate by 
implication at least that I, as Crown Attor¬ 
ney, did not properly bring this case before 
the Court. The editorial, as you see, contains 
two statements which are not true, and I 
think that you might publish this letter at 
your earliest convenience, end also make any 
explanation as to the inaccuracies appearing 
in the editorial referred to.

CHANCE THE DEER LAW. Existing law concerning the 
beg limit on deer Is not, in my opinion, conducive to conserva¬ 
tion. It Is responsible for the slaughter and wa*te of a great 
many does and fawns. The law is that any man may shoot one 
buck, or If two men are together they can bring in, one buck and 
one doe, or one buck and ona fawn, but not two does or two 
fawns. In other words, in a party there must be one buck for 
every doe shot, or one buck for every fawn. This means that lf t 
a party overshoots its limit of does or fawns, the animals are in¬ 
variably left in the woods to rot, becsuie bringing them out 
would invite a stiff fine, and confiscation of firearms. Why not 
change the law, and allow every licensed hunter one deer, no 
matter whether It Is a buck, doe or fawn? Half the time a, hunter 
doesn't get a clear arvough view of his quarry to know whether 
it Is a buck or a doe. Many hunters too, won’t stop to identify 
it or else haven’t time to do so, but just blaze away as soon as a 
deer shows his nose.

RCAF's Winter Experimental 
Flight here. The flight was 
formed during the Second World 
War.* The first year it operated 
from Kapuskasing, Ont., the sec¬

.Now the flight, for the fifth 
consecutive year, is preparing for 
its winter’s activities.

One method 
of starting an airplane at a lower 
temperature is to use a more 
volatile fuel, but when personnel 
are working away from a main 
base this fuel must be transport¬ 
ed to and stored at advance bases.

Movie Heroes 
Have Trouble 
Getting Films

HOLLYWOOD, Nov. 29 (AP). 
—Most movie heroes who left the 
screen to fight for their country 
have had a tough time in regain¬ 
ing their film prominence. 

This conclusion is evident up¬ 
on looking at the port-war re¬ 
cords of various veterans. The 
vehicle chosen for Clark Gable s 
return to the screen was a not¬ 
able flop. His second film wa? 
only a middling success, and 
many observers declared he was 
miscast in it. 

Jimmy Stewart's first post-war 
film still has not shown a profit 
and his second is far from a suc¬ 
cess. Robert Taylor has been 
seen in only one film since he gpl 
out of the Navy, and it was no 
world-beater. Nor was there 
much distinction in the returning 
movies for Gene Kelly, Wayne 
Morris, George Montgomery, Ro¬ 
nald Reagan, and others. 

A reason for all this was of¬ 
fered recently by a well-known 
actress. She told me: 

"The trouble is that the studios 
don't realize that men like Gable 
and Stewart and Taylor have 
changed. They are put into the 
same roles, but they are not the 
same men. 

“They have been gone three or 
four years, and they have be¬ 
come more mature. And, I be¬ 
lieve, better actors." 

Something To It. 

Her theory seems to carry out 
tn the few exceptions among the 
returnees. Glenn Ford has achiev¬ 
ed considerably more fame since 
the war than he enjoyed before. 
A big reason is the fact that he 
(and he admits it himself) ma¬ 
tured during his marine service, 
and his employers have put him 
in sturdy roles instead of the 
juvenile parts he played before. 

Tyrone Power’s post-war films 
have not been entirely satisfac¬ 
tory, but at least he has been 
given a chance to act his age and 
play characters with some 
amount of depth. And Victor Ma¬ 
ture has surprised nearly every¬ 
one by showing he can act. 

Some hopeful signs for the re¬ 
lumed stars are on the horizon. 
Gable, Stewart. Taylor and others 
are reported to have more suit¬ 
able vehiclea in the offing. Some 
of the male film favorites of the 
wartime variety, who shall be 
nameless, are reported to be 
falling fast in public fancy.

Hosea Gave New Thought 
On Character of Jehovah 


REV. E. R. JAMES. 

The Word of the Lord came 
onto limes.—ilosea 1, 1. 

To many Bible readers Hosea 
is merely one of the lesser pro¬ 
phets whose wrtinis are hard to 
find. Vet it waa hia privilege to 
give to his generation and to ua 
a new thought in the character of 
Jehovah. When he was born hia 
father and mother, devout Jews, 
gave prayerful thought to hia 
name. Very probably his mother 
said, “Let us call him Hosea, 
which means salvation. Truly in 
these dark days of invasion he 
may be a Saviour." They little 
thought his name would go down 
through the centuries as the ear¬ 
liest teacher of the astonishing 
tru.h that "God Is love." 

This came to him through his 
personal experience. His wife, 
Corner, whom he loved intensely, 
betrayed him. Over and over 
again he forgave her. Through 
his own broken heart, he learnt 
that Jehovah's heart was alto hurt 
and broken by the Idolatry of the 
Israelites. Hosea lived about 700 
year* before the coming of the 
Christ Hearken to his familiar 
prophecy: "When Israel was ■ 
child 1 loved him and called my 
son out of Egypt. I drew him 
with the cordi of love." Hosea 
U, 1. 

liow helpful to remember that 
Hosea's faith In God was deepen¬ 
ed through his thinking about 
God. He received a new revela¬ 
tion of God'a character and this 
deepened his faith. Do you make 
a habit of thinking about God? 
If not, why not? Listen to this 
suggestion: “We shall know if we 
follow on to know the Lord." 
Hosea 6, 1. Our f.ithers thought 
upon (he deep things of God and 
it produced strong Christian 
character. Does the tabloid news¬ 
paper reveal our Intellectual fall? 
The deep things of God should 
grip your mind; the martyrs 
were men who had a deep con¬ 
viction of the Faith and they died 
.for it. Those who think upon 
God will discover that God re¬ 
veals Ills secrets tn Its servants. 
To obtain those secrete we must 


advance along three lines, at 
least, 

The Heart. The heart Is the 
seat of the emotions. “Lovett 
thou me?" The Lord called His 
Apostle "that they might be with 
Him"; that through their pei- 
sonal contact with His DJvme- 
Human Personality they might 
come to love Him for His own 
sake. Later they would discover 
Hia secret >hat He is ruly the 
Son of God in a mysterious sense 
of the word ' Thou art the Christ, 
the Son of the liv.ng God." The 
I eyes of your understanding will 
be enlightened to see Him, Who 
is the Divine image of the Fa¬ 
ther. 

The Mind. 'Thou shalt love 
the Lord thy God with all Ih^r 
mind." We have to face the hard 
task of thinking. You may say: 
"1 am a plain man; 1 have very 
little education." God has made 
provision for .his. Through an 
ancient prophet, Ho ays “A man 
shall be as the shadow of a rock 
in a weary land.” You may 
know some devout, scbolaily 
Christian who believes sincerely. 
£ie has faced the doubts and the 
questions—they are many—and 
he stands. Because he stands you 
will stand. He will be to you the 
shadow of a rock In a weary land. 
“1 have sent unto you wise men.” 
saith the Lord. 

The Will. The Christ called 
each Apostle to follow Him. He 
had the liberty to refuse. To fol¬ 
low Him meant obedience. "Lo, 

I come to do thy will, O my God. 
I am content to do It.” 

"The word of the Lord came 
unto Hosea." Does this statement 
mean anything to you as a Bible 
student? Has some Scripture fas¬ 
cinated your Imagination? If so, 
you can truly say: “The Word of 
the Lord came unto me also." 
The following Scripture has made 
a spiritual appeal to tills writer; 
may it to you also.

The Proof of a Christian 


By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 

(The International Uniform 
Lesson on the above topic for No¬ 
vember 30 is I John 4-5; II John; 
Acts 4: 1-13; the Memory verse 
being Psalm 37:3, "Trust in Je¬ 
hovah, and do good.”) 

HOW CAN one prove that he 
is a Christian, is the subject of 
today's lesson. John, in ftis first 
and second epistle, not only tells 
us how to live Christiun lives, so 
that we can be identified as 
Christians, but warns against 
those who would tempt us from 
that way of life. 

"Try the spirits whether they 
are of God; because many false 
prophets are gone out into the 
world. 

"Hereby know ye the Spirit of 
God: Every spirit that confosseth 
that Jesus Christ is come in the 
flesh is of God: 

"And every spirit that confess¬ 
ed not that Jesus Christ is come 
in the flesh is not of God: and 
this is that spirit of antichrist, 
whereof ye have heard that it 
should come; and even now al¬ 
ready is in the world.” 

Again he repeats that we should 
love one another: "Beloved, leP 
us love one another; for love is of 
God; and every one that loveth is 
born of God, and knoweth God. 

"Ho that loveth not knoweth 
not God; for God is love.” 

"Herein is love, not that we 
loved God, but that He loved us, 
and sent His son to be propitia¬ 
tion for our sins.” 

No Fear in Leva. 

Further St. John wrote: "There 
is no fear in love; but perfect 
love c%steth out fear: because fear 
hath torment. He that feareth is 
not made perfect in love.” 

You young children know how 
your fear are calmed when you 
reach the haven of your parents' j 
arms. You have faith in them 
and their protection. Older peo- | 
pie remember how they had that 
sam faith in their parents, when I 
they were children. Now they! 
put their faith in God. their honv- I 
cnly Father. 

Again John states. "If a man | 
say, I love God and hateth his i 
brother, he is a liar: for he that | 
loveth not his brother whom he* 
hath seen, how can he love God. | 
who he hath not seen? 

"And this commamlmeht have

tain ot the temple, and the Sad- 
duceea, came upon them.” Tiiese 
people often argued and disagreed 
among themselves, but they were 
united in condemning Peter and 
John for their work and words. 
Therefore, they "laid hands on 
them, and put them in the hold 
unto the next day; for it was now 
eventide.” 

Next morning the priests and 
their kindred were gathered in 
Jerusalem, and Peter and John 
were set in their midst. "By what 
power, or by what name, have ye 
done this?” they were asked. 

"Then Peter, filled with, the 
Holy Ghost.” boldly addressed 
them and told them it was "by 
the name of Jesus Christ of Naz¬ 
areth, whom yc crucified, whom 
God raised from the dead, even 
by Him doth this man stand here 
before you whole. 

"This is the stone which was 
set at nought of you builders, 
which is become the head of the 
comer. 

"Neither is there salvation in 
any other: for there is none other 
name under heaven given among 
men, whereby we must be saved." 

When these men, high in the 


counsels of their people, saw' that 
Peter and John were “unlearned 
and ignorant men,” they mar¬ 
veled. and they "took knowledge 
of them, that they had been with 
Jesus.” 

Their love had cast out fear 
from them, and their words and 
boldness reminded their accusers 
of the Master who had spoken 
such words in their hearing.

In his second epistle, which is 
very short, John writes to "the 
elect lady and her children, whom 
I love in truth; and not I only, 
but also all they that have known 
the truth." 

There has been much discussion 
as to who this "elect lady ” was. 
in this letter John calls himself 
"the elder,” intimating that the 
epistle was written when he waa 
old. He not only exhorts this 
lady to love, but warns her 
against these same false prophets 
of whom he wrote in his first 
epistle. 

"And now i beseech thee, lady, 
not as though I wrote a new 
commandment unto thee, but that 
which we had from the begin¬ 
ning, that we love one another. 

"And this is love, that we walk 
after His commandments. This la 
the commandment, That, as ye 
have heard M>m the beginning, 
ye should walk in It.” 

Warns of Deceivers 
As in his first epistle he tells 
of the "deceivers” who are in the 
world. "If there come any unto 
you, and bring not this doctrine, 
receive him not into your house, 
neither bid him God speed ” 

For the last part of our lesson 
we are referred to the time after 
Peter and John had healed a lame 
man, and had preached their gos¬ 
pel to the people. 

”And as they spoke unto the 
people, the priests, and the cap-

“Opportunity is here In Canada for those who wish to 
employ themselves,” said Hon. Russell T. Kelley, Ontario 
Health Minister, iruest speaker at the annual banquet given 

by Warden Melville Johnstone---

Peter Pearson, nominee for the 
Reeveihip in the Galway-Caven- 
dish Municipal Elections, was ap¬ 
pointed to that office by acclama¬ 
tion at the recent nomination 


and held Friday evening In 
Sprlngvllle United Church 

“It is sad that so many people 
are leaving Canada and going to 
the United States," he said. "For 
every university graduate 40 per 
cent, of the cost is paid by the 
taxpayer.” 

In recent correspondence with 
young people who had left Canada 
for the United States, be cited 
three reasons, given by one emi¬ 
grant for crossing the border to 
seek his career. 

First, was lack of a Canadian 
national spirit. Second, was the 
insistence of Canadians to remain 
a part of the British Common¬ 
wealth. Third, was the “closed" 
Sunday as compared with the 
American “open” Sunday. 

Tends te Agree 

On the first point Mr. Kelley 
tended to agree Be said that tne 
national spirit needed to be de¬ 
veloped. The vast proportion of 
magaslnes and movies, and up to 
50 percent of radio programs were 
of United States origin. "These 
make It difficult to build a Canadi¬ 
an spirit,” he said. 

On the second point he disagreed 
with the youthful correspondent. 
"I'm happy that this country will 
continue to be a strong supporter 
of the British Commonweelth of 
Nations.” And he said he was In 
favor of keeping immigration pre¬ 
ponderantly English, Irish, and 
Scotch. 

From the economic standpoint 
alone he pointed out. It paid Cana¬ 
da to be a member of the Common¬ 
wealth. 

On the third point he disagreed 
with what he believed to be a rep¬ 
resentative opinion that the Cana¬ 
dian Sunday was dull and Joyless. 

“If the United States want stores 
open and baseball games going, that 
U their business, but I will con¬ 
tinue to oppose It here," he said. 
And he emphasised the important 
part religion plays In the life of 
our country. 

Prosperous Agriculture 

On the subject of agriculture he 
laid down this dictum: "If we are 
to have a prosperous Canada we 
must hare a prosperous agricul¬ 
ture.” 

Only thing that will make agri¬ 
culture healthy, he said, is for the 
farmer to do a better Job. Be men¬ 
tioned three factors that detracted 
from efficiency in agriculture: 
maintaining cattle not worth the 
keep, the losing of millions of dol¬ 
lars a year in neglected farm ma¬ 
chinery, and loss from weeds. 

By business standards, he 
pointed out, any transaction 
must show a gain on both sides, 
and thie should be valid In the 
relationship between farmer and 
townsman. Yet the townsman 
frequently expects the farmer to 
sell his produce at a loss, he said. 
He quoted the price of milk per 
hundredweight received by the 
farmer ($405), compared to the 
cost of producing that milk es¬ 
timated at ($4.35). 

Farmer must be able to show a 
profit so that he can buy the 
goods from towns. And he de¬ 
scribed the interdependence of 
the rural and urban economies. 
He stated that If the farmer had

Former Canadian Farm Boy U.S. Expert In Labor Sphere

WASHINGTON Nov. 29 — 
iCP).—A Prince Edward Island 
farm boy. Cyrus S, (Cy) Ching. 
is the man in charge of keeping 
peace in United States industry. 

That is, he was an Island farm 
boy a lnng time ago. but since 
then he has been street railway 
motorman, lawyer, conciliator, 
and widely regarded as the dean 
of industrial relation experts. 

He was a natural choice when 
President Truman, last Septem- 
i brr, came to appoint a director of 
the Federated Mediation and 
Conciliation’ Service created by 
the Taft-Hartley Labor Act. 

Ching is a giant of a man. six 
feet, seven Inches tall, with rug¬ 
ged. furrowed features, who be¬ 
lieves in good "human” relations 
as the best solution of public and 
industrial disputes. 

Here is a wc.d-picture of him 
given by a chairman of a meet-' 
ing he once addressed: 


“He was born — sometimes I 
think it was 14 years ago, but 
usually he seems to have the 
wisdom of a great-great-grand¬ 
father. '

LONDON, Nov. 29— (Reuters) 
—Trafalgar. House, home of the 
Nelson family since the Battle of 
T.-afalgar, and its entire estate 
will next spring be offered for 
public auction. 

Reason for this decision is two¬ 
fold. First, the British Govern¬ 
ment, after many months' delib¬ 
erations, has refused to purchase 
the house for use as a naval es¬ 
tablishment. Second, with the 
death of the present Earl Nelson, 
87-year-old great grand-nephew 
of Lord Nelson, the Government 
annuity of *20.000 will cease, and 
the family have decided they con 
no longer pay for the upkeep of 
the house. 

Lord Trafalgar, son of Earl Nel¬ 
son, said: “We had thought the 
house would make a useful con¬ 
valescent home for the Royal 
Navy, but we have had little re¬ 
sponse from the Admiralty. Al¬ 
ternatively. it could be used as a 
museum and the estate could be 
made into a national park. If the 
Government wanta to buy now. It 
will have to do so in the open 
market." 

Trafalgar House, a red-bricked 
100-room mansion, is one of the 
most beautiful in the country. It 
stands In an estate of 3.500 acres 
of parklands about five miles 
from Salisbury in the Avon Val¬ 
ley and within easy reach of 
Bournemouth and Southampton. 
Spacious Grounds 

The grounds Include a wealth 
of magnificent timber and afford 
some of the best pheasant and 
partridge shooting in the south of 
England. The water - meadows 
hin dering on the River Avon are 
unsurpassed, for snipe, mallard, 
teal and other wildfowl. 

. The original Trafalgar property, 
purchased In the year 1806 for 
$360,000 and pcesente# by the 
nation to Lord Nelson after he 
had saved Britain from disaster, 
extended only to about 1,300 
acres.

Crop failure ended his western 
career and he finally joined the 
trek of Maritime youth to Bos¬ 
ton, landing there In 1900 “with 
$31 In my pocket.” 

He got a Job as motirman on 
the street railway and advanced 
steadily till in 1912, at 36, he was 
head of rolling stock and shops, 
and “on the side," was admitted 
to the Massachusetts bar as a re¬ 
sult of law studies at night. 

That year a strike on the rail¬ 
way brought him appointment as 
industrial relations officer. One 
instance cited as typical of him: 

"You won't strike," he once 
told a union. "We’ll arbitrate. I'm 
going to be arbitrary about it 
and name the arbitrator.” He 
thereupon chose the president of 
the street-car men’s union. 

Ching went with the United 
States Rubber Company in 1919 
as director of industrial and pub¬ 
lic relations, by the simple ex¬ 
pedient of telling them he want¬ 
ed to help them run their busi¬ 
ness. 

He had been with them since 
until he took his new job. except 
for time out on the United States 
War Labor Board and for lectures 
in universities and elsewhere, 
and writing treatises on labor 
problems. 

Counsels Moderation 

‘‘Conflict between management 
and labor la unnecessary," he 
says. ‘‘No two groups have a 
greater community of Interests. 
They have everything to lose and 
nothing to gain by fighting each 
other.” His prescription: 

"Moderation, co-operation —sit 
down and talk it over." 

Ching has been an American 
citizen since 1909, but every sum¬ 
mer except four since 1900 he 
has been back to the Island where 
he has three sisters “and a whole ] 
flock of nieces, nephews and 
cousins.” 

He and his American cronies 
j , . e almost summer fixtures in 
| various Island centres. For many 
years he has gone to a trout fish¬ 
ing lodge on Murray River, 
founded by the late Sir Louis 
Davies nearly 100 years ago 
when the latter was a young law- 
yes' in Charlottetown. 


Another Martime Provinces 
love Is the Toblque “River Salmon 
Club in northern New Bruns¬ 
wick—"one of the most beautiful 
rivers In the world,” he says 
wistfully. 

Summing up, Ching, whose 
Welsh grandfather came from 
Devonshire to Prince Edward Isl¬ 
and, Is a virtually life-long Re¬ 
publican picked from a capitalist 
organization by a Democratic pre¬ 
sident to serve as an impartial 
concilia ter of a United States fed¬ 
eral relations agency. That com¬ 
bination, plus the fact that he Is 
Scqttish on his mother's side, 
that he has a warm, human per¬ 
sonality, a robust constitution, 
may mean success for the first 
American major attempt to ap¬ 
ply modern, realistic remedies to 
capital versus labor disputes. A 
labor man has said of him: 

“If Cy Ching gives his word, 
we can be sure he'll carry It 
out.”

Each can¬ 
didate must hold a degree from a 
recognized university or degree- 
granting college in Canada, and 
must have done or be doing post¬ 
graduate wo*k. The scholarship is 
granted for one year but a scholar 
may be reappointed for a second 
year to enable him or her to ob¬ 
tain a degree from a British uni¬ 
versity.

IODE Bursaries 
Are Given For 
War Memorials 

In order to perpetuate the 
memory of the men and women 
who gave their lives in defence of 
the Empire in the first World 
War, the Imperial Order Daugh¬ 
ters of the Empire established a 
War Memorial of which the lead¬ 
ing features have been bursaries 
in Canadian Universities and 
post-graduate scholarships (over¬ 
seas). 

Mrs J. D. Detwiier. MBE. na¬ 
tional educational secretary of 
the Order states that the bursaries 
were fjrst awarded in 1920 one 
in each province. Later as funds 
permitted more bursaries were 
made available. The bursaries 
could only be held by the sons or 
daughters of men killed or per¬ 
manently and seriously disabled 
in the war and the money In the 
bursary fund. $259.438 00 was so 
used—with interest and principal 
—that the last regular bursnries 
were awarded in 1937. Altogether 
259 bursaries were granted. 

The post-graduate scholarships 
ferm the permanent part of the 
memorial. These. Mrs. Detwiier 
says, in contrast to the bursaries, 
are awarded from income only, 
leaving the principal intact The 
first post-graduate scholars, four 
in number, were aopointed in 
1920 At the preser* tine nine

Beptaee Beeehae 
Indicating the spirit of the 
council toward the old men and 
women of the Home, Reeve Ma- 
hqney said the committee had 
carried out the recommendation 

• that the hard benches In their 
■ collective sitting rooms be re¬ 
placed by upholstered furniture. 
A three-piece chesterfield suite 
was bought at a cost of $150 for 
the women's sitting room, eight 
chairs covered with leatherette 
at $25 eaah and two small seat* 
at $110 for the men'* room. The 
amount spent on these furnish¬ 
ings was $460. The wooden 
benches are gone, and the sitting 
rooms for the Inmates a-e now 
just as comfortable as they look. 

Mr. Mahoney reported that Mr. 
T. C.‘ Bpbgrave had placed th* 
value of the Home at $74,375, and 
it was insured at 80 per cent of 
that amount. "That wa* all we 
could put on It. Mr. Ephgrave 
recommended certain repairs to 
the building. They have all been 
looked after.’* 

Reeve. W. C. Grant of Lake- 
_ field said the village had bought 
w an additional new pumper for its 
fire department, and was now 
better equipped than ever to pro¬ 
vide fire protection to the coun¬ 
ty's building, but it was essential 
during winter that the road be 
kept open. “If that la done I 
don't think there will be any 
difficulty in our fire department 
getting there on time.* 

I Discuss Reservoir 

Reeve Mahoney said the com¬ 
mittee had discussed with Fire 
Chief Allan H. Clark the question 
of a water reservoir to be pro¬ 
vided et the county home. Sug¬ 
gested capacity was 60,000 gal¬ 
lons. Mr. Fletcher provided the 
dimensions, 10 ft. by 10 ft. by 100 
ft., but In present conditions of 
cost of materials, he did not at¬ 
tempt an estimate. 

“We also considered putting Mi 
10 a dam down at the creek. It 1* 
quite a little valley and would 
make a natural reservoir. We 
took the Fire Marshal to see it, 
but he did not think It could 
take the place of a reaervolr. He 
did aay that It would be all right 
to put In the dam any way.” 

Reeve Mahoney said that If the 
council next year decided that th* 
reservoir should be constructed 
right away It would be a matter 
for them to Include In the esti¬ 
mates. Repair* to flue* In the 
boiler had cost $247. 

“We asked the insurance com¬ 
pany whether a reservoir would 
give us a cheaper rat*, but Mrs. 
Spurway was Informed there 
would be no reduction." 

Reeve Mahoney said one dif¬ 
ficulty at th* County Home was 
in getting necessary help "We 
have made application to the On¬ 
tario Department of Labor for 
domestic help If any more immi- 
grants come " 

Reeve Mather congratulated the 
committee on Its "fine report". I 
am pleased to see that you want 
ahead and bought the furniture 
for th# old people. We have been 
fortunate that Mr. and Mrs. Bruce 
Garbntt, who are In charge of 
the home are »o co-operetive.

The nation's dally newspapers 
still are the top medium for con¬ 
ducting test advertising cam¬ 
paigns. according to a new sur¬ 
vey conducted under the sponsor¬ 
ship of Sales Management. More¬ 
over. newspapers were chosen by 
a substantially larger percentage 
of those questioned than in simi¬ 
lar surveys conducted in ISM and 
1840. 

According to Sales Manage¬ 
ment "better than half of the 
recommendations" of type of 
media to be used were for news¬ 
papers.

"It is an unfortunate situation 
for the council,” said Reeve 
Mather. "They have io look after 
the county business of *200,000 
or $300,000 a year, yet they 
haven’t a committee room to meet 
in. Looking into the future, I'll 
not be here, but some time Peter¬ 
borough county may have an as¬ 
sessor and a health unit of some 
type. There should also be a 
committee room. That makes 
three rooms. Are we going to 
move »ome of our officials down 
town and rent offices? Now is 
the time to look forward into 
what the needs will be.” 

Reeve Humphries laid the 
Children's Aid Society had ampla 
room in the Shelter, George street 
south, for their office require¬ 
ments. “Then the Provincial 
Police could take over the build¬ 
ing the Children’* Aid are In now. 
and we should have plenty of 
room.” 

Reeve Mcllmayl declared that 
the council did not have full 
access to their own council cham¬ 
ber.

JERUSALEM, Dec. 1 —(AP)— 
Week-end violence aroused by 
the United Nations decision to 
partition Palestine has resulted in 
the deaths of eight Jews and the 
threat of more trouble tomorrow 
during a large demonstration 
planned to start a three-day Arab 
general strike. 

Gen. Sir Alan Cunningham, 
British high commissioner, end 
Hussein Khalidi, secretary of the 
Arab higher committee which 
called for the country-wide strike, 
conferred on the explosive situa¬ 
tion. 

A communique said Khalidi 
was advised that Britain pro¬ 
poses to quit Palestine "before" 
Aug. 1, IMS. but that the British 
army and civil officials propose 
to maintain law and order until 
the withdrawal is completed. Sir 
Alan warned the Arab commit¬ 
tee against an action "contrary 
to this policy.” The bulletin said 
proposals for the security of Jews 
in predominantly Arab areas 
were discussed. 

Arab sources said the demon¬ 
stration at the start of the three- 
day strike would be held tomor¬ 
row inside the old city of Jerusa¬ 
lem and “there may b^trouble.” 

The latest death reported was 
that of an Oriental Jew, aaid to 
have been shot to death near the 
Damascus gate of Jerusalem by a 
group of Arabs. Police denied re¬ 
ports that three Arabs had been 
killed in tha Jewish sectors of 
Jerusalem.

It 
provide* that in no ca*e may 
good* be aold at higher price* 
than those which prevailed Nov. 
17. 

Under the order, retailer* and 
wholesaler* may dispose of do¬ 
mestic stocks they have had on 
hand at price* based on their 
laid-down cost plus the mark-up 
specified In the order, or their 
basic period mark-up, which 1* 
the lower. 

For the (purpose of establishing 
the “cost” of the good* on hand, 
wholesalers and retailers are re¬ 
quired to average the prices of all 
their stocks of each products by 
quality and size of container. 

Separate regulations govern 
the case of imported canner fruits 
and vegetables which were in the 
hands of wholesalers and retail¬ 
ers prior to Nov. 17 when the 
import controls were imposed. 

Cost of such goods in the hand* 
of the trade had been establish¬ 
ed prior to the imposition of im¬ 
port restrictions and the amend¬ 
ing order provides that such 
goods may be sold at laid-down 
cost plus a reduced mark-up "not 
to exceed one-half of the lawful 
maximum mark-up provided un¬ 
der the order for domestic goods, 
or their basic period mark-up, 
whichever is the lower.” 


Adoption Of Partition 
Causes Dangerous 
Moslem World Split 


DAMASCUS, Dec. 1 — (AF)— 
Business in this Syrian capital 
was vlnually at a standstill today 
aa mobs protesting the U.N. deci¬ 
sion to partition Palestine rioted 
through the streets in a continua¬ 
tion of demonstrations that claim- 
id four live* yesterday. 

The killings occurred during an 
attack on the Soviet cultural 
centre and the nearby Commun¬ 
ist headquarters by a crowd of 
several thousand persons. One 
demonstrator and three persons 
attempting to defend the build¬ 
ings were slain in an exchange of 
gunfire which accompanied the 
attack. Nine were wounded. 

The demonstrators also stoned 
the United States legation, ripped 
down the American flag and set 
fire to three automobiles outside 
the building. Several windows 
were broken at the legation, shut¬ 
ters ripped down and electric 
lights and typewriters damaged 
before the rioters were driven off 
by poltbe and firemen. 

The American staff was not in 
he building at the time. 

At the Soviet cultural centre 
and at Communist headquarters 
the demonstrators smashed up 
furniture and wrecked the library 
and records. 

The Soviet legation, guarded by 
polloe, escaped attack.

Fire From Grove 

The driver of the first bus, in 
which four passengers lost their 
lives, said three Arabs opened 
fire from an orange grove alter 
two other Arabs stood in the road 
to halt the vehicle. Eight Jews 
were wounded. 

Another bus, passing the same 
spot a half hour later, was at¬ 
tacked by gunfire and grenades 
and one Jewish woman was kill¬ 
ed. Six other passengers wera 
injured. 

Attacks on eight other buses 
were reported last night, seven of 
them In Haifa and one In Jeru¬ 
salem. There was one casualty, 
an Arab policeman, wounded in 
Haifa when he investigated an 
attack on one of the buses. 

Meanwhile at Acre Prison in 
Northern Palestine 16 Arabs were 
wounded slightly when guards 
opened fir* on Arab prisoners at¬ 
tacking Jews. 

Security Guard. 

Reliable Jewish informants said 
that Hagana, Jewish underground 
army estimated to have between 
50,000 and 70,000 members, called 
lor mobilization of all men and 
women from 13 to 35 beginning 
December 5 for special "security" 
ranks. Hsgana also was reported 
to have called for all men 25 to 
45 to enlist for "home guard 
duty" to protect communities.

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Peril, Sacrifice And Poverty 

Because the demand that margarine 
be manufactured and sold In Canada Is 
growing so loud that it cannot be Ignor¬ 
ed or silenced the dairy industry is 
taking a curious role—that of the Inno¬ 
cent Victim. Why. Its publicists ask, 
should the dairy Industry be selected 
“for peril and sacrifice”? This Is a 
somewhat one-sided view of the situa¬ 
tion, but If the dairy Industry wants to 
deal In that kind of high-flown language 
we shall reply in kind: the dairy indus¬ 
try Is in Jeopardy because of the poverty 
of a majority of Canadians. 

• # • 

Yes, there is no other word for It but 
poverty. Many of us, poor wretches that 
we are, confess with tears In our eyes 
that we simply can't afford to eat but¬ 
ter If It costs 72 cents a pound. And If 
we can't have butter, we shall have to 
put up with margarine. We know, of 
course (for the dairy Industry has told 
us so) that there is no riboflavin or 
niacin In margarine whereas minute 
quantities of these elements may be 
found In butter. But we shall Just have 
to get along without riboflavin and 
niacin. We are too poor to aspire to 
such luxuries. 

• * ^ • 

Our poverty presses hardly upon the 
dairy Industry, of course, for their pro¬ 
duct Is now in the luxury class and we 
can't afford It. But our poverty won’t 
hurt the fanners—or so we are assured 
by Canadian Grocer, a trade Journal 
which should be well Informed on $uch 
matters. Canadian Grocer says that 
beef fat Is used In modern margarine, 
which may be good news for breeders of 
beef cattle. The outlook Is not too bad 
for dairy farmers, either, for 20 per cent, 
of the composition of modern margarine 
is milk.

We are sorry if the dairy industry Is 
In peril. Dealers In rubies and radium 
are complaining that their door-to-door 
sales are falling off, too. But we Can¬ 
adians are poor people, and we can't 
help it. 


The Problems Of Town 
Planning—II 

We referred In an earlier article on 
this subject to the manner In which 
unplanned expansion has resulted in a, 
haphazard mixture of commercial and 
Industrial establishnn t s and resi¬ 
dences. Everyone In this city is famil¬ 
iar with the spectacle of an Industrial 
establishment, once on the outskirts, 
which has now become a nuisance 
or an eyesore, or both, through no fault 
of Its own. The city has simply grown 
beyond It. Also familiar is the neigh¬ 
bourhood store, attracted by new de¬ 
velopment In the days before people 
had other Ideas about commercial estab¬ 
lishments In new residential areas. 

While various authorities are forced to 
deal with these existing conditions un¬ 
der restrictive by-laws, town planning 
commissions are working to prevent 
their repetition In future expansion. The 
urgent necessity of so doing Is sharply 
emphasized by the bitterness often 
aroused by the errors of the past. And 
the bitterness is understandable, for 
there is something to be said for both 
sides of the case. The owner of an In¬ 
dustry naturally resents restrictions he 
could not have foreseen when locating 
his Industry, say, twenty years ago. 
Owners of homes naturally resent the 
presence of an Industry which detracts 
from the value of their property. 

Another problem which must be dealt 
with by committees, entrusted with the 
task of community planning is the de¬ 
signation of commercial areas. In the 
old days of unsupervised expansion, a 
new residential development might at¬ 
tract merchants of various kinds, who 
would occupy what they felt to be the 
most advantageous site. As a general 
rule, there have been fewer problems 
raised by the presence of commercial 
establishments than by the presence of 
Industries, b,ut there is nevertheless ap¬ 
parent need for tl)e designation of com¬ 


mercial areas In all future expansion. It 
seems generally accepted that most 
people are willing to do without the 
convenience of neighbourhood stores In 
order to maintain a strictly i^sldential 
district. 

In short, the problem of community 
planning commissions is to balance the 
needs of the-community's residents as a 
whole against those of industry and 
business. In order to do so, there must 
be compromise to some extent; a beau¬ 
tiful community without a payroll does 
not last very long, as a general rule. In¬ 
dustry and business, however, can no 
longer be allowed to locate their estab¬ 
lishments without due regard for the 
rights of all present and future citizens 
of the community.

George Kolbe, Sculptor 

The German sculptor, George Kolbe, 
died In Berlin last week at the age of 
70, his fame of the '30’s having prede¬ 
ceased him. He deserves not to be tor- 
! gotten, nor will be, even though much ol 
his statuary In Germany may have been 
destroyed, for hls bronzes are preserved 
In many American collections. 

Kolbe was no anarchistic sculptor 
His graceful figures are not unlike 
Rodin's, though they are less forceful 
and more lithe. He delighted in slender, 
supple dancers and his nudes are 
modelled with characteristic simplicity. 
The contemporary nearest him In style 
and treatment of the human figure Is 
the architecturally - minded Swedish 
sculptor Carl Mllles who designed the 
"Orleus" fountain In Stockholm. When 
compared with tlUfe strong, almost gro¬ 
tesque "Day” and “Night” of Jacob 
Epstein on the London Passenger 
Transport Building, Kolbes figures in 
Frankfurt gardens are like the sun¬ 
shine of a springtime noon. 

It may be owing to the poverty of 
ideas and the lack of imagination and 
skill of most Canadian sculptors that 
our parks and buildings have so little 
sculptured ornament and still less 
worthy of notice. That may account, 
too, for the general demand that memo¬ 
rials to the men of this last war take 
form In utilitarian buildings rather than 
In carved stone. We we Inclined to re¬ 
gret, nevertheless, the current craze for 
memorial gymnasiums. Canada has pro¬ 
duced several good sculptors, men like 
Walter Allward who did the Vlmy Ridge 
and the Peterborough war memorials, 
and Tait MacKenzle who executed the 
Scottlsh-Amerlcan War Memorial in 
Edinburgh. Their successors will not be 
encouraged and we shall produce no 
Kolbes if the public demand is only for 
memorial structures which are probably 
useful, hardly ever beautiful and seldom 
memorable or enduring. 

"Dancing Cheek To Cheek " 

The lately popular song annoys us 
more than the spectacle of intimate 
dancers. If they have the cheek to 
dance that way In public, then more 
power to their bristles. The real trouble 
Is that they dance all evening with the 
same cheeks to cheeks. That Is a dull 
way to have fun, and we are glad to see 
some signs that 'teen-agers (how they 
must hate that advertisers’ catch term!) 
are now breaking their clinches and 
seeking variety in their partners. 

Two decades ago It was the. fashion to 
have program-cards for the larger 
dances. The dances and partners were 
arranged, and the young man was quite 
happy—even relieved sometimes—to 
contract for only four dances with the 
girl whom he had escorted to the party. 
Thus both he and the girl were free to 
dance with eight or ten other partners. 
By the next decade it had become fash¬ 
ionable—owing probably to Hollywood— 
for the young man to scratch his name 
across the girl's program on the pretence 
that no other girl was worth his atten¬ 
tion. Hls partner pretended to be highly 
flattered. Too often both of them had 
a monotonous, miserable evening. Soon 
the dance committees stopped Issuing 
programs. 

There Is now a change. A popular Am¬ 
erican magazine pictures a High School 
dance complete with' programs, Paul 
Joneses and exchange of partners. We 
had the opportunity lately of ogling a 
socially important dance for young 
people In our largest city. The affair 
was bright compared with similar i unc¬ 
tions a year ago. The lads and lasses 
were not condemned to stick to each 
other for the whole long evening — 
• grand marches" and medleys were In¬ 
terspersed between "re-bop” and the 
successor to "swing”, Partners were ex¬ 
changed, and when the band went into 
some speciality, they didn't all stop 
dancing and congregate around the 
1 platform like penguins on an ice-flow. 
(They were well aware that they had 
paid the band $250 for four hour^ danc¬ 
ing.) And they had fun. 

We wonder If the new, more pleasur¬ 
able fashion will Infiltrate locally before 
the series of Christmas and Ne^ Year's 
parties begins. Dancing is, after all, a 
social practice, hot a boudoir bout.

Sir: 1 would appreciate very much if you 
would publish this letter which has reference 
to Veterans’ Pensions. 

A veteran who has been in a sanitarium 
with a tubercular condition is discharged 
with the 10U per cent, pension which if mar¬ 
ried is $100 per month. He is also strongly 
advised that what be does within the follow¬ 
ing two years will depend on whether,he re¬ 
turns or not. He is not to overdo himself In 
any way, such as do strenuous work, go with¬ 
out enough rest or sleep etc. What happens 
is the veteran has to go to work at once and 
generally work pretty hard, as part time jobs 
with easy work are not available and he can't 
live with amt money. In six months you are 
called to Kingston for a medical examina¬ 
tion after which your condition has improv¬ 
ed enough to cut your pension 20 per cent.

TORONTO, Dec. 1 — (CP). — 
If thc.-e's anything closer than b 
hair's breath, then that’s the way 
to describe the mrrgin by which 
Toronto Argonaut's reigned to¬ 
day as Monarch* of the Canadian 
football world. 

Argos came out on top 10-9 
here Saturday ovo- Winnipeg 
Blue Bombers In one of Ihe most 
sensational contests In the 21 
years of east-west play To 
triumph they produced two single 
points in the last 90 seconds of 
play. 

As a game It hud everything. 
Argos had been expected to walk 
away with victory; In fact, they 
had been installed as 5-1 favor¬ 
ites.

But the crucial play of the 
game came with only second re¬ 
maining when burly Bob Sand¬ 
berg of Bombers, the outstanding 
man on the field, elected a try 
for yards on the third down from 
Winnipeg's 33-yard- line The 
Argonaut front wall held; the 
Scullers got possession and Kro'l 
booted the game-winning single.

United Nations Box Score 
For 1947 Wins, Losses 

NEW YORK, Dec. 1 (CP).—Here is a box score ol what 
the United. Nations General Assembly did on major issues, 
and did not do, during the 1947 session just ended: 

In the gain column, the Assembly: 

1. Adopted the plan to partition Palestine into in¬ 
dependent Jewish and Arab states. 

2. Created a year-round “little assembly" to facili¬ 
tate consideration ol UN problems. 

3. Established a Balkan commission to keep watch on 
the northern Greek border. 

4. Created a commission to facilitate the independ¬ 
ence of Korea. 

5. Approved a Canadian-initiated resolution calling 
for UN members to promote friendly relations among na¬ 
tions, as a substitute for the Russian "war-mongering" 
resolution. 

S. Elected Canada, Argentina and the Ukraine to two- 
year terms on the Security Council to replace Australia, 
Brazil and Poland, whose terms expire next Jan. 1. 

7. Decided to hold next year's session in Europe. 

In the loss column, the Assembly: 

1. Took no action in disarmament and control of 
atomic energy—the big issue of the 1946 session. 

2. Did not resolve the big-power veto issue. It was 
merely referred to the "little assembly" for further study. 

3. Did not gain ground on the question of alleged 
discrimination against Indian nationals In South Africa— 
a charge brought by India —and on the Issue of the annex¬ 
ation of southwest Africa, sought by South Africa. 

4. Did not get Russian bloc support for the "little 
assembly" and the Balkan and Korean commissions, all 
of which the^Slav states are boycotting. 

5. Did not do anything ] about the Franco regime in 
Spain, except to reaffirm a comparatively mild 1946 re¬ 
solution. 

6. Did not win Security Council approval for admis¬ 
sion of six new members, whose applications have been 
blocked by Russian vetoes.

Such a bill, he said, should 
establish the Individual's rights 
as distinct from public rights. "1 
should like to make the people 
as a whole and parliament and 
the executive particularly more 
scrupulously regardful of liber¬ 
ty,” he said. 

"It would establish the right 
of the individual to resort to the 
court* of our counvy against the 
Invasion by the executive or gov¬ 
ernment In business. It would be 
a contract between the people 
and the state asserting the rights 
of the individual and the right of 
the minority to be protected in 
the exercise of lawful rights 
against the majority. It would 
assure that the freedom of the 
individual would not be subject 
to denial at the caprice of the 
state.” 

He cited the case of Jehovah's 
Witnesses in Quebec whom, he 
said, had been denied the right to 
practice their religion. “What Is 
being done as regards these Wit¬ 
nesses Is represented as merely 
the licensing of peddlers although 
it Is that such regulations con¬ 
stitute an Invasion of the rights 
of the individual, (o enjoy free¬ 
dom of religion."

“The thing which is lacking in 
our society today la the fact that 
we cannot decide between right or 
wrong, good or bad. better or 
worse. We cannot make decisions 
on values.” 

Emphasizing the spiritual he 
said: "Democracy cannot abide 
vacua. It demands of every re¬ 
ligious group a contribution in 
the quest for spiritual values." 

“There is a ‘spiritual climate’; 
at times we become escapist and 
become intellectually indifferent. 
Thla intellectual weather is a sign 
of spiritual drought. 1 think the 
social climate in which we live is 
both as predictable and uncon¬ 
trollable as the weather.” 

Using the analogy of the “wea¬ 
ther-makers" who produce rain 
by dropping moisture pellets into 
a cloud from an airpisne. he said, 
we are "seeding clouds" in the 
social field. “We are dropping 
pellets of value into a spiritual 
drought pretent today." 

Applying this specifically to the 
subject of education, Rabbi Lely¬ 
veld said : ‘Educators are beginn¬ 
ing to realize that our colleges 
have been vocational factories — 
too often disregarding tile life of 
culture enriched by spiritual trad¬ 
itions."

HAMILTON, Dec. !.—Dr. Ralph

PARIS,'Dec. 1 — (Reuten) — 
Press reports in the United States 
that Britain and France are plan¬ 
ning a devaluation of iheir cur¬ 
rencies in the near future are re¬ 
garded as responsible quarters 
here as unfounded and mislead¬ 
ing. at any rate as far as the 
French Government's intentions 
are concerned. 

It is true that devaluation of a 
currency is a matter on which 
governments must neceasarily 
preserve secrecy to the last mo¬ 
ment, and official denials of such 
intentions therefore lend to be 
regarded sceptically by the 
public. 

But in the case of France, 
there seem at present to be sev¬ 
eral solid reasons for taking a 
recent denial by Economic Min¬ 
ister Jules Moch at its face value. 

In the first place, it is generally 
recognized by financial experts 
that when the foreign exchange 
value of a currency has to be 
readjusted, the right moment to 
do so is when the economic situ¬ 
ation generally is well balanced 
and the chances of keeping the 
currency at Its new value are 
good. 

This also implies that other 
major currencies are basically 
stable. 

Don't Apply. 

Neither of these sots of con¬ 
ditions applies at present. The 
French price structure is thor¬ 
oughly out of equilibrium, with 
agricultural prices disproportion¬ 
ately high to industrial prices and 
with a consequent heavy infla¬ 
tionary pressure for higher wages 
still in full operation. Further¬ 
more, French experts regard the 
eventual devalyatlon of the pound 
sterling in relation to the dollar 
at more than a mere possibility. 

Secondly, in France the act of 
devaluing the currency, although 
it only sett the seal on an exist¬ 
ing state of affairs, it always un¬ 
popular and politically disadvan¬ 
tageous for the government that 
carries it out. 

If devaluation could be linked 
with a simultaneous adjustment 
of the dollar value of the pound 
sterling, however, it couid be re¬ 
presented at an International 
move for which the sole respon¬ 
sibility did not rest with the 
French Government.

Wartime Housing Baffled 
By Problem of a Nome

OTTAWA, Dec. 1 — (CP) — 
It’s the little things that prove 
the sticklers in this Capital where 
myriad problems of running the 
country crop up every day. 

With Wartime Housing Limit¬ 
ed, for instance, the problems 
usually concern housing and they 
are usually solvable. But the 
agency has been stymied for a 
long time now on what to do 
about a new name. 

That may seem like a small 
matter for the big government 
arm which built thousands of 
houses in wartime and now co¬ 
operates with municipalities in 
relieving housing shortages by 
building rental units across the 
Dominion. 

But, say officials, the right 
name is important to the agency. 
And to be right it has to meet 
with the approval of John. Q. 
Public. And to get something 
that will go over with John Q. 
Is tough. 

The only reason the “Wartime" 
name has been retained so long 
after the end of the war is be¬ 
cause no one has thought of an 
appropriate new one. 

Names embracing the word 
“Crown” have been considered to 
identify the agency as a Govern¬ 
ment enterprise. But experience 
has shown that that word Is us¬ 
ually dropped by the public gen¬ 
erally to shorten the name. 


One facetious gent suggested 
that perhaps the agency's projects 
could be called Houses-by-Howe, 
because they are under authority 
of Reconstruction. 

Promotion. 

Premier Drew, who has said he 
has enough to do now without 
thinking of entering the Federal 
political field, was introduced to 
an audience by one of his sup¬ 
porters this week as the “Prime 
Minister of Canada.”

Food Contract 
Talks Ended 

OTTAWA, Dec. 2 — (CP). — 
British - Canadian negotiations 
here on the renewal of food con¬ 
tracts have been completed and 
await the approval of the British 
Government, It was learned to¬ 
day. 

Informed sources aald members 
of the nine-man British delega¬ 
tion which haa been here more 
than a week have cabled *o Lon¬ 
don the terms of the proposed 
contracts and are awaiting in¬ 
structions. 

There Is just s possibility that 
announcement of the terms of the 
agreements may be made late to¬ 
day in Ottawa and London, but 
the likelihood la that the official 
word will not come until to¬ 
morrow. 

This announcement, if It la 
made, hinges on the British Gov¬ 
ernment accepting the contracts 
as negotiated. 

The agreements are for the ex¬ 
tension of contracts under which 
Canada has shipped substantial 
quantities of beef, bacon, pork, 
mutton, eggs, cheese and other 
food products to Britain. They 
expire during the next few 
months. 

It Is expected that the renewed 
contracts will provide for lower 
shipments in many of the foods 
being sold to Britain. This ex¬ 
pectation is based on official pre¬ 
dictions from the Agriculture 
Department that Canadian pro¬ 
duction of beef, pork and cheese, 
at least, will decline in 1948.

Arbitrator Rules 
Wage Raises 
Retroactive To August 


TORONTO, Dec. 2 — (CP). — 
Besides s general wage increase 
of 10 cents an hour for employees 
of Canada Packers, Ltd., and 
Burns and Company, C. P. Mc- 
Tague, arbitrator appointed un¬ 
der terms which settled this fall'a 
six-week wages strike of pack¬ 
inghouse workers, announced to¬ 
day he had awarded further In- 
creases above the 10-cent boost 
for plants outside Toronto. 

This extra amount will be five 
cents for the Charlottetown plant 
of Canada Packers, three cents 
for the firm’s plants In Montreal 
and Hull, four cents in Peterbor¬ 
ough, and 1H cents in Edmonton 
and St. Boniface, Man. At the 
same time, workers In Bums and 
Company plants in Winnipeg, 
Calgary and Edmonton are to re¬ 
ceive 1(4 cents above the basic 
10-cent increases. 

The wage Increases are retro¬ 
active to Aug. 1. 

This brings the basic wage rate 
to 87(4 cents an hour, or $38.50 
for a 44-hour week. 

The extra pay above the basic 
increase was Mr. McTague's 
award on the union demand for 
an additional five cents In areas 
outside Toronto to bring these 
rate* up to the Toronto scale. 
Demanded 17 Cento 

Mr McTague laid the union 
had demanded an Increase of 17 
cents an hour. The companies 
granted a seven-cent-an-hour In¬ 
crease In terms which ended the 
■trike which st Its peak embraced 
14.000 packinghouse workers. 

What remained for him to de¬ 
cide was the amount of any addi¬ 
tional increase for the Canada 
Packers and Burns workers, the 
Swift Company having already 
agreed on an increase of 10 cents 
an hour for its workers.

Hold Little Hope 
Austrian 
Treaty Settled 

LONDON, Dec 2 (AP)—Pros¬ 
pects that the Big Four foreign 
ministers will complete an Aus¬ 
trian treaty at their current Lon¬ 
don conference were largely dis¬ 
counted today by diplomatic au¬ 
thorities, who said there appear¬ 
ed to be no basis for agreemeot. 

With Foreign Minister Dibault 
abaent in Paria conferring with 
the crisis-ridden French cabinet, 
the other three foreign miniatera 
were scheduled to receive this 
afternoon ■ report from.their de¬ 
puties detailing a completa split 
between Russia and the western 
powers on the issue of German 
assets in Austria. 

This Issue is a critical point on 
which completion of the Austrian 
treaty hinges. Yesterday Rusaia 
rejected a French formula for 
settlement and thia failure by de¬ 
puties was not expected to be 
transformed into success by a lat¬ 
er agreemeot among the foreign 
mlnleters themselves. 

The French compromise pro¬ 
posal previuea that Russia should 
receive certain property rights in 
the Zisterdorf oil fields in eastern 
Austria, the Danube Shipping 
Company and a cash payment of 
$100,000,000 in return for yield¬ 
ing any further claims on former¬ 
ly German-owned property In 
that area. 

Want AU Of H 

The Russians took the position 
that they were entitled to all Ger¬ 
man assets. 

In advsnee of today’s meeting 
it was uncertain whether the Big 
Four would plunge immediately 
into discussion of the Austrian is¬ 
sue or continue through s seventh 
session their debate on the best 
way to write ■ peace treaty with 
Germany. 

The only new development ye«- 
terday was s charge by Foreign 
Minister Molotov that the wes¬ 
tern powers were trying to make 
s "colony” out of the German na¬ 
tion. Molotov delivered the 
charge on opposing a proposal by 
State Secretary Marshall that 
German acceptance of the peace 
treaty should be made a part of 
the new German constitution. 

Molotov did, however, accept 
another Marshall proposition sitt¬ 
ing that In drafting ■ German 
treaty the Big Four should give 
special consideration to any rec¬ 
ommendations approved by a 
two-thirds vote in the general 
peace conference snd alto should 
consider any majority proposals 
of ths conference. 


Arabs Storm Jerusalem 
Loot, Burn Shop Area; 
Angry Jews Counter-Attack 

Army Fire Brigades Battle Numerous Blazes 

As Tension Mounts In City; 

Hagana Joins British Troops Against Arabs 

JERUSALEM, Dec. 2—(CP).—British troops and police, In¬ 
tervening between thousands of Arabs, Inflamed by the Im¬ 
pending partition of Palestine, and Jews angered by Arab 
violence, today prevented one of the worst riots In the turbu¬ 
lent history of the Holy Land, eyewitnesses on the scene re¬ 
ported. As Jerusalem became ^ 
a bedlam of shouting demon-1 


strators, blazing buildings and 
armored cars, Jews this after¬ 
noon set afire the Rex, largest 
Arab-owned movie theatre. Irata 
Arabs, who stormed through the 
Jerusalem streets for more than 
two houra, burning, wrecking and 
looting, had already set fire to 
more than 50 Jewish shops. 

Jews counter-attacked In a test 
of blood snd fire. Army fire bri¬ 
gades were called in from outly¬ 
ing military camps to prevent 
numerous fires from spreading 
into a major conflagration. 

Arabs, who tried to march to 
the King David Hotel, were stop¬ 
ped by police and the British civil 
and military headquarters at the 
hotel was barricaded by British 
troops. 

As smoke from burning build¬ 
ings hung over the city, It was 
officially announced that all Arab 
areaa of Jerusalem would be plac¬ 
ed under a dusk-to-dawn curfew, 
effective tonight. 

Million Damage * 

Jewish sources estimated pro¬ 
perty damage at $1,000,000. 

Unofficial casualty reports plac¬ 
ed the day's toll all over the Holy 
Land at four Jews dead, 29 Jaws 
and nine Arabs Injured. 

Many of Jerusalem's buildings 
still were burning late today 
when police and troops restored ■ 
semblance of order. The Arabs 
began their attacks at dawn, with 
the opening of a three-day Arab 
strike called by the Arab higher 
executive to protest the United 
Nations partition decision. Jews 
in trucks snd afoot counter-at¬ 
tacked swiftly. 

Armored cars and Bren gun 
carriers were used by British au¬ 
thorities to disperse the rioters. 
The authorities were assisted by 
thousands of 
Jews, apparently members of Ha¬ 
gans, self-styled Jewish defence 
army, who assembled In midtown 
Zion Square. Jewish volunteers, 
distinguished by blue arm bands, 
directed traffic around congested 
■rets.

PARIS, Dec. 2 —(AP)—A 10- 
hour "silent .filibuster” by Com¬ 
munist deputies was broken early 
today and the National Assembly 
waa called back Into session to 
enact ■ stringent anti-strike law 
requested by Premier Robert 
Schuman to fight work stoppages 
paralyzing France. 

One stoppage waa ended this 
morning when police cleared sit- 
down strikers from tlx power 
plants in the Paris area, permit¬ 
ting aubwaya to resume operation 
after service had been suspended 
for several houra. 

More than 2,000,000 workers re¬ 
mained idle, however, stalling 
every major Industry. 

The Communists' ‘‘silent fili¬ 
buster” against Schuman't anti¬ 
strike bill, which Is aimed at 
breaking the Communist grip on 
the French Labor movement, end¬ 
ed when Republican guards eject¬ 
ed Communist Deputy Raoul Cal- 
as from the assembly chamber. 

Fifty other Communist deputies 
who had occupied the otherwise 
empty chamber with Calas fol¬ 
lowed him out. Calas made no 
effort to resist the guards and 
there was no disorder.

Congress Demands Aid Bill 
Be Pared By 67 Million 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—(AP). 
—With Senate approval gained, 
the United States administration's 
$597,000,000 stop-gap European 
aid bill faced potent demands to¬ 
day from the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives that It be pared by 
some $67,000,000. 

The measure cleared tbe Sen¬ 
ate by an 83 to 8 vote late yester¬ 
day in substantially the form 
asked by President Truman two 
week earlier, but It still has a 
rocky road ahead In he House. 

Even the Senate veralon la 37,- 
000,000 more than the House For¬ 
eign Affairs committee has re¬ 
commended. And the House 
group's total Includes $60,000,000 
for China which the Senate mea¬ 
sure did not include. 

"Our fight will be to take out 
the 360.000.000 tor China.” said a 
high house Republican who de¬ 
clined to permit the use of hts 
name. "Even the President did 
not request emergency aid for 


Chins and the Senate provided for 
assistance Only to Italy, France 
and Austria.” 

However, Republican leader¬ 
ship is split on the Chinese 
question. 

As It stands now. the bill 
merely fixed a top limit on the 
amount of help that can be pro¬ 
vided through next March 31 tot 
Italy, France and Austria 

It la avowedly aimed at batting 
the spread of Communism in Eu¬ 
rope by warding off cold and hun¬ 
ger in the three countries. Of the 
total. 3250.000.000 would be used 
to buy cereals. 351.000.000 for 
other foods. 3184,000.000 for coal, 
335,000,000 for petroleum. $35,- 
000,000 for fertilizer and other 
agricultural supplies. 34.000.000 
tor medical supplies, and $38,- 
000,000 for cotton. 

The State Department has said 
that 642,000,000 would be used for 
Austria. 6227.000.000 tor Italy and 
$326,000,000 ofr Franca 


Wilson Renews 
Moscow Talks 

LONDON. Dec. 1 — (AP) — 
Harold Wilson, president of the 
Board of Trade, announced today 
in the Commons he will leave tor 
Moscow tomorrow to resume 
Anglo-Soviet trade negotiations 
broken off last July. 

Wilson will take with him as¬ 
surances that Britain will guaran¬ 
tee delivery dates of the goods 
and capital equipment Russia 
wants to buy here. Inability to 
provide these guarantees proved 
one of the rocks on which pre¬ 
vious negotiations foundered. 

If the Russians rsnew the offer 
they made when the talks began 
originally, Britain may buy 6,- 
000.000 tons of wheat from the 
Soviet Union during the next 
tour years *The Russians also are 
expected to offer 1,000.000 cans 
of fish, timber for Britain's hous¬ 
ing program and pitprope tor 
mines.

ft also announced settlement of 
a political dispute In Milan, 
where Leftist* aimoat seized pow¬ 
er Friday in protests against re¬ 
placement of toe prefect (govern¬ 
or) of Milan provinct, Ettore 
froilo, a Leftist.

The Hebrew Nation 

In the last days of Its present session 
the U.N. Assembly has voted for the par¬ 
tition of Palestine Into separate Jewish 
and Arabic nations. Thus after a dog¬ 
fight to muster or prevent the necessary 
two-thlrda majority, the Assembly has 
taken Its most important action —and 
its least cautious one. On Saturday we 
suggested in these columns that delay 
might have been wise. The thing Is now 
done SRgd only the events of the next two 
or thrte years, even of the next fifty, 
will confirm the wisdom or folly of par¬ 
titioning Palestine. 

There will be bloodshed. That is in¬ 
evitable, for the blrth-palns of any 
nation are never slight. It is to be hoped 
that a Holy War does not develop, a war 
fired by oil pipe-lines, Arabic feudal 
lords In hot wrath against modernity, 
and Jewish entrepreneurs disgruntled 
that Nazareth, Bethlehem and Jerusa¬ 
lem are not within their national boun¬ 
daries. 

Even as the Jews celebrated a national 
birthday In the streets of Jerusalem, 
clashes were occurring. Arab threats 
are dire, even Ofcalnst the British who 
have refrained from voting on the parti¬ 
tion issue or from expressing official 
opinion. British troops will have been 
evacuated by next August and the 
British government has reiterated Us 
determination not to support any plan 
or action which Is not acceptable to both 
Arabs and Jews. The international 
pacifiers are fondling a hope that the 
Arabic parts of dismembered Palestine 
will be Joined to the Arabic state of 
Transjordan, which is a possibility, and 
that the troops of Transjordan, who are 
Indirectly under the British because the 
British have suzerainty over Trans¬ 
jordan, will be used to keep the Arabs In 
check. That is not a realistic hope. 

The little town of Bethlehem may not 
be lying still this Christmas night. 

No Movies On Parliament Hill 

The Clerk of the House of Commons, 
Dr. Arthur Beauchesne, has conveyed to 
Hollywood an official ruling that no 
movies may be taken within the 
premises of the Parliament Buildings 
which are to be used In a film based on 
last year's Soviet spy Investigation. The 
movie-makers wanted shots of the Com¬ 
mons, of committee rooms, and also of 
a private member’s office, to give veri¬ 
similitude to their film. We think that 
It Is »j£ht that they should be forbid¬ 
den ttrTurn our Parliament Bulling 
into a movie set. 

In the first place, the film Is likely to 
be harmful to Canadian-Soviet rela¬ 
tions, and although we have no wish to 
appease the Soviet there Is no reason In 
the world why we should gratuitously 
assist In Is discomfiture. 

Next, It is undesirable that our legis¬ 
lative buildings should be the back¬ 
ground for a film In which ideas may be 
expreased which are out of tune with 
Canada's thinking on the spy investiga¬ 
tion. It must not be forgattea the 


circumstances of the Investigation were 
not entirely flattering to this country, 
and while they cannot be suppressed 
they need not be exaggerated. 

Finally, we may fitly suspect that the 
making of a film on the spy scandal Is 
an attempt on the part of a Hollywood 
studio to Ingratiate itself with the Am¬ 
erican government and people, and we 
should not lend ourselves or our national 
possessions to any such shoddy scheme. 
Washington has conducted an investiga¬ 
tion Into the movie business which has 
frightened some film companies. Can¬ 
adian affairs need not be used to estab¬ 
lish antl-Communist credentials for 
them. 


The Disappearance Of 
Dana Doten 

When Mr. Edmond Turcotte was ap¬ 
pointed as Canadian consul-general to 
Chicago there was a stir In that city, 
and Mr. Turcotte was accused of being 
unfriendly to the U.S.A. This accusation 
was made on the grounds that he had 
been critical of the U.S. in Le Canada, 
of which lie was at one time editor, and 
In an article in the University of Tor¬ 
onto Quarterly ; at the time It seemed to 
us unlikely that either Le Canada or the 
Quarterly Is carefully or regularly read 
In Chicago, and the natural thing was to 
suppose that someone had hunted up 
Mr. Turcotte s articles and had drawn 
them to the attention of the Chicago 
Press. The mayor of Chicago, though he 
admitted that he had never heard of Mr. 
Turcotte before, became excited about 
the appointment, and it seems probable 
that he, too, had been worked upon by 
some interested party. 

Who was It? The presumption must 
be that it was Mr. Dana Doten, an 
attache of the U.S. Embassy in Ottawa, 
who was recently recalled by Washing¬ 
ton without explanation. It might also 
be that Mr. Doten was recalled to save 
the face of the U.S. Ambassador, Mr. Ray 
Atherton, who protested strongly to the 
Department of External Affairs when 
Mr. Turcotte was appointed. 

The affair has been a tempest In a 
teapot. Sucn tempests, however, are 
not entirely lacking In significance. At¬ 
tempts on the part of an ambassador to 
block the appointment of a servant of 
our Department of External Affairs can¬ 
not be tolerated. If resistance to that 
kind of pressure results In’ the disap¬ 
pearance of a subordinate, such as Mr. 
Doten, there Is nothing that can be done 
about It. 


Love, Honour And Obey In 
Australia 

It is well known that if a pretty 
young lady were seductively placed In 
one corner of a room and a bottle of 
beer In another, all right-minded male 
Australians would make a grab for the 
be*. It is not as generally realized 
that Australian men think American 
males are soft in the head to exalt their 
women with adulation, coddling affec¬ 
tion and fawning respect. American 
soldiers stationed In Australia made a 
killing because the gallant Americans 
can’t do too much for women and the 
cavalier Australians can’t do too little. 

In such matters we are secretly 
thrilled by the manners and attitudes of 
Australian men, though of course we 
would not express public approval of 
them In a matriarchal society such as 
ours. We believe, too, that most women 
would be glad to get out of the sacchar¬ 
ine stickiness of male adulation; they 
would certainly be Improved. 

The take-’em-and-leave-'em, kiss-'em- 
and-scom-'em approach can, of course, 
be too lacking in subtlety, too harsh.

OTTAWA, Dec. 2 (CP). — 

Health Minister Kelley of Ontario 
today told the 36th annual meet¬ 
ing of the Provincial Association 
of Boards of Trade and Cham¬ 
bers of Commerce that “we have 
failed miserably to aell Ontario 
i to the people.” 

Some 700 university graduates 
from Ontario alone moved to the 
United States last year despite 
the opportunities available to 
them In this country.

One said that he left Ontario 
because the province enforced the 
keeping of the Sabbath, because 
Canada was part of the British 
Commonwealth and because of 
the lack of a Canadian spirit.

Civic electors were In a mood 
<3 authorize large expenditures 
for city Improvements at many 
Ontario municipalities held elec¬ 
tions yesterday. Some close ma¬ 
yoralty votes were another feat¬ 
ure of the widespread voting for 
municipal officers and commis¬ 
sions. 

Altogether the votes ’made a 
sizable dent in the annual ballot¬ 
ing, with more scattered elections 
coming this week and on New 
Year's Day. 

Among the monetary projects 
on which voting was limited to 
property owners and regular ten¬ 
ants, Oshawa approved expendi¬ 
ture of $700,000 for site and con¬ 
struction of a new school. Sud¬ 
bury taxpayers okayed s $900,000 
school, $129,000 for additions to 
tn existing school, plus three new 
bridges and authorization of s 
city-owned transport system. 

Woodstock approved a $44,900 
project for Improvements to the 
Civic Arena, and voters at Wind¬ 
sor by a two to one majority ap¬ 
proved the proposal to enter an 
agreement with the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment for construction of 900 
homes for war veterans. The city 
will provids the sites and accept 
$70 per home in lieu of taxes. 
Windsor .voters however turned 
down the proposal to purchase 
Peche Island—at present owned 
by a United States amusement 
company—as a civic playground. 
Good Majorities. 

Substantial majorities were 
given In favor of daylight saving 


time in the four places where this 
question was submitted— Wind¬ 
sor, London, Sarnia and Wallace- 
burg. 

Another side Issue was a vote 
at Sandwich East where liquor 
with or without meals—In dining 
lounges and cocktail lounges— 
was approved. 

But in the large cities It was the 
mayoralty vote that attracted 
most attention. At London 73- 
year-old George A. Wenlge was 
re-elected for his eighth term. He 
defeated four others with a hand¬ 
some plurality. The unofficial 
count gave Wenlge 9,311 to 7,411 
for Fred C. McAlister, who was 
Mayor in 1846, and 7,044 for Al¬ 
derman Ray Dennis. 

Two other mayoralty candi¬ 
dates were Angelo Pinto with 89 
votes and Morris Gootson 39. 

The London turnout was 50.8 
per cent of the voters' list, highest 
since 1934 when the figure was 
98 per cent. 

At Brantford Major J. H. Mat¬ 
thews lost his bid for s third term. 
The winner there was W. J. Dow- 
den with 4,271 votes to 3,894 for 
Mr. Matthews. 

Storey Elected. 

Other Mayors elected included 
J. M. Moffatt at Galt, Harry Dif- 
fon at Welland, William L. Houck 
at Niagara Falls, E. L Storey at 
Belleville, and W. S. Beaton at 
Sudbury.

Care of Shoes 
Cuts Expenses 

MONTREAL, Dec. 2—(CP)— 
With footwear prices continuing 
to rise along with the cost-of- 
living index, the woman of today 
is studying how to groom shoes for 
longer wear. 

Here age a few tips on the pro¬ 
per care of shoe wardrobe. 

Suede, which is the flesh side 
of the hide turned outwards, is 
apt to catch every speck of dust 
on its soft surface. It should be 
cleaned after every wearing, 
either with a small wire brush or 
a porous rubber pad. Brush In the 
direction of the nap. Never put 
rubbers over suede unless you 
protect your shoes with heelless 
socks, as nothing ruins suede more 
than friction. 

If you have smooth leather like 
calf or kid, begin your cleaning 
by washing off dirt with mild 
soap and water. Unless removed 
before polish is applied, the dirt 
will only be worked deeper Into 
the leather. 

For patent leather use mild 
soap and water, or milk or a 
special patent leather cream. 
Stains on reptile shoes can be re¬ 
moved with either. Then, a coat¬ 
ing of transparent wax and a lit¬ 
tle greasd will quickly bring a 
shine. 

Must important of all. if you 
want your shoes to remain youth¬ 
ful and form-fitting, always put 
them away in shoe trees. If sling 
pumps present a problem, solve 
it by stuffing the toes with ordin¬ 
ary newspaper.

This Is Why 

Many foreign markets have 
closed against British clothing 
Imports and, in the countries that 
can still buy, the colohr shades 
Mr. Rolands has in stock have 
gone out of fashion. 

The Hosiery Control at the 
Board of Trade refuses to release 
the cloth for the home trade. So 
Mr. Rolande's girls are kept busy 
spraying DDT insecticide to stop 
the moth* extending their front. 
In danger are another 4,000 yards 
of expensive velvets, brocades, 
and crepes. 

Clothing exports up and down 
the country have a Simla r prob¬ 
lem. The total value of these idle 
stocks is too vast to estimate, but 
the trade organisations claim that 
their members are being put out 
of business by unreasonable re¬ 
strictions imposed by officials out 
of touch with world markets.

(Russian meat rolls) 

Make very tender, buttery pie 
pastry and roll out, spread on 
plate and chill. 

Meat filling: Boil together I 
vea and 1 pork ahank until tender 
in water just to cover. Remove 
bones, gristle and rind, grind 
meat, return it to the remaining 
liquid. Cook 4 tablespoons rica In 
1 pint boiling salted water until 
tender. Drain rice, add to ground 
meat and liquid. Now add about 
ilk to 2 teaspoons salt, about 
to y« teaspoon pepper, Vi tea¬ 
spoon paprika—and very sparing¬ 
ly other spices such ts curry, cay¬ 
enne, onion powder, garlic pow¬ 
der. When you taste it it insy b* 
rather highly seasoned, but re¬ 
member when it ts in the pastry 
this seasoning iis tempered. 

This meat mix must not be too 
thin with liquid, for It is to be 
chilled and when chilled the rice 
and jelly are supposed to make 
it stiff enough' to handle. 

Place rolled out pastry on pas¬ 
try board, and cut it In strips 
about 3 inches wide. Put a long 
row of the meat on the paatry 
strips, fold over and seal edge* 
by moistening with a little water 
like you would make a sausage 
roll. Cut off in desired lengths— 
about 1 Vi to 2 inches long for 
each roll. Bake st 500 deg. Fahr. 
for about 15 minutes—do not 
let them bum. Serve ss soon as 
possible. These may be brushed 
with butter or egg and dredgsd 
with paprika before baking to 
give them an interesting appear¬ 
ance. 

If your version of these meat 
rolls was rolled like a plnwheel, 
simply spread the meat paste over 
the rolled out dough, roll up like 
a Jelly roll and cut into slices Ilk* 
cookies, bake at 500 deg. Fahr. 
about 6 minutes.

LONDON, Dec. 2.-(Reuters).— 
The tendency of the Soviet dele¬ 
gation at the Council of Foreign 
Ministers' here to link the Fai 
Eastern settlement with discus¬ 
sion of German peace treaty pro¬ 
cedure is increasingly attributed 
by conference observers to Rus¬ 
sian anxiety over the prospect* oi 
obtaining an effective share In 
shaping the Far East settlement 
should the great powers reach a 
deadlock on the German Issue. 

If, it is argued, the present ses¬ 
sion fails over Germany, the 
whole existence of the Council of 
Foreign Ministers as the recog¬ 
nized machinery for making peace 
will be threatened. 

If the council were discarded 
as the machinery of peace-mak¬ 
ing, then the possibility of Rus¬ 
sia’s being excluded from the op¬ 
erative phases of drafting a Jap¬ 
anese treaty becomes sufficiently 
real to be reckoned with by pol¬ 
icymakers In Moscow. 

Working Fast 

To ward off this contingency, 
observers feel that the Soviet del¬ 
egation is attempting to establish 
afresh, and beyond the possibility 
of future question, a machinery 
for the Japanese settlement iden¬ 
tical with that employed for the 
satellite and German treaties. 

It will attempt to do this before 
German discussions have reached 
a point at which the western 
powers admit a breakdown and 
proceed to take their own mea¬ 
sures to resolve It. 

Foreign Minister Molotov has 
already accused the western pow¬ 
ers of deliberately working to¬ 
wards such a break. He has there¬ 
fore: 

1. Proposed a Far Eastern 
meeting of the Council of Foreign 
Minister in January; and, 

2. Referred to the urgency of 
reaching peace settlements 
throughout the world, Including 
Japan.

Food Quota Unchanged

OTTAWA, Dec. 3 — (CP). — 
The Dominion - Provincial agri¬ 
cultural conference met to-day 
for its final sessions amid auth¬ 
oritative reports tnat no changa 
win be recommended In Canad¬ 
ian food production objective for 
1948. 

Thla mean wheat acreage will 
remain unchanged next year at 
the 847 total of approximately 
24,000,000 acres, oats will stay at 
11,000,000 acres, and barley at 
7,485,000 acres. While livestock 
production targets will remain 
unchanged. A decline is expect¬ 
ed as a result of feed gram 
shortages. 

Yesterday the 200 delegates, re¬ 
presenting Provincial Depart¬ 
ments ot Agriculture and farm 
organizations, heard from Agri¬ 
culture Minister Gardiner a pro¬ 
mise that action wUl be taken to 
increase the price paid farmers 
for livestock products. He did 
not indicate what means would 
be adopted. 

He mad* the statement as de¬ 
legates began consideration of the 
1948 objectives for output of 
grains and livestock. 

May >'Open US Market. 

The announcement aroused 
speculation that the government 
might be planning to open the 
United States market to Canad¬ 
ian livestock produgls. This mar¬ 
ket has been closed since early 
in the war to provide larger 
ouantltlea nf meat for shipment 
to Britain and Europe. 

Mr. Gardiner made no state¬ 
ment about the negotiations, re¬ 
ported concluded yesterday, for 
the renewal of Anglo-Canadian 
food contracts covering shipment 
of beef, bacon and other products 
to Britain. An announcement of 
agreement on terms and quanti¬ 
ties is expected shortly, possibly 
to-day.

Blacksmith at IndJan River vil¬ 
lage for the past 60 years and for¬ 
mer county conatable, Augustine 
Whlbbs died at his residence, 
Tuesday, in hl« 84th year. 

The lute Mr. Whibbs, popularly 
called "Ous" applied an Inherent 
skill to the blacksmith trade, wiv¬ 
ing the mechanical problems of 
his neighbors for more than six 
decades. He saw transportation 
change from the horse and buggy, 
to the Model T era. then the ppsh 
hmouslne to be followed by she 
jeeps and trucks, products of a 
war-torn economy. He was a man 
of great good humour, and his 
shop became an Institution and 
gathering place for the farmers of 
four townships.

Mr. Whibbs was born in Douro, 
a son of the late George Whibbs 
and Annie Cuff. He was the last 
surviving member of a family of 
eleven children, whose parents 
were pioneers In Douro township. 
Mr. Whibbs had a primary school 
! education and come to Indian 
j River as a young man and opened 
a blacksmith shop. 

Some Hot Debates 

He was a staunch conservative 
In politics and often work was 
temporarily slowed in the black¬ 
smith shop, as the old-tinkers de¬ 
bated politics 

He Is survived by two daugh¬ 
ters, May and Annie at home, five 
sons. Thomas, Toronto, Joseph and 
John. Buffalo. Charles, Peterbor¬ 
ough and Augustine at home. His 
wife, formerly Nora Cavanagh 
died some years ago. 

Mr. Whibbs was a county con¬ 
stable for more than 35 years, and 
according to the Blacksmith's 
Journal he* Was the oldest active 
blacksmith in the province. Bifl 
first shop was .it old Indian River 
but he moved to the prese/it loca¬ 
tion a few years later 

He was a devout Catholic and 
attended St. Joseph’s Church, 
Douro.

Without Fanfare 

In the excitement about the partition¬ 
ing ol Palestine, the end of the 1947 U.N. 
Assembly has been almost unnoticed. 
The delegates themselves had been 
folding tents and slipping off qn the 
Queen Mary even before the end. The 
meetings were not as spectacular as 
last year's, when at the first Assembly 
the Big Four’s foreign ministers were 
present. Contrary to gloomy prognosti¬ 
cation two months ago, the Assembly's 
structure has not cracked, and some 
fruitful work was done. 


Mr. VUhlnsky, the chief Soviet dele¬ 
gate, Is reported to have said that the 
good things the Assembly accomplished 
were a resolution against warmongering, 
a resolution against Franco’s Spain, and 
progress in trusteeships. He said as he 
boarded the Queen Mary that the As¬ 
sembly had voted three bad things—the 
Little Assembly, the Greek Commission 
and the Korean Commission. Sir Hartley 
Shawcross also passed judgement on the 
Assembly as he stepped on board the 
Queen Mary. He said that the creation 
of Little Assembly was the greatest 
achievement of this year’s Assembly, 
and next in worth were the Greek and 
Korean arrangements. Such differences 
of opinion are no longer unexpected. Mr. 
Vlshinsky has at least named six of the 
Assembly’s Important accomplishments. 

• • • 

The Canadian delegate, Mr. Lester 
Pearson, headed a subcommittee which 
shaped the proposal for a Little As¬ 
sembly. Mr. Ilsley's resolution on the 
composition of the Balkan Commission 
provided the "vacant chair formula’’ In 
that and the Little Assembly, and so the 
Russian and Polish boycott will not In¬ 
terfere with their operation. Canada has 
accepted membership on the Korean 
commission. Canada has been the chief 
proponent of new rules of procedure 
which will govern next year’s Assembly 
meetings. These will lessen tedium and 
filibustering, and make less likely such 
deadlocks as that which preceded the 
election of the Ukraine to the Security 
Council. The seventh major achieve¬ 
ment (for better or worse) was the par¬ 
titioning of Palestine. In this the Can¬ 
adian delegation Intervened actively. 
This country’s official belief in the 
potential value and virtues of U.N. has 
therefore been demonstrated by its 
delegates' actions. It must be remem¬ 
bered, too, that Canada was elected to 
membership In the Security Council. 

• • • 

It Is appropriate that the Assembly 
meetings should have ended without 
fanfare. If the brightest and best of 
the beams for the future Is U.N., its 
beams are not very powerful.

Back To Baxter 

In the back-benches of the British 
House of Commons Is a Conservative 
M.P. named Beverley Baxter. Mr. Baxter 
writes a "London Letter" for Maclean’s 
Magazine and that magazine has been 
carrying the Baxter semi-monthly effu¬ 
sions for many years and has continued 
to do so long after the rest of its articles 
(and the magazine itself) began to Im¬ 
prove. 

The last times Mr. Baxter squeezed 
suds out ol his stylograph he came out 
with this sentence when writing vapidly 
about a meeting of the House of Lords 
and the Edgehill by-electlon:»»"To use 
the old cliche so beloved of editorial 
writers, both events have given us fur¬ 
iously to think ”. 

The man who wrote that used to be 
a Canadian; he used to be a journalist 
(one of Lord Beaverbrook's boys); he 
even used to write editorials. Perhaps 
he still does and he may therefore be 
quoting himself. He Is certainly not 
using a phrase "beloved of editorial 
writers" In modern Canada. Nor Is it 
current usage in England. Mr. Baxter 
had better retire from the Job of writing 
magazine articles and nurse his cliches 
to private. 


Flection Promises 

The pre-election campaign which pre- 
; ceded Monday's polling was almost non¬ 
existent. We had a few polite speeches 
j on nomination day and later some dis¬ 
creet "election cards” appeared In the 
press, infbrmlng the excited electorate 
that "Your vote Is respectfully solicited” 
or "This candidate stands for Progres¬ 
sive and Efficient Administration" or 
"As a business man, lifetime resident of 

this city_" Some of the aldermanlc 

candidates went ’way out on a limb and 
suggested that they had at heart Items 
like the Community Centre, Sewage, 
Hospitals, etc. 

The 1946 electioneering was equally 
dull, but 1945 was a better year, perhaps 
because there were contests for the 
mayoralty. Utilities Commission and 
Board of Education to stir things up. We 
have been reading some of the election 
notices of that year submitted by or on 
behalf of candidates who are now on the 
Council. The issues put before the elec¬ 
torate then were chiefly the following: 
'Memorial Centre, sewage, new city hall, 
street paving, housing, new market 
building, new federal building, town 
planning. Civic Hospital, crowded 
schools, airport, careful financing, play¬ 
grounds. Careful recollection of events 
during the last two years will reveal that 
several of these matters have received 
official attention. They are all never¬ 
theless live topics still, despite the re¬ 
cent cautious and timid electioneering, 
when they were generally avoided. Per¬ 
haps they are so alive that they are too 
hot for aldermanlc candidates to handle. 
What has been done is a flea-bite com¬ 
pared with what remains to be done. 
What, for Instance, has happened about 
town planning? Is next year’s council 
going to leave the master plan In a dusty 
pldgeon-hole? 

In the election just concluded one or 
two candidates did have a positive policy 
if not a platform ir the slogan "Give 
Labour A Voice In Civic Affairs". We 
like to see candidates coming out with 
something positive. Partly for that rea¬ 
son we ventured editorially to view with 
favour one of the candidates campaign¬ 
ing under that slogan, even though our 
policy Is generally to view with equal 
favour or disfavour all aspirants to 
municipal office. But alas, Labour did 
not choose to give itself a unique voice 
In civic affairs. Was the candidate more 
attractive than his slogan? 

A Man Who Values His Franchise 

Among the handful of citizens who 
thought it worth while to cast a vote in 
the municipal elections on Monday was 
Mr. James Long; he is 96 years old and 
he has never failed to vote in his life. 

We wish that there were more people 
who valued their franchise as Mr. Long 
does. Universal suffrage is the fruit of 
centuries of struggle on the part of re¬ 
formers, whose burning faith was that 
every adult should have a voice in the 
government of his community. That 
Idea, which was considered revolutionary 
only a century ago. Is now so common¬ 
place that a majority of citizens cannot 
stir themselves sufficiently to visit the 
polls. But Mr. Long, who can recall 
when comparatively few citizens had a 
vote, knows how precious his vote is, 
and uses it. 

The Money That Goes Up In 
Smoke 

We can find numerous adjectives to 
describe our feelings when bread, butter 
and milk take flight Into the strato¬ 
sphere of high prices. Rising prices of 
necessary commodities alarm us. When 
cigarettes jump two cents for a package 
of twenty, the adjectives do not come so 
readily, for cigarettes are not absolutely 
essential and the Increase affects only 
those who are enamoured of My Lady 
Nicotine. 

These people are not few. The official 
figures lor 1945 (the latest provided by 
the Canada Year Book) show that the 
domestic consumption for that year was 
11,962.675,329 cigarettes. (Incidentally, 
who smoked the 29th?). A two-cent In¬ 
crease to the manufacturers is pretty 
big, considering that most of the retail 
price of a package is tax. On the basis 
of the 1945 consumption, the manufac¬ 
turers (through the retailers) will be 
getting 112,000,000 more for their cigar¬ 
ettes. i 

The word which probably best de¬ 
scribes our feelings on Tuesday morning 
when we had to pay 35 cents for a pack¬ 
age was "chagrin”. Other polite words 
fall us.

Can a mother’* tender care

CO asks the hymn, and It might be asked 
^ with equal cogency if an author can be 
trusted to review his own book. Even though 
he may be a book-reviewer by trade — even 
though his opinions on books msy be co\isld- 
ered of some slight public interest—can be 
play lair wlien writing about a book of hii 
own? I really do not know, but 1 shall try 
to find out, for in this article I shall deal with 
two diaries—"The Provincial Lady" by E. M. 
Deiaiield (Macmillan) and 'The Diary of 
Samuel Marchbanks" (Clarke Irwin).

'T'HE Provincial Lady won a widespread' 

* popularity with botn English and Ameri- 
can'readera shortly after her dtary began to 
appear in "Time and Tide"; that was in Nov¬ 
ember, 1929. The author continued to add to 
ner diary until her death in 19*3. She wrote 
two dienes of domestic life, one about a trip 
to the U.S.A., and one about life in warUme; 
all four are contained in the present book. The 
charm of good diaries never fails; one is nev¬ 
er disappointed by the great Pepys; Kllvert’s 
Diary, recently issued in an abridgement, can 
be read in snatches or continuously with 
equal pleasure; the Provincial Lady never 
grows dull. E. M. Delafieid recorded the 
daily life of an Englishwoman of the upper 
clasaea with a great deal of wit and charm. 
Let no Canadian reader bridle at tbe expres¬ 
sion "upper classes"; it is quite useless to 
pretend toal E. M. Delafieid was the Com¬ 
mon Woman even though—and this is im¬ 
portant — her diary has a universal quality 
which makes it interesting to people far re¬ 
moved from herself in circumstances and 
opinion*. The Provincial Lady belonged to 
that class which complained perpetually. of 
being hard up, but considered it necessary to 
send their cnildren to the best schools, and 
to provide them with holidays in France; she 
never thought of economizing by discharging 
her daughter's French governess; nor did she 
try to economize by scrimping on her gifts 
to charity. A little more of this "upper class" 
devotion to the best in education and the ne¬ 
cessity for keeping the intellect well-fed 
would do no harm in Canada. 

•O O «• 

rpHE satire of the Provincial Lady's diaries 
is muted; she permits herself no extrava¬ 
gant flights; she kept near enough to reality 
to be credible at all times, and tbe charm of 
wbat she has to say lies in the penetration 
which she brings to bear upon the common¬ 
places of life, rather than in any richness or 
extravagance of invention. Her diary is a 
minor classic, to be returned to again and 
again.

A ND now, what about this fellow March- 
*' banks? Is he a Provincial Gentleman? 
No; he detests provinciality, and there la a 
widespread opinion that lie is no gentleman. 
He is a shouter and a sneerer. Some other 
reviewer* have used the word “urbane" in 
describing his Diary, but I don’t think that 
be is urbane at all. He seems to be discon¬ 
tented with Canada—which we all know is 
The Greatest Country on Earth*and he actu¬ 
ally has the face to maintain that our beauti¬ 
ful country is intellectually arid, and full of 
complacent boobs. 1 would suggest that he 
be given a one-way ticket back to Moscow, or 
wherever he came from—but unfortunately 
he comes from Canada and we can't get rid of 
him. I strongly advise everybody who thinks 
that Canada is Incapable of improvement to 
ignore this fellow Marchbanks.

j^OT, mind you, that the fellow is a Com¬ 
munist. He is something much worse; his 
political views seem to be utterly archaic. He 
doesn't believe in Inevitable Progress, he 
doesn't believe that a high standard of eating 
is the same thing as a high standard of living, 
and he often blasphemes against the sacred¬ 
ness of wealth. He makes fun of Service, and 
he keeps nagging away at his readers about 
music, books and plays — things that only 
women have time for in a go-ahead country 
like this. Not that he is womanish in his at- 
tude toward them; our Canadian women can 
be trusted not to get too excited about these 
fripperies—The Arts, as he calls them; dbr 
women maintain their Equilibrium — what 
some philosophers call their Essential Stodge

in what he writes. Really good Canadian 
writers are so serious that you can hardly get 
through their stuff, but of course you don't 
have lo; you know that whatever they say is 
perfectly safe. \But Marchbanks is flippant, 
and even brokers from Bay Street in Toronto!

been known to laugh at his nonsense. This 
is what makes the man dangerous, and a real 
threat to our Canadian Way of Life; once 
Canadians begin to laugh at Ihemselves, who 
can see what may follow? And those decor¬ 
ations In the book, by some fellow named 
Clair Stewart—dangerous too, for the fellow 
is obviously an artist, and therefore suspect 
There ladies and gentlemen, who could 
be fairer than that?

The Federal Government And Profiteers 

(THE KINGSTON WHIG-STANDARD) 


'T’HE action of the Federal Government in 
1 relmposing price celling! on certain com¬ 
modities will be generally acclaimed 
throughout the Dominion. The reimposed 
ceilings, announced by Finance Minister 
Douglas Abbott, will be on the more impor¬ 
tant varieties of canned fruit* and vegetables. 
At the same time, the Prices Board has been 
directed "to prepare to reimpose mark-up 
conlro! prices" on fresh fruits and vegetables 
and canned fruit juices. 

Odd 

This newspaper in common with othet 
advocates of a free economy, is opposed to 
controls in principle. Howfver, when nor¬ 
mal competition is wiped out by a govern¬ 
ment control and when as a result dealers 
take advantage to gouge the public for no 
other reason than to make the fattest profit 
possible, regardless of ethics, we believe the 
power of the Federal Government should be 
used to protect the consumer. 

Odd 

Dealers in fruits and vegetables who began 
to jack up prices as soon as the new restric¬ 
tions Created an artificial shortage have only 
themselves to blame for the fact that their 
selling prices will now be controlled for an 
indefinite period. They had large stores of 
these commodities, purchased and paid for, to 
sell at the prices prevailing about two weeks 
ago, and from those prices they derived a fair 
profit. Then, simply because the opportun¬ 
ity offered, and not because of one penny’s’ 
extra cost to them, they boosted prices as 
much as fifty per cent on some commodities. 
As we said in a previous article on the same 
subject, their conduct was nothing but rob¬ 
bery within the law. We are happy that it 
haa now been placed outside the law. 

v d d 

It should have been—and probably was— 
apparent to Ottawa that the new restrictions 
announced as an emergency measure to deal 
with Canada's dollar problem would make 
re-imposition ol certain price controls neces¬ 
sary. If an artificial shortage it created by 
the erection of a set of controls operating in 
one direction, the necessity for an offsetting 
control structure Is usually apparent. The 


Federal Government undoubtedly hoped that 
it would receive full co-operation from all 
dealers and tl^t the latter would make no 
price increase unless rising costs forced them 
to do so. It is likely that some dealers did 
keep prices at earlier levels, and as far as lo¬ 
cal prices are concerned, retailers generally 
made no effort to profit unduly following the 
announcement of the new restrictions. It is 
quite clear, however, that a majority of all 
dealers in fruits and vegetables decided to do 
a little high-grade profiteering at the pub¬ 
lic's expense. Fortunately for all of us their 
profiteering ran a very short course. 

4 4 4 

This commendable .aDd timely action by 
the Federal Government will help Canadian 
consumers to accept the new restrictions 
with good grace. There has never been any 
suggestion 1 that the new restrictions would 
mean austere living to- Canadains in the tuU 
sense ot that phrase, but it soon became ap¬ 
parent tc housewives that they would mean 
shortages, lack of variety, and a probable 
(and justifiable) increase in prices. And if 
all housewives shared the feelings we have 
heSrd expressed by some in Kingston, they 
were dismayed at the utterly unjustifiable 
price rises which occurred during the past 
week. There was too much taking away on 
both hands, and there were expressions of 
discontent prophetic of a marked degree of 
public resentment If tbe situation were al¬ 
lowed to continue. The situation was almost 
immediately remedied, however, and the 
prompt action of the Federal Government 
strongly suggests that it was ready before the 
announcement of restrictions to enforce fair 
marketing prices to protect consumers if that 
course became necessary.

There should be a lesson in this for all 
dealers, industrialists, manufacturers and re¬ 
tailers throughout the Dominion. They have 
welcomed the return to a free economy, after 
years of government control and in general 
they have refrained from abuiing that free¬ 
dom. Such behaviour was to be expected,

Why Thi* Night Blackout? 

Probably tbe criminals are tbe only people 
really pleased with Ontario's partial black¬ 
out. Certainly the publicly owned Hydro is 
losing revenue, the merchants, whose win¬ 
dows are dimmed in the evening, are losing 
business, and the general public is incon¬ 
venienced. 

Undoubtedly there is a good reason for 
saving the extra power through this cutting 
down of lighting in the evening but surely 
some real explanation is needed. It haa al¬ 
ways been understood that the peak of power 
consumption comes when factories, tram¬ 
ways, street lights, and tbe housewife pre¬ 
paring tbe evening meal, compete for the 
amount of electric energy available. This 
would be in the late afternoon of autumn and 
early winter. Certainly by 6.30 at night or 
at latest seven, the rush must be over with 
moat of the factories closed for the day, tha 
street cars empty and the stoves off. 

If there is enough power on hand to meet 
the earlier rush, then the public has usually 
assumed that there must be some to spare 
from nine o'clock oit. If there is still a short¬ 
age then, and the Ontario Hydro has devised 
some way of conserving any saved through 
restrictions, then it should take the public 
into its confidence and explain. That is the 
only sure way to get the necessary co-opera¬ 
tion. 

In the meantime there is hope in the an¬ 
nouncement this week, that some lifting of 
the store lighting restrictions may be pos¬ 
sible. During these long dark winter eve¬ 
nings a little more light would certainly 
make night life easier and more pleasant for 
the honest citizen and a little tougher for 
those who are not so honest.—Financial Post.

Waddell 
were: "That, having considered 
the various sites suggested aa 
suitable for the new city hall 
building, and all the data avail¬ 
able concerning them, the site 
most favored as complying with 
the expressed intention of the 
late Mr. George Morrow, who 
generously made a bequest to the 
city of funds to erect the new city 
hall building, be the property 
bounded by George, Murray, Wa¬ 
ter and McDonnel streets, and 
that the council now fix upon this 
property aa the site for the new 
city hall. 

Te Write Owners 

That Hie Worship the Mayor be 
authorized to write the individual 
owners of property in the block 
selected for the city hall site, in¬ 
forming them that their property 
Is Included In the area selected 
for the future city hall building, 
and that when they desire to sell 
their property the city would ap¬ 
preciate being Informed and be¬ 
ing given first opportunity to pur¬ 
chase It. 

That the City Clerk and Aseeas- 
ment Commissioner be authoriz¬ 
ed to obtain options from time to 
time for the city as they may 
deem advisable on tfropertlee In 
the block selected for the city 
hall site, and submit these options 
to the finance committee fer de¬ 
cision and action.

To Publish 
New Documents 

VATICAN CITY. Dec. 8—(Reu- 
A number of important 
pontificial documents which'Pope 
Pius XII has completed during 
the time he has spent this sum¬ 
mer and autumn at the papal 
summer palace at Caste 1 Gandol- 
fo are to be published during the 
next few months. It is learned 
re. 

One of these documents, It Is 
believed, will announce an In¬ 
crease ip the maximum number 
of Cardinals from the present 70 
100 . 

This would allow for the cre¬ 
ation pf Cardinals in Catholic 
countries which at the moment 
have no representation in the 
Sacred College and at the same 
time for the replenishment of the 
ranks of the centre of the church, 
the Curia Romans, or papal court, 
in which the number of Cardin¬ 
als has been decreasing for some 
years. 

Paat Rules 

Another important document, 
which it Is understood will be 
published shortly, is one on 
which the congregations of the 
holy office and of sacraments 
have been working together and 
which includes a modification of 
the rules regarding the eucharls- 
tlc fast before the reception of 
holy communion. 

This document lays down that 
it will no longer be necessary for 
Catholics to fast from midnight, 
stating that in future a fast of 
only a few hours will be neces¬ 
sary before communion. This fol¬ 
lows a similar concession made 
to French Catholics recently. 

A third document will deal 
with reforms in the curia romana. 
It will also state the Pope's rea¬ 
sons for not having so far filled 
the post of Cardinal secretary of 
State, left vacant since the death 
of Cardinal Maglione. Also vacant 
is the post of one Cardinal cham¬ 
berlain of the Holy Roman 
Church and a Cardinal chancel¬ 
lor of the Holy Roman Church.

prise was urged yesterday at a 
concluding session of the Mth an¬ 
nual meeting of the Ontario As¬ 
sociated Boards of Trade and 
Chambers of Commerce. 

DelegMes from various parts of 
Ontario, backing up a decision to 
re-organize their activities, adopt¬ 
ed a resolution urging "all mem¬ 
ber organizations to search out 
and combat at every turn all ac¬ 
tivities in their respective com¬ 
munities which appear to have 
Communistic instigation or sup¬ 
port." 

They followed this with a reso¬ 
lution expressing their "whole¬ 


hearted" support of the free en¬ 
terprise system. The rights or 
free citizenship to work and earn 
a living could not be delegated to 
the state without a corresponding 
loss of personal liberty, said the 
resolution. 

“A government bureaucracy 
can never possess the dynamic 
qualities of private enterprise 
functioning under the constant 
stimulus of competition." 

General Meeting 

C. A. Pollock of Kitchener, re¬ 
elected president, told newspaper 
men at the conclusion of the con¬ 
vention that a general meeting 
will be called soon to discuss re¬ 
organization plans. The conven¬ 
tion empowered the executive to 
draft a new constitution and to 
change the organization’s name to 


that of the "Ontario Chamber of 
Commerce." 

Norman Moore of Brantford 
was elected vice-president and 
Alastalr Conacher of Hamilton 
was re-appointed secretary-treae- 
urer. 


TORONTO. Dec. 3. — If plans 
of the Canadian Red Cross run 
Into no serious hitch, hospitals in 
Ontario may within a few months 
be able to provide blood trans¬ 
fusions free of charge. 

At present, a paying patient In 
a Toronto hospital la charged (23 
for each transfusion. If the pa¬ 
tient can provide a blood dot,or, 
he Is given a refund of 310.' If he 
can provide two donors, a 120 
refund is made. The remaining 
amount of 35 la charged for the 
laboratory and other services 
provided by the hospital in ad¬ 
ministering the transfusion. 

The Red Cross plan, which has 
already been put Into effect In 
British Columbia and Alberta, 
would provide all hospitals In 
Toronto, for Instance, with a sup¬ 
ply of plasma from a central 
bank. Appeals would go out to 
donors In various districts and the 
whole system would work very 
much the same as that operated 
during the war. 

The superintendent of one large 
Toronto hospital said yesterday 
that there were no serious ob¬ 
stacles In the way of the Red 
Cross plan so far as the hospitals 
were concerned. 

"One minor difference at the 
moment Is that the Red Cross 
plan would make blood transfu¬ 
sions absolutely free of charge. 
The hospitals think there should 
be a small fee charged for the 
actual transfusion, to cover the 
costs of work that must necessar¬ 
ily be done by the hospital. This,

Canadians Allowed 
To Receive U.S. Gifts 

WINDSOR! Dec. 3 — (CP) — 
You can still receive gifts from 
United States this Christmas de¬ 
spite the rigid customs regula¬ 
tions in effect since November 18, 
Harold Beardmore, collector of 
customs, said yesterday. 

All parcels entering Canada 
are subject to customs inspection, 
but if they are bona-fide gifts 
and not more than $S in value, 
and do not contain items on the 
forbidden or quota lists, they are 
admissible. 


ANN ARBOR, Mich., Dec. 8 — 
(CP).—Canada, the biggest cus¬ 
tomer of United States goods in 
the world, is almost a blank space 
In most American history books, 
Dean J. B. Edmonson, co-chair¬ 
man of the Canada-United States 
Committee on Education, declared 
today. 

Edmonson, dean of the Univer¬ 
sity of Michigan School of Edu¬ 
cation, reported on a two-year 
study commissioned by the Am¬ 
erican Council of Education.

McElderry then cited the number 
of times that Mrs. Hughes had had 
cause to run away from har hus¬ 
band before on account of the 
brutal beatings that she had re¬ 
ceived from him. 

His Honour Judge Smoke then 
addressed the Jury, and outlined 
the esse as it had been given by 
both the accused and the plain¬ 
tiff. The Jury then retired t« 
consider the evidence heard at 
4.55 p.m. It was not until T 
o'clock that they retched • ver¬ 
dict. which was unanimous and 
that the prisoner was guilty of as¬ 
sault upon hit wits. The Judge 
then said that thalr verdict was 
the only one that ha thought thay 
could possibly arrive it. and he 
also said that he was more than 
surprised at thalr having taken so 
long to reach a verdict. He point¬ 
ed out that at no time during the 
trial did accused deny having as¬ 
saulted hla wife. Also there was 
not a shred of evidence that Mrs.
